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PREFACE.

At the time of Mr. Wilson's unexpected death in 
1904, the present volume was in an advanced state of 
preparation. Even the introduction had been printed, 
with the exception of the last two chapters; and 
fortunately the manuscript of the unprinted portion 
was found among the author’s papers. As a student of 
the same period of Indian History, and one who took 
a sympathetic interest in Mr. Wilson’s work, I share the 
opinion of the surviving members of his family that so 
much valuable material, the fruit of great labour and 
strenuous research, ought to be made available for those 
interested in the subject. Difficulties arose which have 
caused regrettable delay; these having now been over* 
come, I have been asked to contribute a few words by 
way of preface. 

Charles Robert Wilson, M. A., D. Lirr., born in London 
in 1863, was educated at the City of London Sohoot 
whence, on gaming the Carpenter Scholarship, he pro* 
ceeded to Oxford. There he won an open scholarship at 
Wadbam College. In 1886 ho graduated with first class 
honours in the Final Schools. Soon after taking his 
degree, he enterod the Indian Educational Service. He 
began his work in 1887 as Professor at Dacca College, 
and in 1895 was transferred to a similar position in 
the Presidency College at Caloutta. For some years he 
was Principal of the Government College, Bankipar 
(Patna), and tlien acted as an Inspector of Schools. In 
all these- positions he acquired the confidence of his 
nperiors and the respect of the students. At the time 
of his death he was the Officer in charge of the 
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Records of the Government of India. For many years 
he enjoyed excellent health/ and seemed destined to 
carry to completion a career so successfully commenced. 
At last the Anglo-Indian’s most insidious enemy, malaria, 
fastened upon him, and in spite of visits to Darjeeling 
and Ceylon, he was unable to shake it off. As a last 
resource he was sent home: but it was too late. He 
died in London on July 24th, 1904, at the early age of 
forty-one. 

Allowing for his comparatively short life, most of it 
passed under the constant pressure of arduous official 
duties, Mr. Wilson’s literary output was considerable; 
nor was it of a light or perfunctory nature, the mere 
amusement of a cultured mind’s idle hours. It involved 
laborious hunting among dusty manuscripts and singular 
perseverance in following up and unravelling the most 
unpromising clues. Wilson during his annual trips to 
Europe must have visited nearly every part of England 
In pursuit of exact biographical details about the earlier 
Anglo-Indian worthies, whose names appear in the records 
he was studying. No trouble seemed to him. too great 
to secure this object. The'result is before us, and he 
is assured of a permanent place in the small band of 
similar seekers, alongside of Talboys Wheeler, A. T. 
Pringle, J. M. Campbell, E. T. Atkinson and G. W. 
ForreBt. 

For he evidently held, as many others do, that for 
the time being the available sources for the purely 
literary treatment of history have been exhausted. 
To seoure any profitable extension of our knowledge, at 
any *ate in the Indian field, we must devote 
ourselves to the consultation of original records. 
Lake C. R. Wilson, we must strive at sifting, arrang¬ 
ing end publishing the doeuments. It is the only way 
in which we can get a little nearer to the past and 
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thus in the limited degree •which is possible, learn 
the truth about it. In Bbort, history must be first dealt 
with as a science, a record of facts, before any attempt 
can bo made to turn it into literature or a branch of 
Belief Letlree , The merits of Wilson’s work in this 
direction have been recognized by his University, which 
granted him his Doctorate in Literature, as he told me 
himself, after an examination founded on his own “ Early 
Annals of the English in Bengal.”

He also wrote an article on Bibi Juliana in the 

Indian Church Quarterly Review for October 1900, and 
contributed several articles to the Journal of the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal in Calcutta. 

In the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society fer 
January 1897, I inserted a review of the first volume 
of his “ Early Annals of the English in J3engaJ.” 

This appreciation of his book led to Mr. Wilson 
seeking me out on his next visit to England. From 
that time I received an annual visit from him and wo 
maintained a constant correspondence on the subjects 
he was interested in. In this way I came to see the 
continuation of the “Early Annals" in proof and was 
able to contribute information from native historians 
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and other sources which was not accessible to the 
author, being outside the limits of his special studies. 
The topographical notes to the “ Surraan Diary ” are 
mostly by Mr. Wilson, while the rest were directly or 
indirectly furnished to him by me. 

The volume now published, forming volume 2, Part 
II, of the “ Early Annals of the English in Bengal ” 
is devoted to the story of the Mission sent by the 
Company’s officials in Calcutta to FurrukhsTyar, the 
Great Mogul. It is compiled from the Consultations of 
the Government at Calcutta, the Diary kept and Consul¬ 
tations recorded by the Envoys, and copies of their 
letters to the three presidencies. These different series 
of documents are taken in chronological order and com¬ 
bined into one continuous narrative. In this way it 
becomes possible for the first time to follow the develop¬ 
ment of events beginning with the instruction, of July 
1715, down to the conclusion of the Mission and its 
arrival in Calcutta in December 1717. Some of the 
letters and proceedings have been printed by J. Talboys 
Wheeler in his “ Early Records of British India ” 
(Calcutta, 1878) ; but that fragmentary narrative will 
be entirely superseded by Mr. Wilson’s compilation. 
Tho main points of the story, with their appropriate 
historical background, are admirably set forth in Mr. 
Wilson's full and lucid introduction, to .which nothing 
need be added here. 

The “ Diary ” is interesting for more than one 
reason. It is an almost photographic picture of an 
Oriental court, seething as usual with intrigue and a 
mere battle ground of personal ambitions. We also 
obtain an insight into its perverse ingenuity in prevari¬ 
cation and procrastination. The record also makes us 
acquainted with a sturdy Englishman, John Suzman, 
who though young in years and untried in great affairs 
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rose nobly to bis responsibilities. We see, too, how 
difficult it is for the European and the Eastern man 
to work together on a footing of equality. Sarhad, the 
shifty Armenian, if left to himself, might have succeeded 
by his own devious ways ; on the other hand, Surman 
would certainly have done better if unhampered by 
Sarhad as a colleague. Placing the two men together 
on such a footing was a fatal mistake, and but for 
Surman’s dogged persistence, this would have entirely 
wrecked the enterprise. The much-abused WazTr, Qutq- 
ul-Mulk, Sayyid ‘Abdullah Khan, is also shown in an 
unexpectedly favourable lightfor instead of resenting 
the Envoys’ long neglect of him, he acted, when at 
length applied to, with unusual vigour, showed no sign 
of offended dignity, and above all demanded nothin* 
for himself. 

On every ground I heartily commend this book to 
the notice of all serious students of Indian history.

When one considers the antecedents of 
the great British Raj, it can easily be 
forgotten that their advent In India was 
solely for commercial purposes, with no 
thought of conquest. It still intrigues 
historians how a trading company, facing 
the rivalry of Dutch, Portuguese and French 
Companies, the vagaries of native Indian 
rulers, and the changing policies of the 
capricious Company authorities in Britain, 
laid the foundations of a great empire. 

In these Annals, documents pertaining to 
the early eighteenth century have been 
chronologically arranged to form a con¬ 
nected narrative. The compiler, an 
erudite scholar, has after arduous rese¬ 
arch presented detailed and lucid intro¬ 
ductions. Extracts from the diaries of 
the Agents vividly portray the early 
attempts of the British Company to 
establish themselves in East India, which 
met with failure time and again. While 
Volume 1 deals with the period 1704-1710, 
Volume 2 (1711-1717) has two parts; the 
first detailing the administration of 
Weltden, Russell and Hedges, while the 
second gives an elaborate account of the 
envoy sent to the Mughal emperor. 

Volume 3 covers the period 1718-1722. It 
becomes evident how the English traders 
bent only on conducting commerce under 
the protection of the Indian government 
gradually had to concede the need for 
fortified settlements. The early travails of 
the British coping with an alien land, an 
insalubrious climate, capricious and 
arbitrary changes of policy by the Court 
so many hundred miles away, and the 
intricacies of Oriental etiquette under the 
Mughal emperors, are evocatively des¬ 
cribed. 

Historians-students and scholars of 
medieval and modern Indian history will 
welcome this reprint of the early days of 
the British in East India. 





INTRODUCTION. 


CHAPTER I. 

THE ORIGIN Or THE SURMAN EMBASSY. 

The embassy conducted by John Surman to the court of the 
emperor FarruHisIyar was the most important stop taken by the 
English in Bengal from the foundation of Calcutta by Ckaraook to the 
conquest of Bengal by Clive. To appreciate it rightly, we must review 
briefly the whole course of the relations between the Mughal court and 
the English. 

When the English first came to India, the Mughal empire was at 
its best. Here was a powerful centralised monarchy, very different 
from the petty barbarous kings pf the Spice Islands over whom the 
Dutoh were accustomed to domineer. It seemed clear that the correct 
attitude to assume towards such a power must be that of peaceful 
merchants, who aimed at nothing more .than to pursue their trade in 
quietness and safety under the protection qf tho great Mughal. 
In pursuance of this polioy in January, 1616, Sir Thomas Roe waa 
commissioned by James I ‘to be ambassador to the great Mughel’ at 
the expense of the company. 1 In September, 1616, ho arrived at 
Surat, where he found the English already established in a command¬ 
ing position. The power of the Portuguese in these ports had been 
overthrown by the victories of Best in 1613 and of Downton at the 
beginning of 1616; and the trade was about to pass into the hands of 
the English, who had already been granted permission to settle at Surat 
by the Mughal governor in recognition of their superiority.* The 
object of Sir Thomas Roe’s embassy was to make good the footing thus 
obtained and to secure the Indian trade to the English company by 
treaty with the MughaL With these views, the ambassador betook

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himself to tho imperial court at Ajmer, and openudncgotiations. He 
proposed that the English should be allowed to establish factories at all 
ports of the Mughal empire, and particularly in Gujar&t, Bengal and 
Bindh; and to trade inland, freo of transit tolls, on payment of an import 
duty of 34 per oent. on goods and 2 per cent, on treasure. 1 But the 
court of Jahangir held very different viows. They knew nothing about 
treaties and ambassadors. Tho Mughal was absolute. It was his to grant 
trade privilegeii; it was his to annul them. Tho importunoo of Surat 
for the Mughal government arose from the fact that it was the port o 
departure for pilgrims to Moeoa. The Portuguese were infidel idolaters 
whose piratical Ways had greatly increased the dangers of the pilgrimage 
to the holy places. Tho English were infidels of another sort It 
appeared that thoy were at once able to keep the Portuguese in check 
and willing to trade peaceably with the empire. Their agent, a well- 
educated Well-mannered man, was soliciting for favours from the 
imperial throne. In those oiroumstances the court was naturally 
disposed to bo indulgent. Sir Thomas Roe obtained, not a treaty or 
comprehensive grant of privileges such as he proposed, but a limited 
permission for tho English to reside at Surat and trade in the country.* 
In other words, Roe completely failed in his negotiation. The few 
concessions obtained through him were insignificant in comparison with 
the time and money spent in obtaining them. The Old Company had 
learnt a lesson. Never again did it require the services of a royal 
ambassador. It was satisfied for the future to carry on its negotiations 
with Tndmn rulers for the extension of its trade through commercial 
agents. 

As time passed and the English extended their settlements along 
both the coasts of India, they learned a seoond lesson. Towards the 
end of the seventeenth century the Mughal empire began to disinte¬ 
grate. Local rulers in outlying parts of the empire found that the 
control of the oentral power was growing slacker and that they could 
do very muoh as they pleased. The more enterprising naturally began 
to plunder their neighbours, and the English found their trade Impeded 
at every turn by vexatious exactions. Bitter experience showed them 
that no engagements and no orders wore of avail against local lawless¬ 
ness. They were therefore driven to the conclusion that they must 
protect themselves. They must break with the Mughal government 
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and must seize and fortify suitable posts to be trade eenircB iu the 
different parts of India. The company, therefore, rcuounoed its former 
policy of peaceful trade, and adopted instead tho policy advocated 
by Hedges and Chamock, aud nbovo all by the brothers Child,the policy 
of fortified settlements.* 

The change, as we have scon, was announced in the year lt>8G. At 
first the now polioy seomod to meet with little success Tho English 
were forced to leave Bengal ; their factories were seized at, Surat, 
Mosulipatam and Vizagapatam; and Bombay was attacked. But in the 
end the policy took effect. Tho wealth brought into the imperial treasury 
by tho English trade was loo valuable to lose, and tbo imperial govern¬ 
ment, always anxious for tho sai'oty of the pilgrim seaway to Meccu, 
was naturally eager to conciliate a naval power like tho English and to 
secure their holp in keeping tho soa clear of pirates. Whon, therefore. 
Sir John Child solicited peace in December, 1G89, the emperor was quite 
ready to grant it, though on apparently hard terms.* Tho English, 
having made submission aud promised to pay a largo fine, wore osten¬ 
sibly permitted to resume their former status of peaceful traders aud no 
more. In reality, the English returned, not to resumo tlioir former 
status of peaceful traders, but to establish themselves,in fortified settle¬ 
ments. It was the Mughal, not Sir John Child, who had actually 
submitted. 

Tho Old Company had barely begun to enjoy the fruits of its late 
struggle when it was, as we have seou, confronted with a rival, the 
new English Company, and the recently adopted trade polioy of 
establishing fortified settlements, or cautionary towns, was opposed by an 
alternative plan for establishing diplomatic relations with the Indian 
government by means of consuls and by tho maintenance of an embassy 
at the imperial court. With theso proposals tho Old Company hod no 
sympathy. They had tried a royal embassy onco and it bad proved a 
aostly failure. They held with John Beaid that a strong fortification 
was better than an ambassador. 1 * 3 4 But the idea had become a main 
pillar in the trade policy of the New Company.’ Accordingly, the three 
Presidents sent out by tho New Company to Bengal, Madras and 
Bombay, Sir Edward Littleton, John Pitt and Sir Nicholas Wailo, were 
invested with consular powers, and William Norris M.P. for Liverpool

waa created a baronet and eont as the King's ambassador extraordinary 
to the Mughal on a salary of £2,000 a year to be paid by the New 
Company. 1 

Nothing could be more injudicious than tho selection of these new 
representatives of England, nothing could be more disastrous than the 
results of their interference in India. 1 The three consuls were dismissed 
servants of the Old Company, faithless, incompetent and violent. The 
ambassador, though honest and able, was inexperienced, profuse and 
hasty. 3 Wherever tho three consuls went they did nothing but stir up 
enmity, strife and coufusion. 4 They made tho most reckless and 
damaging accusations. Sir Nicholas Waite, even, hod the folly to write 
to the omporor accusing the Old Company’s servants, his fellow country¬ 
men, of being thieves and confederates with pirates. 5 Thus tho werst 
suspicions were aroused and the English fell everywhere into discredit. 
The wild accusations of Sir Nicholas Waite were tho immediate cause 
of tho ruin of the Old Company’s establishments in Western India 
and of tho failure of the ombassy of Sir William Norris. 

That conscientious hut misguided man, as we have seen, listening 
to tho foolish counsels of John Pitt, had at first chosen Masulipatam as 
his starting point, and landed thoro on September 25, 1G99, on the 
same day of tho same month that Sir Thomas Boo had landed in Surat, 
eighty four years before.® It was only after wasting largo sums of 
money and months of valuablo time that tho ambassador found out 
hi:< mistake. It was not till the end of 1700 that he reached Surat; 
it was not till January 20, 1701, that ho set out for tho Mughal’s camp. 
At Burli&upiir ho insulted the grand vizier of the empire, Asad Khan, 
by refusing to pay him a visit; at Fanalla, which he reached in April, 
he was received by tho wornout emperor with politeness but without 
enthusiasm. 7 His fino clothes and show of pomp, his titles of baronet 
aud king’s ambassador extraordinary made no impression”upon the 
imperial court. For them ho was merely an infidel, the waktf, or attor¬ 
ney, of a body of iufidol merchants suing for trade privileges. The 
ono point of interest to he dotormined was whether tho infidel Ew g1j»Ti

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wore, like the infidel Portuguese, no better than pirates, or whet hor they 
could be u tilis ed to police the sea and keep open the pilgrim way to 
Meooa. In an early letter to the emperor, before the arrival of the 
embassy, Sir Nicholas Waite had offered that the security of the Indian 
seas, which had hitherto been guaranteed jointly by the English, French 
and Dutoh should be entrusted to the English alone who would under¬ 
take to suppress all piraoy. . Aurangzcb remembered this rash offer and 
when the embassy arrived, made the carrying of it into effect an 
indispensable condition to tho granting of any rescripts or farmdns for 
trade. 1 Thus the whole negotiation was rendered abortive flora the 
first, for it was absolutely impossible for tho English company to give 
any such guarantee, and the burden of such an undertaking would 
have been absolutely ruinous. In vain did Norris negotiate and offer 
bribes. The imperial court know its owu mind. There were other 
European nations anxious to trade with India besides tho English. 
There was another English oompany with which tho emperor had 
long had relations. With so many competitors for imjierial favour 
the bidding ought to be good. Tbo new English company was much 
mistaken if it thought it would got its privileges for nothing. If tho 
royal ambassador would not acoept the condition of tho Beas, woll, ho 
knew the same way back to England that ho came. 

Out of patience and out of funds, Sir William Norris abruptly left 
the court in November, 1701. The rebults of his negotiations wore disas¬ 
trous. Already the English at Surat, together with Sir John Guyer, the 
president at Bombay, and his wifo, had been arrested and imprisoned, 
and their goods confiscated. Now, ten days aftor tho ambassador's 
abrupt departure, an imperial proclamation was issued ordoring tho goods 
and persons of tho English to bo everywhere seized, a blow which foil 
mainly on the New Company on the east side of India, whc.ro it had no 
fortified settlements such os Fort William or Fort St. George.* Tho 
ambassador himself waa detained by the vizier at Burh&npur for 
nearly three months. In the middlo of 1703 he set sail for England, 
baffled and discredited, with health broken. Ho died at St. Helena of 
dysentery.* 

Such being the disastrous results of the second royal embassy to 
the Mughal, there could no longer be any doubt that the Old Company

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had been right in their views as to the proper way of protecting their 
trade, and the United East India Company accepted the polioy of forti¬ 
fied settlements as the approved and established polioy tp be followed 
by the English in India. But fortified settlments cost money to keep 
up and must be supported by revenues. Consequently, the English had 
no sooner got their fortified settlements in Madras, Bengal, and Bombay 
than they began to consider whether they oould not add to them a 
certain amount of the ndjaoent territory from whioh they might draw 
sufficient revenues for the upkeep of their fortresses. To do this they 
must noeds approach the Mughal, for tho land of India was his alone, 
and it was his to make grants of territory great or small. 

Tho idea of sending an embassy to the Mughal oourt to seoure 
such territorial concessions to the company first occurred to Governor 
Pitt. 1 In tho year 1708, the emperor Shall ‘Alam in the course of his 
quarrel with his brother Kam Bakhsh was drawn into Southern India 
and was thus brought comparatively near to Madras. It happened too 
that Govt raor Pitt was on very friendly terms witfi Ziku-d-din Khan, 
the iliicdtt of tho country of Chinapat&m. a nobleman of consideration 
and influence at court, whoso undo had been vizier and his father- 
in-law governor of Kashmir, and who himself had t boon promoted 
by ‘Alatnglr and appointed dt puty steward of the imperial household. 1 
Tho moment, thoroforo, soomed opportune for sending an embassy. In 
1708, letters on tho subject passed belwocn Pitt and Ziau-d-din in which 
tho wishes of tho English wero explained and their claims urged. 
During the first half of tho yoar 1700 a sumptuous present was got 
ready, part of whioh was aotually sent by sea to Masulipatam, intended 
for tho King at Golconda. But aftor tho defeat of Kam Bakhsh 
tho king withdrew from the south, and in Septomher Pitt was deprived 
of his offioo. Consequently the whole scliome dropped for the time,’ 
and the present which Governor Pitt had got together was transferred 
to Calcutta. 1

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CHAPTER II. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE EMBASSY. 

In 1710, Zi&u-d-din Khftn was Font io Bengal ns governor of llugli 
and admiral in the Bay, and negotiations for sin.ding an embassy to 
the emperor wore revived. At the request of tho English Company 
Zi&u-d-din KhSn wrote to Prince ‘Agimu-sh-sh&n, tho nominal governor 
at Bengal, then with the emperor, ashing him to procure from his father 
a farmdn for the British trade and intimating that the English had got 
ready a prosent winch they desired to forward to tho imperial court. 
In May, 1711, tho English preaid nt, John Rush'll, ninl three members 
of his council woro summoned to llugli to hear the prince’s answer. 
The prince was an old friond of the E> glit-h and appeared ready enough 
to proouro the ftirmdn , hut ho wanted details, llow was tlio furnnin to 
be worded, and what was the valuo of tho gifts they offend in return? 
To serve their present need the prince was sending Iris w'jc/ccIh, or grant, 
to trade according to their formei liberties, and Zihu-d-din Khan wished 
to know how much they would give him for getting it. The English 
astutely replied that tlioy wouhl to better able to judge of the worth 
of the tiifhdn when thoy had pet used it. Neither wore they prepared 
to reply definitely os to tho provisions of the fnrmnu till they heard 
from Surat and Fort St. Gcorgo. 1 Meanwhile, in August, they wrote 
again to tho princo reminding him of their expeeintic im of obtaining 
a fnrmdn through his favour ami promising to send to the court their 
‘small and inconsiderable present,.’ But unt il they could made so 
happy as to lay it at his foot, they nuked for a-t injunction on the 
divan to nbstnin from molesting their trade. 1 In Ontohor, however, 
Zihu-d-din KhSu having been removed from the government of llugli, 
they thought it best to come to teims with the iliirnu (Mursliid Quit 
Khan). 8 Towards the end of tho year instructions were received from 
Madras explaining the requirements cf (hut pro.-idc ney

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At the beginning of the year 1712, the present, which had been 
carefully revised, was lying, packed in boats, ready to go up the river, 
and the council was considering whom to send with it as ambassadors, 
when the news came that the emperor had died at Lahor. 1 The usual 
dynast io disputes followed. For a time the eldest son Jah&nd&r held 
the imperial power, and in July the English ventured to send him a 
letter explaining their intention of sending a present to Delhi and 
obtaining on imperial farm&n. But, by the end of the year Jahftnd&r’s 
course was run, and with tli6 aid of the Sayyad brothers 4 Abdu-Uab and 
biusain ‘All, his nephew Farrukhsiyar had seated himself on the 
peacock throne. Again the time seemed opportune for approaching the 
Mughal. Jal ftndfir had favoured the Dutch, whose embassy under 
Kottler, originally rent to Sli&h ‘Alam, had, during his successor’s 
Bhort reign, obtained important concessions.* But Farrukhsiyar. lik*' 
his father ‘Azimu-sli-slian, was tho traditional friend of the English 
in 1’oh gal, who had eent him toys and presents as a boy, who hail 
secured from his father the grant of tho three villages of Sut&nuti, 
Calcut ta and Govindpur, and who now hoped to Becure from the son 
still larger concessions of territory and trade privileges. Accordingly, 
in March, 1713, the president and council at Calcutta wrote to the 
emperor, explaining that lhe present and the embassy wero now ready 
to set out, and asking that orders should bo eent to the local governors 
to convey them through tho toxtent of their governments. They also 
referred to tho obstructive action of the third», Murshid Quit Kh&n, 
nud asked for au imperial order ad interim to permit their business 
to go on as i'ormorly. 3 

Tho English, however, did not at this time rely wholly on the 
reasonableness of their representations and the intercession of Zi&u-d- 
tlin Kh an. They attempted to improve upon Governor Pitt’s diplo¬ 
matic methods. The Dutch, so it was said, had obtained their recent 
concessions fryrn Jahaudar mainly through the instrumentality of cer¬ 
tain Armoxriuus at Delhi, and tho English were resolved to do the same. 
They therefore allowed tho great Armenian merchant at Calcutta, 
Khwajah Barhfid, to enter into private negotiations with the court 
through padre Daniel ami various othorB of his follow countrymen 
in Delhi, lu so doing tho English were ill-advised. Padre Daniel and 
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IX 


Vis friends knew muoh better how to extr&ot money from their credu¬ 
lous employers than how to win conoessions from the Mughal govern¬ 
ment. They had no reputation and no influonce. Their only skill 
was simple lying. Yet at first they seemed to succeed. Through 
their agency, let tors were sent to the principal court officials, informing 
them that the English merchants had a present for his Majesty ready 
in Bengal, but were hesitating about sending it, as they were under 
serious apprehensions that they might fail in their suit to the imperial 
throne and their business might miscarry. They wished to havo some 
security before thoy parted with their present, and requested an order 
for freedom of trade in Bengal. It was further reproseutod that the 
Armenian merchant Khwftjnh Sarh&d had the eutiro management of 
the present and oould practically dispose of it as ho pleased. lie 
engaged to forward the present immediately and como with it himself 
if the order for fseedom of tr&do were only granted. 1 These represent¬ 
ations were crowned with an iramediato and probably unexpected 
success. The mention of presents consisting of doth, silks and 
brocades, fire-arms, spirits and perfumes, glassware, clockwork and other 
toys, appears to have aroused the curiosity of tho imperial oourl, for 
in such matters Farrukhsiyar was little bettor than a child, and it. 
appears to have been thought quite worth while to gratify the English 
at Calcutta with an order for freedom of trade, if only this wonderful 
present could he brought to Delhi. 

Accordingly, in October, 1713, orders were reoeived in Caloutta 
under the seal of Taqarrub Kh&o, the lord steward, directed to the 
governors of Bengal, Patna, Allah4hftd and Akbar&b&d ordering them 
to guard tho present through their Bovoral governments till its arrival 
with the English embassy at court.* In January, 1714, a further 
order arrived from Delhi, forbidding Murshid Quli Khtn to interfere 
with the English trade which was to pass with the same custom and 
privilege as iu former days.* On the receipt of this last order, the 
council thought it politio to make great publio rejoicings in Caloutta, 
and they now at length turned their serious attention to the 
of the long deferred embassy with their present to the Mughal. 

On January 5, 1714, the council entered upon an anxious debate as 
to which of the Company’s servants should be selected for sending to 
Delhi. A minority maintained that it would be disreapootful to the 
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great Mughal if the head of the embassy were uot a civil servant of 
high standing and a member of the council; but the majority, probably 
quite rightly, maintained that these distinctions of rank were nothing 
to the Mughal, who would regard even a peer of the greatest monarchy 
in Europe as infinitely beneath him, and, consequently, that it would 
suffice to leave the conduct of the embassy to a judior civil servant 
provided he was able and well qualified. 1 A second point of difficulty 
arose from the fact that none of the Company’s servants appear to 
have had a sufficient mastery of the Persian language to conduct the 
negotiation unaided. Had the embassy been despatched from Madras, 
it had been intended to Bupply this defect by employing the great 
Italian traveller Manuoci 1 But Manucoi was now too old*, and 
it was hopeless to think of finding in Culcutta any European 
of similar abilities and qualifications. The only suitable person for 
the business was the Armenian merchant Khw&jah Israel Sarh&d, 
the nephew of the celebrated Khw&iah Fanus Kal&ntar. Kh waiah 
Sarh&d had been for many years well acquainted with the English 
and their affairs. 4 He had been to England at one time with his 
uncle, and must have known something of tho English' language, though 
he was not able to read or write it.* He had been resident in Calcutta 
probably from its foundation. In 1697-8 he had taken a prominent 
part in the negotiations with Prince ‘Aflimu-sh-ah&n which had resulted 
in the acquisition of the three villages of Calcutta, Sutinuti, and Govind- 
pur. At the same time he had become personally known to Farrukhsiyar, 
then a handsome boy of fourteen, fond of all kinds of games and physios! 
exercises, and had made him presents of guns and toys.* The English 
were ready to believe that Kh w&iah Sarhad was still a persona grata to 
the emperor, and that it was at any rate partly for old acquaintance sake 
that he had already granted so favourable a reoeption to the representa¬ 
tions made by Sarh&d on- behalf of the English. It is not surprising 
then that Khw aiah Sarhld was given a place in the embassy; the 
appointment in fact must, have seemed inevitable. Nevertheless, although 
the English were not at this time aware of the disreputable character 
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of Barbid’s agents at Delhi and the dishonourable) nature of their 
methods of negotiation, yet they seem to have had no high opinion of 
Sarhid’s privato character and to have distrusted him from the first. 
It was agreed that ho would requiro careful watching and that the 
English members of the mission would have to keep one eye on the 
Mughal and the other on tho Armenian.' 

Tho terms agreed upon with Sarhftd, under whioh he received his 
appointment to tho embassy, arc rocordod in tho consultation of January 
'■27. First, if all tho privileges tho Company liavo at any timo hereto¬ 
fore enjoyed in the Mughal’s dominions ho confirmed in the now /annan, 
and if ho gets our bounds onlargod as far as wo desire, that is, north¬ 
ward to near Barnagar, eastward to tho lake, and southward to 
Kidderpur, and that tho 6horo on tlio sido of the river opposito to this 
place ho also gnmtod to us, also if ho eudoavour eornostly to got tho 
graut of Divi Island near Mnsulipatam which tho president and 
council at Madras desire may ho obtained for that presidency, his 
reward is then to bo fifty thousand rupoes; but ho is to have nothing 
if he fails in these points. Secondly, if ho procuros tho privilege for 
our nation to trade custom free at Surat, which Im will attempt, ho is to 
have fifty thousand rupees more for that eoivico; but, if he fails 
ho is not fo havo the reward. Ho is nevertheless to endeavour to get 
the custom wo pay at that port r«uuocd to 2J per cent. 2 

Tho Company's servants first nominated to tho omhassy wero John 
Hurman, chief, John Pratt,- second, Edward Stephenson, third. 2 But, 
on January 27, the order was revised. Khwftjali Sarhftd was appointed 
second, John Pratt third, Bnd Edward Stephenson secretary and 
nocountant. 4 Finally, on March 4, as Pratt desired to bo excusod from 
proceeding to Delhi, Edward Stephenson was once moro mado third 
and Hugh Barker secretary in tho negotiation at tho Mughal’s court. 2 

The members of the embassy, as thus finally constituted, presented 
some sharp contrasts of character. The selection of tho chief scorns to 
have been in every way happy. John Surman, if wo may judgo from 
tho scanty notices wo havo left of him, was one of those mou, n<mo too 
oommon in the servico of the Company at this timo, who, like CJinrnook, 
preferred publio interests to privato, who wero moro intent on tho 
establishment of the English trade and tho English position in India 
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than the building up of their own fortune*, a wmn of great ability and 

8*®** integrity, of etrong passions and a strong will, a ■«*«, as the 
Indian s say, of great heart. 1 Of middle olaas origin, bom probably 
in London, the son of John Surman, ooaohmaker, and his wife Susanna, 
John Surman was elected a writer on Deoember 20,1706.* The u*»«l 
age for candidates for the writership was 17 years, and we Bhall not err 
greatly if we assume this to hare been Surman’B age at the time. On 
December 23, the court aooepted as his securities Henry Watts, citizen 
and innholder, and John Surman, citizen and ooaohbuilder, the young 
man's presumptive father. At the Bame time the newly elected writer 
was ordered to take passage on the DutcJuu for the Bay of Bengal.* The 
Duteheu sailed on February 20, 1707, 4 and John Surman arrived 
writer in Bengal on August 19, 1707.® On January 30, 1710, he was 
sent to Patna,* and on April 19, 1712, though not out of his writership, 
was taken into the council at Patna as being 4 very sufficiently quali¬ 
fied to give his advice and every way fit to assist in these troublesome 
times.’ 7 How qualified to advise, how fit to take charge of the 
highest interests of the Company, the history of the embassy will the 
more dearly show. 

The third in the negotiation, Edward Stephenson, was a character 
oast in a more ordinary mould. Honest and capable, no doubt, he 
was without that oonspicuoua ability and zeal for the public servioe 
which distinguish John Surman. He was content to do his duty and 
get rich quietly. Consequently he suooeeded in satisfying his masters* 
retiring with a fortune to die many yean afterwards in England at 
the age of 72, well off and highly respeoted.* Edward Stephenson was 
bom in Cumberland in 1691, his baptism being recorded in the parish 
register of Crosthwaite on the 8th October of that year. His father 
waa Edward Stephenson of Keswick. Through his mother Rebeooa, he 
was connected with the Winders of Lorton and of the City of London. 
On November 3, 1708, the court of directors read a petition from 
Edward Stophenson, then seventeen years old, * praying to be enter- 
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tained a writer in the Bay or elsewhere,’ and ordered the committee 
el accounts to examine the petitioner’s qualifications.' On November 
24, Edward Stephenson was elected a writer in the Company’s 
service. 1 On December 17 following Hr. Samuel and Mr. Jonathan 
Winder were accepted as his securities.* He arrived writer in Bengal 
on February 2, 1710. 4 In the seventy-fifth paragraph of the general 
letter from Bengal to the court of directors Edward Stephenson was 
specially oommended.* On this aooount he was advanced a year in 
service by the court and made a factor from February 2, 1714.* In 
the omba>sy he adequately supported his ohief, but it is not likely that 
ho could have ever replaoed him. 

The secretary, Hugh Barker, was in many ways the antithesis of 
John Surman. Well-connected and possessing in oonsequonoe some 
influence with the court of directors, ho appears to have been an 
unprofitable servant of the Company, neglectful of its interests, using 
whatever abilities and opportunities he had solely for his own advant¬ 
age. The court books show that Hugh Barker first petitioned to onter 
the Company’s service on December 8, 1710. T Ho was elected writer 
on December 1 < r >,» and on Decembor 22, Bichard Barker of Great 
Horwood and Arthur Crabb of Alisbury were accepted as his securities.* 
He took his passage on the Attrrmjitbc 10 and arrived writer in Bengal 
on August 17, 171i. u During the negotiation, he seems to havo dis¬ 
charged his duties satisfactorily under the supervision of Surman and 
Stephenson. It was subsequently, at Patna, that the defects in his 
moral character showed themselves, and the council was constrained to 
dismiss him from the service. Restored again through his inflnonoe 
with the directors, he returned to Bengal to pursue his evil ways 
as before, and * met with a wretched eud.’ 1 * 
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One more appointment to the embassy remains to be noticed, 
tho doctor, William Hamilton. Of bis early history I have already 
written st length,* tracing his descent from the Hamiltons of Dal- 
sell, and suggesting that he originally took service in 1709 on the 
Sherborne bound for India in the hopes of speedily making a fortune 
and returning to marry his oousin Anna. Of considerable ability, but 
wanting in decision and hopefulness, William Hamilton had well 
nigh brought his life to utter ruin when he deserted his ship at 
Cuddaloro in May, 1711. His appointment to the embassy gave him 
an opportunity of retrieving his past, and ho availed himself of it 
nobly. 

During tho flrat months of the year 1714, notes of preparation for 
Delhi are found in the Consultations book. Payments are recorded to 
John Burnell* for having ‘with great care and ingenuity perfected 
a map of the world in two rounds six foot two inohos diameter curiously 
embellished with gold and silver,’ also to Mirz& Ibr&hun* for writing 
tho titlo and names of placos in Persian. The clocks belonging to the 
present were so numerous that it was found necessary to send a dock- 
maker with them to tho court 4 to take caro of them and repair any 
damage that might happen in the way. Various additions wore als o 
thought of; at one timo more silks and cloth, arms, clocks and toys ; 5 
at another time two japannod ooppor fountains and a double-barrelled 
gun ;• and finally fifty more chests of Shirftz wine. 7 Allowances wore 
mode to Stephenson and Hamilton* to provide themselves with 
ueuessarios, and Its. 5,000 woro advanced to provide carpets, quilts 
and kitchen neooBsaries which could not be got at Patna or elsewhere. 9 
The garrison was inoroased by fifty men so as to allow of a suitable 
escort of 300 men being sent with tho boats. 1 " On April 19, tho 
soldiers were marohed on board and tho boats started on their way. 11 
In May, tho two royal macebearors arrived at Hugli with a gold dross 
of honour for the president and a silver one for Kbwajah SarhRd, 
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which were received in Calcutta on June l with u great public 
display and marks of rejoioing. 1 

The ambassadors received full instructions from Madras and Bombay 
as well as from Calcutta.* They took with thorn not os of the proceed¬ 
ings of Sir William Norris, and of the Dutch embassy to Slifth ‘Alain 
aud Jah&nd&r under Kottler. They took with thorn tho originals of 
the most important grants mado to tho English in Bengal. The final 
lotter of instruction, datod May 13, 1714, is dour and full, giving us 
even a list of tho servants allowed with their wages, including a 
trumpeter and six soldiers in decent habits to attend Ur. Surmnn. The 
different books to be kept by tho embassy and its procedure wore 
carefully specified. In caso of Surman’s death, it was ordered tlmt 
Stephenson should succeed as chief. Four sets of goods separately 
listed wero sent with tho embassy. First, thero wore tho goods and 
raritios comprised in the king's presont valued at Its. 1,02,472-11-4. 
Other goods valued at Its. 1,08,2 18-11-3 wero intended principally fur 
presents to the court uoblos, but eoula bo used to supplement tin* 
imperial present, if necessary. Amongst theso goods was included a 
stock of wine and other liquors. A third set of goods, valuid at 
Us. 29,958-4-0, consisted of cloth and other articlns needed for tho 
personal service of tho embassy. Lastly tho embassy took with it 
forty-seven halos of Bougal pieco goods to soil on account of tho 
merchants, Surraan receiving 2 per cent., Sn.rliid 2 per cent., aud 
Stephonson 1 per cent, of the proccods. Tho embassy had been strictly 
forbidden to take merchants’ goods from l'atna to Delhi. Tho depar¬ 
ture from tho rulo in tho coao of Calcutta was justified on tho ploa that 
it would save tho exchange, as the monoy realised by tho sale of the 
goods oould be usod to pay the ourront expenses of tho oinbassy, while 
the merchants could be repaid in Calcutta. 
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CHAPTER III. 


THE COURT OF FARRUKH31YAR. 

Before following the ambassadors to Patna and thenoe to Delhi, 
it will be convenient to take a brief survey of the condition of affaire 
at the Mughal court. As we have seen, Fai rukhsiyar 1 had been 
raised to the throne through no merits of his. He owed his sudden 
elevation to the intercession of his mother, and to the attachment 
of the Sayyad brothers to his father’s memory. Physically strong 
and handsome, he was intellectually weak and morally depraved. 
Accordingly, all his most noticeable characteristics axe connected .with 
his excellence of body.* IIo was naturally fond of wrestling, archery, 
hunting, horsemanship, polo-playing, and other soldierly exercises. 
He had an extraordinary fondness for horses. Several thousands of 
them, we are told, stood in his private stables, and a select number were 
tethered under the balcony of l»ia sleeping room. Hooould oall every 
horse and its syoo by name, and notioed at once any change in a 
horse’s oonditi"" He was also fond of fine clothes, and liked to dress 
in gold embroidered raiment edged with gold lace.’ Generally he 
was profuse and liberal in his living and expenditure. Such qualities 
recommended him at all times to the favour of the lower classes, and 
they would make him as a prince popular with his immediate com¬ 
panions. The English, wo may be sure, were taken with his good 
looks "-nd fondness for manly exercises. But suoh qualities were not 
sufficient for the master of a great empire. A-s a ruler Farrukhsiyar 
displayed nothing but weakness. Feeble in intellect, cowardly, 
false, and faithless, no one oould either fear him or like him. On 
beooming emperor, there were two courses of action open to him with 
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Ntotnm to ttko Bayyad brothers, Abdullah Kk&n and Quain *Ali. 
Following the dictate* of gratitude and prudence, ho might hare loft 
these powerful miniatcn to pursue their own waj, oontenting himself 
with the outward show and the name of emperor. But, aoooxding to 
the oustoms of his day and oountry, Farrul&slyar would bare com¬ 
mitted no exceptional crime, and would have displayed no extraor¬ 
dinary in g ratitude, if he had turned upon the two Sayyad brothers as 
soon as he became king, and dismissed them, or even put them to 
death.* So had the great Akbar done; and so would Farrukhsiyar 
have done, had he been strong enough to follow the advioe of the 
favourites who surrounded him, of whom the principal were Kh &n 
Daur&n, Mir Jumlah, and Taqarrub Kh&n. 

Khw&iah 8am?6mu-d-daulah, Kb&n Daur&n, Bahadur, 

Monjur Jang, was the son of Khwajah Qiisim of Agra, his ancestors 
having emigrated from Badakhshin. lie began life as a trooper in the 
regiment oommanded by ‘Afimu-sh-ah&n, but when the prinoe went up 
to the court, Kh wajah A'fim had remained in Bengal with Farrukhsiyar 
over whom he gained great influence. Ue was tho companion of the 
young prinoe’s amusements, wrestling, archery and the like. In the 
end he proved to be the evil genius of Farrukhsiyar and of Muham¬ 
mad after him. The other two favourites were men of much 
less importance. ‘Ubaidullah, Mir Jumlah, a native of Samarkand, 
bom about 1670-71 had come to India in the reign of Aurapgzcb. 
He was appointed qizi, first at Dacca, and afterwards at Patna; and, 
while in Bengal, suooeeded in ingratiating himself with ‘A«imti-sh- 
ahin, and afterwards with Farrukhsiyar, who made him ddroghah of the 
bfcatcit, or pages. Mir Muhammad Ja‘far of Shirks, entitled Taqar¬ 
rub Ip'S" was steward to Farrukhsiyar while a prince in Bengal and 
had shown himself friendly to the English. When Farrukhsiyar 
became emperor, Mu jammed Ja‘far naturally becaoio lord steward.* 

Naturally, too, when Farrukhsiyar became emperor, the small 
group of men, who had known him from childhood, and who were 
on intimate terms with him, were anxious to get their full share of the 
loaves and fishes of office, and were aggrieved at seeing some of the 
most considerable appropriated by the Sayyads and their partisans. 
Afraid to take any open step, they gathered round Farrukhsiyar in 
»e«K«t and filled his ears with complaints and suspicions. 
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The result was that the emperor's relations with his two great sup¬ 
porters and most powerful ministers were from the first hopelessly pre¬ 
judiced. Even before he arrived at Delhi, Fanukhsfyar had begun to 
look with suspicion on the Sayyads. He had no sooner agreed to the 
appointment of 'Abdullah as wattr than he began to repent of it. 
Husain ‘All warned his brother that he judged from Farrukhslyar’s 
talk that, he was a man who paid no regard to the claims of services 
rendered, a man void of faith, a breaker of bis word and altogether 
without shame 1 . This singularly clear-sighted estimate of character 
was almost immediately confirmed by an open difference of opinion 
between the king and the icatbr. The king wished to make Chhabllah 
R&m dixodn of the k^dli^ah, and Afral Kh&o. f adru-s-sudar. But the 
tratir had already assigned theso posts to Lrulfullah Kha n and Amjad 
Kh&o. and fell into a violent passion at the idea of setting aside 
these appointments. A compromise was agreed upon allowing 
liujjfalltth to be due&n, while Af?al Kh&n was mode 
but the ill foeling between the omperor and the Sayyad brothers 
remained 1 . 

Early in Farrukhsiyar’s reign it was found necessary to proceed 
against the r&jah of Jodhpur, Ajit Singh, who had taken ad¬ 
vantage of the late confusion to eject the imperial officers from hiB 
capital and prohibit tho oall to prayer. At first it was intended that 
the emperor should command in person. But he was not ap¬ 
parently in good health. Consequently the command was given to 
Husain ‘Ali, Kh&n Dauran being appointed to act as the deputy of 
Husain ‘All at court and second bakhafti 3 . Husain ‘Ali left Delhi in 
Deoember, 1713, and vigorously attacked tho r&jah’s forces during the 
first months of 1714*. At last Ajlt Singh was constrained to oome 
to terms; and agreed to give one of his daughters in marriage to 
the omporor, and to allow his son to aooompony Husain ‘All to the 
court promising to attend himself also when summoned*. 

Meanwhile ‘Abdullah, the wealr, immersed in pleasure at Delhi, 
left all busiuess matters to his deputy Ratn Chand ; and the emperor 
renewed his plots to destroy the two Sayyads. For the moment all 
real power passed into the hands of the favourite Mir Jumlah, but in 
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Jiily, at the request of his brother, Husain 'All returned to Delhi, 
and the emperor’s plots all oame to nothing. 1 Towards the end of 
the year 1714 a pretended reconciliation was cffeotod between the 
emperor and the two Sayyads*. In December, Mir Jumlah 
was sent away to be governor of Bih&r 5 . Husain ‘All also 
took leave on his appointment as governor of the Doocan, but 
he does not appear to have actually started till the end of March, 1716. 
He left, threatening to return in twenty days if his brother were 
annoyed or Mir Jumlah recalled 4 . Her had hardly departed when 
D&iid Kh&n was appointed to Burh&npur, ono of the Deooan govern¬ 
ments, with secret instructions from the oourt to resist Husain ‘Alt 
and kill him if possible*. 

Such were Farrukhsivar’s devices to get rid of his too powerful 
minister Husain ‘All. Against his trasir, ‘Abdullah, he continued to 
devise abortive plots, and to solicit support from any noble or official 
whom ho supposed likely to help him. His favourite devioe, however, 
was to assemble suddenly a band of followers and with thorn to rove 
about in the neighbourhood of the oapital, ostensibly for the purpose 
of hunting, but really, it would seem, in the hope of somehow sur¬ 
prising the wanlr and seising his person. But the irealr, though 
lethargio and oarelees, was not altogether so neglectful of what was 
passing as to be taken unawares by Farrukhsiyar. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

PROCEEDINGS AT PATNA. 

The Surman diary opens on August 15, 1714, at Patna, when the 
English embassy were waiting for the arrival of the promised ejoort 
from the king to go with them to Delhi. The present was by this time 
gathered together, filling every available corner of the Patna factory 
besides "several small houses hired to receive it. On September 1, 
Sunnan, Stephenson, Barker, and Hamilton, with all their belongings, 
removed to a separate residence of their own, where they not only 
enjoyed greater dignity and freedom of action, but were also better able 
to take stook of their extensive collections. 1 Towards the middle of 
October they were joined by Khw&jah Sarhftd. 2 Very little web left to 
complete the present. A few alterations in the shape of the flint-ware, 
a few out-glass bottles and oases, a few silver pots and pans, candlesticks 
and maces,' and there it stood ready for transport, cloths and silkstufts, 
spirits and perfumes, orockery and cutlery, fire-arms and cannons, sixty 
tons of delights for the Mughal and his oourt. 4 

The modem traveller from Patna to Delhi makes the journey 
with perfect ease in less than twenty-four hours, and, even if he should 
wish to bring with him a ship-load of luggage, the time of transport 
would hardly exoeed a week. The embassy to Farrukhslvar with a far 
smaller burden oould not reach the oapital in less than' ten months. 
Of these it took three to drag its slow length along the imperial road ; 
the other seven were spent in preparations to start, preparations 
required for safety no less than honour. 

The ambassadors thought it necessary to wear the finest clothes pro¬ 
curable and to provide themselves with silver plated palanquins.' Their 
servants were deoked with handsome liveries, and many of their retinue 
were carried in litten. Before Mr. John Surman, as ohief of the 
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embassy, were borne two flags displaying the Union Jaok, and the same 
honour was allowed to Khwajab Sarhad as principal agent and inter¬ 
preter. 1 Two sets of tents were bought, one for present use, and one 
for sending on a stage in advance to be ready for tho next day.* No 
less than a hundred and sixty bullock-wagons, each croaking beneath 
a load of more than half a ton, were required for the whole stock of 
their goods,* which, in addition to the king's present, inoluded a large 
consignment of private merchandise. 4 For their other transport there 
were fifteen camels, ten carts, and twenty-two oxen to tug the guns.* 
A. still larger retinue of servants followed tho embassy, including a 
trumpeter and six soldiers, a clockmaker, four smiths, ten carpenters, 
thirty spadesmen and twelve hundred porters, besides wagoners and 
drivers.* 

The safeguarding of so rich a oonvoy could not but be a matter of 
the greatest anxiety to Surman and his colleagues. Owing to the 
dissolution of the Mughal rule, and the consequent oarelessness or 
weakness of every one in authority, bands of armed robbers infested 
every road and every province of tho empire. The Ujainis, who 
harboured, in the hills to the south of Gaya, were the dread of travellers 
from Patna to Benares. 7 Mewattis lurked in the ravines on the road 
between M usknagar and Agra; • and rebellious J&ta plundered pilgrims 
on tbeir way to Mathura, seizing and holding townships dose to the 
imperial capital itself.* 

I* in inducing the Mughal court to provide for the safe 
conduct of the present that the English achieved their first diplomatic 
■accesses. Already, as we have seen, in October, 1713, orders on the 
•abject had been received in Caloutta from Delhi, requiring all the local 
governors to guard the treasure (through their several governments. 1 * 
The orders reoeived in Patna a year later went a good deal further. 
As early as September it was reported that the king had d°oided 
to send an esoort for the present. In October definite information 
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reached Patna that Liu majesty had commanded a chela of the court 
with a maoe-bearer to go with the ambassadors, and had sent instruc¬ 
tions to the governors and ditaAnn of every province on the road to 
defray their travelling expenses. 1 At the end of the month the chela 
and two mace-bearers arrived at Patna with the emperor’s orders.* 

The concession of the travelling expenses of the embassy was said 
to be due to the influence of the grandees at court who were friends of 
Khw ftiah Sarhsd. But, according to Surman and Stephenson, Khw&jah 
Sarhfid had no friendship, and at this time hardly any acquaintance, 
with any of the court grandees. His only connections were with padre 
Daniel and a few other disreputable Armenians.* These men, acting 
presumably on tho instructions of Sarh&d, and fortified by promises 
of largo sums of English money, began to make a great noise in tho 
city during the last months of the year 1713. Padre Daniel did not 
scruple to deolaro that the English present was worth fifteen or even 
thirty lacs of rupees. 4 At the end of the year, when Husain ‘All left 
Delhi to go against Ajlt Singh and tho court favourites made their 
effort to seize oommand of the government, Kh&n Daurfin thought he 
would do something to please the king and Bhow his ability. It occurred 
to him that it would be a good thing if he could ge£ the credit of 
introducing an embassy with so rich a present to Delhi. He therefore 
enquired of the Armenians, through his follower Sayyad §al&bat Kh&n. 
whether the present was really of such great value. A written declara¬ 
tion was handed in to the lord steward’s office that the present amounted 
in value to fifteen lacs of rupees, and a large bribe was given to old 
Qalabat Kh&n. In this way Kh &n Danrtn was oonvinced that the pre¬ 
sent was really a matter of great importance and induced the emperor to 
grant the payment of tho travelling expenses of tho embassy*- 

It is clear that wholesale lying of this description, though it might 
secure temporary advantages to the English embassy, would in the end 
bring it into oomplote discredit; and, even as it was, the advantages 
secured were not so groat as they seemed. On October 29, when the 
chela actually reached Patna bringing the royal orders to the governor, 
the rfiicdn, and the bvyulit , the first two officials were absent from the 
oity* and the third began to raise objections. The list of wagons and 
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porters presented to him for sauotion was ^ettped with the sign mark 
of John Barman, whereas the king’s order referred to Khwliah 
Sarh&d. 1 When this difficulty was removed, alterations were proposed 
in the number and aiso of the wagons asked for. 1 A few days later, the 
dito&n in his interview with Sarh&d demanded a detailed ocoount of the 
goods to be carried, and objected to providing wagons or porters for 
any merchandise which did not form part of the present 1 . At first 
Sarh&d consented to strike off' sixty wagons and three hundred porters 
from the list 4 , but on reflection he decided that it would bo better to 
ask the king’s offioers to provide for the whole of the transport. 1 
Meanwhile the ifnein and tho buyutdt wore disputing as to who should 
pay the bill and at the same time objecting that tho embassy * was in 
uo readiness to proceed’. 6 Upon this thoy were told that tho embassy 
would certainly start on January 11, 1715, and, accordingly, on that 
day Surman and his followers left the city and went to their touts 
under an escort of two hundred horsemen 7 . But* they were not yet 
to proceed. ' Tho nabob Qhairat Kh&n, being a B&rhah 8ayyad, nearly 
related to the tmsir, was not likely to forward any business set on foot 
by Kh&n Daur&n, or supposed to redound to that noble's credit at 
Court. He therefore now raised objections, urging that as ho himself 
was about to leave the government of Bih&r, having been replaced by 
Mir Jumlah, he oould not lake the responsibility of allowing either the 
imperial treasure or the embassy to proceed to Delhi. 1 After six -weeks 
of disputes, he consented to pass orders for its dispatch. 9 Two months’ 
pay was given for the porters, and an escort of t wo hundred hone pro¬ 
mised, which eventually dwindled down to fifty horse and fifty foot. 10 

The English, impatient at these numerous delays, were content to 
go on any terms. For the first part of the way thoy felt tolerably 
safe. A judicious letter and presents of cloth, fire-arms, and other 
useful articles of western manufacture had been sent to Sidisht 
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N&r&ymo, the nhwohief tti the Ujainiyah clan, who, with 14,000 hono 
ai>d«0,000 loot, held oommand of all the way to Sassaran, and he had 
in roicurn assured both the nabob and the English that he would not 
touoh the king’s present. 1 It seemed needless to wait for any further 
escort or any more money from the nabob. The English therefore 
gave advances to their retinue and on Maroh 3 arrived at Naubatpur, 
a closely built town some fifteen miles to the south-west of Patna. 

But here fresh ciroumstances arose to oauae delay. Already, on 
more than one ocoasion, Khwftjah Sarh&d had exhibited a disposition 
to assert his authority over the whole oourse of the negotiations. He 
now refused to leave Patna and join his oolleagues, professing to be 
still negotiating for an eBoort, as he was afraid of the bandits on the 
road, and to be still in expectation of obtaining further advances from 
the king’s offioers. The English attributed all this to sheer perversity 
and entered a protest against their colleague for his delays. 3 But in 
the expectation of farther advances time proved Sarh&d to be right, and 
the English might have inferred as much from the obvious embarrans- 
ment whioh Sarh&d’s persistency caused the nabob, who thought that, 
be had got rid of the embassy oheaply and was consequently extremely 
angry at finding them still on his hands. The deputy of the buyutdt 
was ordered to go out in haste and speed the parting merchants. 
Sarh&d instigated the king’s chela and the two mace-bearers to stop 
him, but he escaped them and arrived at Naubatpur on Maroh 22. 
Close at bis heels oame Khwftjah Sarhud.* 

At the consultation hold next day, Maroh 23, Sarh&d produced a 
letter from padro Daniel at Delhi, which might well have given rise to 
misgivings in the minds of the ambassadors. 3 The English, though as 
yet they knew it not, had been misdireoted from the first by their 
Armenian agents and had begun their negotiations at Delhi upon alto¬ 
gether wrong lines. Like Jugurtha at Borne, they thought that at 
Delhi everything was for Bale. But the high officers of the Mughal 
government, though not averse to receiving presents, as the custom was, 
were not easily to be bribed into disregarding the interests of the state. 
The Mughal government itself, too, was complicated, and, after its kind 
highly developed. It was Bplit up into numerous departments each 
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having it* own sphere, guided by rulings and precedents, and by state 
and political doctrines of its own. The great offices of the 
government were at this time held by the Sayyad brothers, ‘Abdullah 
Kh&n, Qutbu-l-Mulk, the tratir, and Husain ‘All, Amlru-l-umart, the 
^hief bakhsM. These men and their followers were the real substantial 
rulers of India; beside them Farrukhslyar, and his favourites, Kh&n 
Daur&n and Mir Jumlah, were mero shadows. The English were seek* 
ing to obtain fartndns, or imperial rescripts j and it was a settled rule of 
the Mughal government that all applications for farmdns must be 
made through the tcailr. Tho present ireslr, ‘Abdullah Kh&n. was all 
powerful in the Btate and was decidedly friendly to the English. Why 
then did they not address themselves to ‘Abdullah Khan, tho »cosir, who 
alone could get them what they wanted ? Why did they instead go to 
Kh&n DaurBn and his woYn-out old follower Sayyad i$al&bat Khftn P 
Khan Dauran it is'true was the favourite of tho emperor, but as a man 
hewas vain, silly, and weak; and as an official he was but tho subordinate 
of Husain ‘All. He had no special interest in the English. If he 
consented to be their patron and to introduce their embassy, it was for 
the purely selfish object of gaining a little favour with the emperor by 
bringing something now to amuso him. But the English ambassadors 
knew nothing of all this. Their ideas of the Mughal government were 
derived from their Armonian agents, who*! ideas wore in turn derived 
from the merohants and shopkeepers in Delhi. Ignorant people seem 
always unwilling to believe that government is guided by settled prin¬ 
ciple®. They prefor to suppose that bribery and personal influence 
can carry any measure. Fanukhsiyar and his favourites with their 
profuse expenditure were at all times popular with the common people, 
who would naturally exaggerate the influence of a man like Kh*n 
Daur&n. The English ambassadors at the beginning undoubtedly had 
their full share of these illusions, and the process of their disillusionment 
was slow and painful. It began, or should have begun, with this letter 
of padre Daniel. 

The object of the letter was to deter the English from having 
any communications with their old friend ZiBu-d-din Kh&n or with the 
swfxir. Their only friends and patrons were to be Kh Bn Daur&n and 
QalBbat Khan ; and these persons could be approached only through 
friendly Armenians. Padre Daniel appealed to his former successes in 
confirmation of his statements. He was the real friend of the English. 
When their enemies had said it was not worth while spending a lac cf 
rupees for a present worth two lacs, he had magnified the value of th. 
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present and dedared it to be worth from ten to fifteen lacs. No ekhi had 
erer been granted suoh favours since Tamerlane. But bis efforts would 
be of no effect if the English began to write to Ziau-d-din Kh&n and 
Monsieur Martin, the king’s dootor, as John Surman had already done. 
Instoad of this they ought to write letters of thanks to his friends, the 
grandees at court, who had already done so muoh. 1 

Whatever else might have been gathered from this letter, it might 
certainly have been inferred that Daniel was a man with no regard 
for the truth, and it might have been considered whether such an one 
was fit to be entrusted with the honour and interests of the English at 
Dolhi. But the English in roply were content to say that Daniel was 
misinformed in supposing that they had entered into negotiations with 
any othor parties, and that they would write to Khan Dauran and 
fjal&bat Kli&n. At the same time, they pointed out that he was 
altogether wrong in assorting that the present amounted to ten or 
fifteon lacs of rupees, and that such statements were highly improper in 
the king’s darbir} 

After spending a few days at Naubatpur, Khw&jah Sarh&d returned 
to Patna, and renewed his negotiations to obtain a further advance of 
money, negotiations in whioh be at last succeeded. 
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CHAPTER V, 


THE JOURNEY TO DELHI. 

Delay breeds de'ay. Whilst Sarhad was negotiating in Faina fresh 
obstacles sprang up at Naubalpur. The wagoners and porters hired 
for tho threo months’ journey to Delhi were to be paid in advance 
by instalments. In accordance with this arrangement two months’ pay 
had been given to the porters at tho beginning of March, and a furthor 
sum of two thousand rupees had been mado over to the embassy which 
was to be paid to them on reaching Allahabad 1 . Owing to Sarhftd's 
protracted negotiations, the beginning of April found the embassy 
still at Naubatpur, and tho porters, seeing that they would bo 
required to undertake a two months’ journey with only one month’s 
pay in hand, not unnaturally grew mutinous, and demanded a furthor 
advance of money. The hardship of the wagoners was still more real. 
Five months algo, the embassy lmd decided to biro wagons 1 . A 
month luter, it had begun to load tho goods- 1 . Then it hod deolared 
that tho journey and the payment of wages should begin from 
Jonuary 11; but in February tho wagons still stood laden with goods, 
many of thorn rotting in the rain. 1 It is therefore not surprising that, 
when the deputy of the buyutit arrived at tho end of March, and 
tendered them an advanco qf two months’ pay, thoir patienco gavo way, 
and they demanded compensation for the past demurrage, and for the 
extra loads of privato merchandise with which the English had 
burdened tho wagons. It was not till after a good deal of discussion 
that the deputy of tho luyiittt was able to arrive at a satisfactory 
settlement of these claims. The English agreed to pay the wagoners 
for all excess weight of merchandise, ut the rato of three hundred rupees 
a ton, and gave them a promissory note for the demurrage duo from 
their first decampment. 1 The porters were induced to give an obligation 
to proceed, on being lent twenty four thousand rupees, and receiving a 
promise of twenty - thousand rupees at Allah&b&d, which was to be 
reached in forty-eight days. 6 
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On April 7, the long caravan left Naubatpur, 1 and moved along the 
road to the south-west, which skirts the eastern hank of the Son river, 
the golden Eranohoas of the Greeks. In addition to the escort pro¬ 
vided by the government and a small body of European soldiers, the 
English had taken into their service fifty horse and four hundred foot*. 
They had also, as has been said, done their best to propitiate their local 
Fra Diavolo, Sidieht Nftr&yan. For these reasons, or else beoause 
the attention of the TJjainis was engaged in other matters, the embassy 
proceeded on its way unmolested. 

On April 14, they reaohed Ghatauli,* a village standing on the bank 
of the Son, some two miles north of the point where it is crossed by the 
grand trunk road. On April 17, ICh w&iah Sorh&d joined the embassy. 
He had been fairly successful in his negotiations, and had brought with 
him nearly ten thousand rupees. He had also been to the camp of 
Mir Jumlah, the discredited court favourite who had come to take over 
the government of Fatna, and Mir Jumlah had given him a letter to 
Khan Dauran, and had said that he had also written to the king on behalf 
of the English. With Sarh&d had come the mthm&ntfdr, a hundred 
hone and a hundred foot. But Sarh&d did not think it safe to proceed 
even with this additional escort, and it was resolved to make an attempt 
to gain the protection of Ghairat Kh &n. the roturuing ex-governor of 
Patna, at any rate as far as Benares*. 

On April 21, the Son was crossed, and their feet were set on the 
great highway leading from Bengal to the north-west 3 . At 8asseram, 
not far from the road, the lion king who made it lay buried in his island 
tomb. A little further on were the tents of Mir Jumlah. But the 
English preferred the living dog to the dead lion, and, while they 
hurried past Sasseram, deemed it * an absolute necessity ’ to visit Mir 
Jumlah in a body, and gratify him and his officers with costly gifts 8 . 

On May day, the travellers reaohed the Karmn&s&, the boundary 
between the provinces' of Allahabad and Bihfir, a polluting river, 
abhorred by pious Hindus, which destroys the merit of all good works. 
The guilty king, Trisanka, so runs the legend, who tried to make 
hitwnalf equal with the gods, hangs, head downyards, between earth 
and heaven, above the stream, and taints its waters with the foul drops, 
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vhloih fall from him in hi* torment. Fortunately, at this tame of the 
jmt, the bed of the river would be nearly dry, so that the ny?tt 
orthodox might well cross it without wetting their feet. A single day 
sufficed for the passage; and, an May 4, the caravan arrived at the r 
of the G&ngee, over against Benares. 1 

Viewed from the spot where they stood, the sacred city is a 
picturesque and imposing spectacle. The lofty eliff overhanging the 
curving river, crowned for three or four miles with temples «H palaoee, 
the varied flights of massive steps descending to the seared dr —™, the 
thronging multitudes of worshippers, all combine to form a delightful 
and f as cina ti n g picture of surpassing loveliness. What emotions might 
we not expect the English ambassadors to feel on beholding for the 
first time one of the most beautiful of the many beautiful cities of the 
north-west 1 But,*if they felt them, they certainly kept their feelings to 
themselveB. The entries in the diary are most prosaic and businesslike. 
For four days, or more, they were ferrying over their goods. On May 
8, a prodigious storm of wind and rain did some damage. On May 9 
they passed the city of Benares 1 . 

Somewhere about Benares the embassy seems to have fallen in with 
Ghairat Khftn, the late governor of Patna, whoseplaoe had been taken 
by Mir Jumlah. The English travelled for many days in his company; 
but, at Allahabad, finding the rate of progress rather too slow, they 
respectfully took leave of his honour, and resolved once more to go on 
their way alone 1 . Ghairat Khftn was anxious to keep them with Mm 
in order that he might have the credit of bringing the present safe to 
Delhi, and it was not without some difficulty that they were able to 
leave Allah&bftd. At the instigation of Ghairat Khftn, differences onoe 
again arose between ihe embassy and its sorvants. On May 22 
the porters, discontented with the scanty allowance given them by the 
government, set upon Khwajah Sarbftd, pelting him with stones and 
were only pacified by receiving a donative of thirty-six thousand rupees 
from Mr. Surman. 4 On May 26; when the embassy had got beyond 
the oity of Allahftb&d, the wagoners refused to proceed any further 
and began to desert their wagons. They demanded the immediate 
payment of the demurrage promised them, amounting to Rs. 1,970 for 
66 days, and Surman was again forced to relax his purse strings 3 . 
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For more than a week the caravan prooeededsmoothly and contented* 
1y over the hot tongue of land, to the west of Allahabad, till, on June 6, 
it reached Mus&nagar, an anoient town standing on the banks of the 
Jumna, not far from its confluence with the Sengar. 1 In the neighbour¬ 
hood of these two large streams the country beoomes wild and rugged. 
Here, according to the old proverb, many a battle and many a kingdom 
have been lost and won; and the deep ravines, now the haunt of the 
deer and the leopard, were in the times of Farrukhsxyar the lurking 
places of predatory races, thieves, and cattle-lifters. The whole road to 
Agra, it is said, was infested with Mew&tis, and it was not until the 
English had reinforced their armed eeoort with an additional party of 
forty-five foot soldiers that they allowed their lengthy caravan to pass 
over the great five-arched bridge whioh spans the Sengar at Chapar- 
ghatta. 5 Good fortune Btill attended them; and, on June 16, they 
reached Ptim&dpur, twelve miles from Agra, without having met any¬ 
thing worse than a storm of rain.' The founder of the town, I'tim&d 
Khan, the servant of Akbar, lay buried here, and beyond the camping 
giound, near the road, was the great reservoir of water which he con¬ 
structed. The rustics oall it the old woman’s pond, and still tell how, 
in the troubled days that are past, an anoient witch would arouoh on its 
south-west side, watohing for unwary travellers, ready to give the 
signal for attack, if she thought them an easy prey. On this oocasion 
the witch could not have been at her post, or her judgment failed her. 
One robber came to the oamp ; but the English killed him. 

On June 17, the embassy reaohed R&jgh&t, over against the red fort 
of Akbar, and received the news that Queen Anne was dead. They 
proclaimed King Georgo with due ceremony, and crossed the river to 
Agra*. To the modem traveller the rood from this point onwards 
to Delhi is full of charm and interest. Passing by the splendid 
pyramid-like tomb of the greatest of the Mughals, in two marches you 
reach the'Bacred oity of M.athur&, rich in Buddhist and Hindu anti¬ 
quities ; from whence a magnifioent and almost unbroken canopy of 
over-arching boughs stretches for thirty miles towards the imperial 
city. But for the earlier travellers the journoy was cheerless and unin . 
teresting, and the country a howling wilderness, overrun with maraud¬ 
ing J&tfl. At intervals, massive, fort-like hostelrics with battlemented 
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—Ik, flanking turrets, and high arched gateways, offered shelter from 
the dangers of the night. But, with all these means of defenoe, the 
road was never safe for a foroe of lees than five hundred, and it is on 
record that, in the days of Jah&ngir, a caravan waited for six weeks in 
MathurA, gathering strength to prooeed. On June 27, while the 
English lay at Chaumuha, 1 one of the five cities of refuge oo the way to 
Delhi, gangs of armed robbers attacked the camp three times iu the 
night, but were beaten off, with the loss of five men wounded. On 
July 3, the embassy wus at Farid&b&d, a small town sixteen miles south¬ 
west of Delhi, and were met by p idre Stephanus, who brought dresses 
of honour from the king, one for Surman, and one for Sarh&d.* The 
next day, they reaohed the great bridge of eleven arches to the south of 
Humayun’s tomb, and ‘ prepared' for their ‘ ontry.’ 3 

The Dutch embassy to Bahadur Sh&h, in 1711, had entered Lahor 
with muoh state, and the English ambassadors were similarly anxious 
to * aggrandise their first appearance ’. They wished to be creditably 
received by some high functionary, and to be allowed to visit the king 
before proceeding to the house whioh had been prepared for iheir 
entertainment, and in these reppeots thoir wishes wero gratified. A 
captain of two th .usand, bringing with him two elephants and flags 
escorted them to the oity with two hundred horse and foot and a uoise 
of drums and trump. At the outward gate, they wore met by Sayyad 
galabat Kh&n, whose guests.they were to be, by whom they wore con¬ 
ducted to the imporial palace. On the way, in order to create a favour¬ 
able impression, they scattered handfuls of money in the streets. At 
the palace, they were presented to their great friend Kh&n Daur&n. 
About non, the emperor showed himself in the hall of audience, and 
the English, introduced by their pation Kh&n Daurin, presented his 
majesty with Governor Hedges^ letter, and with their firit offering of 
rare and costly things, a thousand and one pi-cos of gold, a lal.lo clock 
set with precious stones, a unicorn's horn, a gold escritoire, a large piece 
of ambergris, a silver ewer and basin, and a map of the world. The 
king, in return, invested Surman with a robe of gold zarba/t and a 
jewelled plume, and Sarh&d with an equally rich dress and dagger. 
Then the ambassador withdrew to their own quarters, where § a ]&bat 
Kh&n entertained them with a great dinnor and afterwards vi.dlod them 
in the evening. 4 
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CHAPTER VI. 

TABRUKHSlYAB CUBED BY HAMILTOK. 


All this was well enough: hut the false position in which (he 
Ewgliah had been plaoed by their Armenian represents tires now began 
to make itself felt. According to the established etiquette of the 
Mughal oourt, the person next to be visited after the king was the 
mrsir, and the ambassadors had further strong reasons for doing so, in 
as muoh as he was not merely an all-powerful minister, but was also 
well disposed to the English, and the only proper ohannel through 
whioh requests for far mint could be made. But their Armenian 
advisers, with that preference for b okstairs influence and irregular 
procedure which characterises the lower classes, entirely misr epre s e nted 
the state of affairs at Delhi, maintaining that the icatir was only titular 1 
and that the executive power lay ohieflv with Khftn Daur&n, the deputy 
bakhsht. The English ambassadors aooordihgly considered themselves 
bound to invert the oorreot order of their visits of oeremony, and agreed 
to deliberately insult the ohief personage in the state by first visiting 
bis younger brother’s deputy, Khto Daurin, and afterwards the •eatsr’ 
the high steward, and their old friend Ziftu-d-din Khan. 1 

But if the English ambassadors supposed that through the singular 
influence of Khan Daurin their negotiations would be speedily brought 
to a favourable conclusion, the events which almost immediately 
followed their arrival should have begun to open their eyes. Scarcely 
hod they been a week in Delhi, when the restless Farruk&siyar took it 
into his head to go on one of his many expeditions, and to wander 
forth froyi the city upon the northern road.’ At first he declared that 
he wta going to worship at a local shrine; then he pretended that he 
was on his way to Ajmer, or Lfthor.* The ambassadors, alarmed at the

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prospect of another toilsome march, in the train of the Mughal, deter* 
mined to give the greater portion of their present at onoe. The king, 
however, changed bis mind. He merely intended to go to Pftnipat to 
pray at the tomb of Bii-'AH (Inlander, and be sent back the English 
clooks to keep in good order till his return to the city.' In these 
circumstances, the ambassadors sent their tents to join the imperial 
camp, concluding ‘ that it was necessary to attend his majesty in the 
journey,’* and were rewarded during the next three weeks with numerous 
opportunities of making their obeisance to the king on the road.* 

It is clear, from their correspondence at this time, that the king was 
not thinking about them. * We now oontinue in the camp,’ they write 
on August 4, 4 ‘leaving Mr. Stephenson and Mr. Philips to take oaro of 
what goods remain in the city, and, in case that the king should pro¬ 
ceed farther, that they concert measures to bring the goods after us. 
We are in this interval preparing petitions to be delivered to his 
Majesty, hoping we shall do something for our honourable mnstors that 
has not been yet obtained. The patrouoge and management of this 
negotiation is in the hands of the greatest favourite at court Khftn 
Daur&n, and under him of Sayyad fjalftbat Khftn, withal we being no 
ways unmindful of our old friend Zi&u-d-dln Khftn. without whoso 
advice we enter upon nothing. But he being at present in a low 
station is not able to obtain the king’s ear. However we are satisfied 
that, whatever lies in his power, he does and will assist us, but 
particularly in the %oa%\r’» darb&r. 

‘ Husain ‘ Ali Khftn Bahftdur, Amiru-l-um&rft, is lately gone into 
the Deccan country, having the entire command of all that part of 
this kingdom. Your Honour and Council have doubtless heard how 
great he has made himself, even to vie with the commands of his 
Majesty, as lately appeared in the disputes between himself and 
Mir Jumlah, whilst at court, when he obliged his antagonist, contrary 
to the king’s desires, to remove from the Court to Patna, where by 
the interest of Amiru-l-umarft, and his own mismanagement, he is 
quite ruined.’ 

* We have advices here,’ they continue at the end of the month,* 
‘that Husain* Ali Khftn and Dftud Khftn are come to a rupture in 
Burhftnpur, so that it’s likely a battle will ensue, the latter haring 
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engaged many of the Deocan country to Lis party. It’# whispered 
at this court that this is a design laid to involve Husain ‘ Ali Kh&n in 
trouble and retrench his grandeur which of late has not been very 
pleasing.’ 

* The king proceeding no further thou P&nipat, returned to the 
city on the 18th instant; but, being a little disordered in his health, 
has not made any public appearance, so that we have not had an oppor¬ 
tunity to deliver the remaining part of our present, or commence our 
negotiation.’ 

A letter, dated October 0, gives the conclusion of the contest in 
the Deccan. 1 * Your Honour and Council will have heard of the 
death of D&iid Kh &n in Deccan, slain in a battle with Aimru-l-umar&. 
This lias given a great deal of uneasiness to this court, it being quite 
otherwise laid by the king and his favourites; and that which was 
designed for Amiru-l-umara’s ruin has proved a great addition to his 
former glories. The king, at first seemed to resent it to his brother 
[ the tcusir~\, who not taking it so patiently as he expected, he has 
altered his resolution to sending Husain 'All Kh&n a sir-o-pi and 
other marks of favour.’ 

IE the English were not beginning to see the necessity of concili¬ 
ating the icatir, they must have been blind indeed to the signs of 
the times. 

From his accession, Farrukhsiyar seems to have been in indifferent 
health, and it has been suggested that physical debility and degener¬ 
ation may account in part for the weakness of mind and character 
which ho displayed as a ruler.* However that may be, towards the end 
of the year 1715, the emperor’s complaints reached a climax, which 
produoed unexpected consequences for the English mission. For "tome 
time past, Hamilton, the doctor to the embassy, had been in request at 
the Mughal’s camp and court. At first he was ordered to ‘ give physio * 
to the high steward,* with whom he took up his residenoe,* but 
whose distemper he pronounoed incurable. 4 In August, on his return 
to Delhi, the king was found to be suffering from swellings in the 
groin and put himself in Hamilton's hands with the most beneficial 
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•esulta. 1 In a ft-w yveoks time, bo was sufficiently rccovorod to bo 
named to the Jodhpur princess, tlio daughter of Ajit Singh. The 
young bride should have been brought to the court in the yoar 1714 
by Husain * Ali, but he had not born ablo to romain long enough in 
R&jpiit&nah to do so. In May, 1715, whon Ilusain ‘All had sot cut 
for the Deccan, tho emperor’s maternal undo, Sh&istah Kh&n. had boon 
sent to bring tho princess from Jodhpur, and arrived with her on 
September 13. She was conductod to tho liouso of Husain ‘All where 
sho was treated as if she had boon his own daughter, and, in tho absence 
of Ilusain ‘Ali himself, preparations for tho wedding wore at once 
m&do by his brother, the tensir. Four days lator. tho omporcr repaired 
to tho house of tho icnxlr, where tho princess was admitted to the Mosloni 
faith, and the marriage rite waB celebrated by Shariyat Jvhftn, the 
chief fyrfsi.* 

Hut, at this point, further ceremonies and rejoicings were stayed 
by tho renewed indisposition of the emperor, and recourse was again 
hod to tho English treatment which had heforo proved so satisfactory. 
On October 3, the empress-mother herself sent for Hr. Hamilton, and, 
with Kh waiah Sarhad to interpret, a long conference was held on tho 
subject of his Majesty’s health. 5 This time the king was suffering 
from a violent pain which ho fonrod would turn to fistula. The discaso, 
whatever it was, taxed all Hamilton’s skill for nearly two months, 
during which lio was doubtless exposed to much misrepresentation 
and jealousy. The introduction of a now physician could not havo 
boen pleasing to tho king’s French doctor Monsieur Martin, or to tho 
Hindu and Muhammadan practitioners at the court, and it stems to 
have excited the suspicions of tho populace. On ono occasion, as 
Hamilton was 'coming from tlio fort nt night, his head was ent 
with a pebble, of which the king being informed, hn ordered search 
to bo made for tho offender and gave tho doctor people for his protec¬ 
tion.’ 4 On another occasion, in consequence of a rumour that tho king 
had diod under tho surgeon’s hands, tho house of tho English ambas¬ 
sadors is said to havo been surroundod by an angry mob, who wero only 
to bo appeased by Farrukhsiyar’s showing himself from a gallery of 
the palace. 9 At length on November 20, nil the plasters having been 
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removed, the king washed himself, and received the congratulations 
of'■ the whole court.* A week later, he publicly presented Hamilton 
with a jewelled plume, a vest, two diamond rings, an elephant, horse and 
five thousand rupees. 4 His Majesty further, ordered buttons for a 
whole suit of clothes to be made of gold, and set with diamonds, and 
rubies as also the handles of all his small instruments of solid gold. 
Khvritjah Sarhfid, having been very assistant during the king’s illness, as 
interpreter received a vest and an elephant.’ 1 Three days afterwards. 
Monsieur Martin hod given him ‘a vest, elephant, and a thousand 
rupees, a favour purely owing to his Majesty’s generosity, and because 
he was his servant.’ 8 

The king being thus restored to health, the court and city turned 
their attention to the interrupted marriage ceremonies. On December 1, 
the wedding gifts, lavishly provided by the empress—mother, were sent 
to the bride, with a numerous escort of nobles, who were royally enter¬ 
tained by the w«sir. * Husain * AH,’ says the historian, 4 ‘ who thought 
his honour concerned, os the princess had been brought to court by 
his means, made it a point to give that solemnity all the magnificence 
for which Hindustan is famous; and he made such preparations for the 
bride and tbe bridegroom as exceeded all that had ever been heard of 
in the capital, as well as that had been done for the greatest rajas and 
kings of the Decoan, or for even the magnificent emperors of Hindus¬ 
tan. The furniture, jewels, and illuminations surpassed by much 
anything that hod been done by the emperor himself. As soon as night 
came on, an infinity of fires and imitative stars threw out at once such a 
blaze as’seomed to dispute pre-emineuce with the starry host of the 
firmament, and to reproach it with its inferior twinkling. Whilst arti¬ 
ficial parterres, by the variety of their colours, gave the beholder 
an idea of the celebrated garden of Irem. Pleasures and shows of all 
sorts, as well as splendid entertainments, followed each other with so 
uninterrupted a profusion, that the lowest man in the city could 
partake of them, as well as the highest. Surprise, delight, and hilarity 
pervaded all classes. Suoh were the throngs and the crowds of 
attendance, and suoh the concourse of spectators, that the streets 
and markets of such an immense city seemed to have become

narrower, and each of them more uneasy than the heart of a lover in 
despair.’ On December 7, the whole city and palaoe wen illuminated 
At nine in the evening, Farrnkhslyar. seated on his if da gntatoria, or 
moving throne, left the palaoe by the Delhi gate. In a splendid 
prooeesion for the house of the waalr, whenoe he returned late at 
night with his bride, re-entering the palaoe by the Lohor gate 
At the waslr’i, some new ceremonies of Hindu origin were 
introduced, in addition to those usual at Moslem weddings. A 
mixture of rosewater, sugar and opium was offered to the guests to 
drink, whioh caused remark. There was also a gold gjate, with five 
divisions, filled with precious stones, diamonds in the first division 
rubies in the seoond, emeralds in the third, topasee in the fourth, and 
in the fifth and central division, large and valuable pearls. The 
popular rejoicings continued for another week and were not concluded 
till December 15. 1 On December 28, Hamilton reoeived a dross of 
honour, horse and a thousand rupees from the empress mother . 
Khwftiah Sarh&d, and Monsieur Martin, reoeived each a dress of honour 
and five hundred rupees *. 
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CHAPTER VII 


THB FIBST PETITION. 

The English ambassadors were now in a position of great advantage 
for panning their miseian. That they stood high in the favour of the 
court there oonld he no doubt. But they must have stood almost as 
high in the favour of the va»r, for the marriage of the king with the 
Jodhpur princess was a point of importance to the Sayyad brothers, and 
the marriage might never have been completed but for the skill of 
Hamilton- If, therefore, the English had at this time preferred their 
requests to the emperor through the trasir, we can hardly doubt that they 
would have been most favourably considered ami readily granted. Un¬ 
fortunately, the English had been from the first diverted from the proper 
course by their Armenian agents, and, since their arrival at Delhi, had 
already taken several further steps in the wrong direction. 

Their original petition to the king had been prepared as long ago 
as August last. ''‘It contained nineteen articles, of which the first eight 
related to Bengal. In thorn the English sought for a fresh imperial 
farmdn, confirming the previous grant of the right of free trade in 
Bengal, Bihar, and Orissa, and the niaf.dn, allowing them to rent the 
three villages of Sutanuti, Calcutta, and Govindpur. They farther 
asked that they might be permitted to acquire on similar terms thirty- 
eight other villages, adjacent to Calcutta, and also some thirteen acres of 
land for a factory at Patna. They suggested that the town of Calcutta 
should bo renamed Farrukhbandar, and that .the throe villages, with the 
thirty-eight new villages, should be oombined into a angle pargana to 
be called Farrukhab&d. They desired permission to buy goods at 
Hugh without hindranoo, and fteodom generally from vozatious cesses 
and duos. They required that three days a week should be set apart at 
the Mnrshid&b&d mint for ooining b ulli on, that the diwin should be 
oontent with copies of their grants and not insist on seeing the originals, 
and that the government should toko steps to prevent the local 
robberios to which trade was everywhere expoeod. Three articles 
followed of a more general naturo, praying that Madras rupees might 
peas current like thoso of Surat, that help might be given to English 



■hips in ilisiTtm at sea, and that abaoonding servants or debtors of the 
Company should be handed over to the Company’s authorities. Turn¬ 
ing to the Coromandel Coast, the English not only asked that their 
former oommaroial privileges should be confirmed, and, in particular, that 
the five villages of Madras and the territory of Fort St. David should 
be granted them again, but also sought to acquire villages in Yisaga- 
patam, and the island of Divi near Masulipatam. The last three articles 
were oonoemed with the western side of India, and more especially with 
Surat. These articles demanded that the trade at that port, in consi¬ 
deration of the annual payment of a lump sum, should be declared 
oustom free, that a site should be given for a factory, and a large plot 
of ground for a garden, and that the passes of the En glish chief should 
protect the Company’s agents from bring molested. 1 

The petition, it appears, was, in the first instance, shown privately to 
Taqarrub Khan, the high steward, who caused it to bo examined and 
redrafted in a condensed form, as the king objooted to lengthy, tedious 
documents. The proposal to rename the town of Calcutta nn«l the 
pargana was struck out, as being liable to give rise to awkward qum- 
tiona 1 On November 16, when the king was pronounced completely 
cured, the English took the opportunity of giving him the remainder 
of the present, only reserving a small part for the occasion of the 
marriage ceremony. At the same time they delivered their petition, 
not to the wasir, the only proper channel for requests for farmdnt, but 
to Kh&n Daur&n, the deputy balshshl* He presented it to the king 
in December when the marriage ceremonies were finished, but it was 
returned with orders that it should be examined and noted upon by the 
officers of the ditedni or treasury. 4 

Thu was hardly what the English had expected. They had been 
led to believe that Ehio Daur&n was ail powerful with the king, «n<| 
ifesy expected that a petition presented by him would have been 
immediately granted. They could only aooount for the delay by 
supposing that Kh&n Daur&n had allowed himself to be influenced by 
other subordinates than §al&bat Kh&n. subordinates whom the embassy 
had thitherto neglected. According to the explanations put forward by 
Snrman and Stephenson, R&jah Oujar Mai, ctUcdn-itan, and the toakU, 
Nath Mai considered that they bad had too small a share in the profit 
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whioh QalAbet Kh&n had made oat of the English. When consulted 
by Khan Daur&n, they advised the reference to the treasury out of spite. 1 
Barman and Stephenson now perceived that the comments passed on 
the articles in the petition by the treasury clerks muBt have an impor¬ 
tant effect upon the issue of the case, and that a great advantage would 
be gained, if those comments were favourable. They, therefore, urged 
Barh&d ‘to take particular care’ of the treasury officers,and were assured 
by him that all would be well.* The event was a bitter disappointment. 
Barh&d failed to perform what he had promised. The petition was 
returned by the treasury clerks with unfavourable comments. 3 In this 
form it was presented by Kh an Daur&n to the emperor, who, on 
January 27, 1716, signed and returned.the documents, accepting the 
answers suggested by the treasury against the several artides. 4 The 
result was that, while the emperor conceded a good many matters of 
minor importance, the weightiest part of the petition was not granted. 3 
The request for a farm An was ignored, aud the ambassadors had to 
begin their negotiations afresh. 

On January 2 >, a second petition of seven articles was drawn up 
and sent to Kh&n Daur&n for presentation.* In the first five articles, 
the English renewed their request for farnidns confirming the grant of 
free trade in Bengal, Bihar, and Orissa, and granting them a house and 
garden in Surat, the territory in Vizagapatam and the island of Divi, 
-tw* the thirty-eight villages in the neighbourhood of Calcutta. At 
Divi they promised to make a harbour, whioh, they said, consider¬ 

ing there was no port to shelter ships on the Coromandel coast, would be 
a particular advantage to his Majesty’s dominions. As for the villages 
near Calcutta, unless these were granted by a far man, no one would let 
the Company acquire them, not would the ditedn give any assistance. 
The last two articles contained new requests for 4 the liberty of a mint 
in Bombay* and ‘for redress to those barbarities committed by rogues 
round Calcutta.' 

At this juncture, the course of the negotiations was for the time 
interrupted by renewed disturbances at the court. It had been part of. 
the arrangement, whioh settled the first set of differences between the 
Sayyads and the emperor, that Mir Jumlah should remain at Patna. 
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But, owing to his reckless management, there, he was uoableto meet the 
ay of a turbulent force of Mughal troops, that he had taken into hie 
service. Partly to escape from their demands, and partly, as was 
believed, in obedienoe to secret instructions from the emperor, he 
suddenly left his government at the end of the year 1716. As far as 
Benares, he came oponly. After that, to avoid all ohance of being 
stopped by the terrtir, he travelled as quickly as posable in a covered Utter 
and secretly arrived at Delhi on the night of January 6. The *ros»r 
at once went to the emperor, and threatened him with the return of 
Husain ‘All, and the emperor, in a fright, sent peremptory orders to 
Mir Jumluh to withdraw to Labor. But days passed by, and 
Mir Jumlah procrastinated. At length his Mughal troops broke into 
revolt, and attacked the houses of the nobles. After a mouth of Uoense 
and disturbance, they oould only bo got rid of by the payment of 
ten of rupees. Mir Jumlali was deprivod of his offioee and titles, 

and ordered to proceed to Labor. On February 22, NijfAmu-l-mulk 
conducted him on the way as far as Nurelu. 1 

In this same month February, 1710, it was tlio fortune of the 
ambassadors to come face to face with the representatives of that 
Indian sect, whioh has been in the ond most closely associated with 
the fortunes of the English in India, the hist to dispute with thorn for 
empiro, the first to help them in reconquering it. For many yoars 
the Sikhs hod been giving trouble to the Mughal govomment. On 
the death of Guru Gobind Sing, in 1708, it might have been expected 
that these troubles would cease. But his foUowers and family almost 
immediately brought forward a man, who exactly resembled the dead 
guru, and who claimed to be the guru restored to Ufe. Tho false 
guru, whose real name appears to have been Bandah, after routing the 
faujdir of Sonpat in a sudden attack, made his way to tho hills north¬ 
east of Sirhind. Forty thousand men soon gathered round him. 
With theee he attaoked and took the town of Sirhind. Tho old favjddr 
was killed by a musket shot, and his body hung to a tree. The town 
wa* given up to pillage for foar days, during which the Sikhs com¬ 
mitted excesses of every kind. The outbreak soon grew to suoh dimen¬ 
sions, that it became necessary for the emperor in person to march 
against the Sikhs and their new guru, whom he came upon at the fort 
of Lohg&rh, between N*han and S&rdhan*.* In the fighting which 
ensued, the fort was taken; but, through the devotion of his] followers, 
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the gnru escaped. Consequently, the troubles of the Mughal govern, 
meat began ell over again, and freeh efforts -were necessary to crush 
Band&h. At last, after years of fighting, Bandah was shut up in Gur- 
dlspur, a small, town forty-four miles north-east of Amritsar. Closely 
besieged for eight months, during which they were reduced to unspeak¬ 
able extremities, on December 7, 1715, the very day of Farrukhsi- 
yar’s bridal procession, Bandah and his followers were forced to surren¬ 
der unconditionally to ‘Abdu-f-gamad Khan, the imperial general, who 
ordered that some two or three of them should be at onoe executed, 
and the rest kept to be exhibited in the capital and there solemnly put 
to death. The triumphant entry of the conquerors into Delhi took place, 
aooording to the Surman diary, on February 17,1716. 1 The ceremonial 
on this occasion was copied from that observed after the capture of 
the Mar&tha, SambhB Ji. Malice did its utmost to cover the vanquished 
with ridicule and shame. First came the heads of the executed Sikhs, 
staffed with straw, and stuck on bamboos, their long hair streaming 
in the wind like a veil, and along with them, to show that every living 
creature in Gurud&spur had perished, a dead oat on a pole. The 
teacher himself, dressed out of mookery in a turban of red cloth, em¬ 
broidered with gold, and a heavy robe of brocade, flowered with pome¬ 
granates, satin an iron cage, placed on the hack of an elephant. Behind 
him, stood a mail-clad officer, with a drawn sword. After him, camo the 
other prisoners, seven hundred and forty in number, seated two and 
wo upon camels without saddles. Each wore a high fool’s cap of 
cheep sV" and had one hand pinned to his neck, between two pieces of 
wood. Many were also dressed in sheep skins with -the woolly side 
turned outwards. At the end of the procession rode three great nobles, 
Muhammad Amin Khan, sent by the emperor to bring in the prisoners, 
Kamru-d-din, his son, and Zakariya Kh&n. his. son-in-law, who being 
„1 an the son of ‘ Abdu-f-*amad» Kh&n had been deputed to represent 
his at the ceremony. The road to the palace, for several miles, 

was lined with troops and filled with exultant crowds, who mocked 
atthetoaoher and laughed at the grotesque appearance of his followers. 
They wagged their heads and pointed the finger of soorn at the poor 
wretches as they passed. ‘ Hu! Hu! infidel dogworahippers, your day 
has come Truly retribution follows on transgression, as wheat springs 
from wheat, and barley from barley.’ Yet the triumph could not have 
seemed quite complete. Not all the insults that their enemies had

invented could rob the teacher and his followers of their natural dignity. 
Without any sign of dejection or shame, they rode on, oalm, cheerful, 
even anxious to die the death of martyrs. Life was promised to any 
who would renounce their faith, but they would not prove false to their 
guru, and at the place of suffering their ocnstanoy was wonderful to 
look at. 4 Me, deliverer, kill me first,’ was the prayer whioh constantly 
rang in the ears of the executionor. One there was, a young man, an 
only son, whose widowed mother had made many suppliontions to the 
Mughal officers, declaring that her son was a Sikh prisoner, and no 
follower of the guru. A releaso was granted and she hastened to 
the prison-house to claim her son. But the boy turned from her to 
meet his doom, crying, 4 1 know not this woman. What does slio want 
with me? I am a true and loyal follower of tho guru.’ For a whole 
week the sword of tho executioner did its butcher’s work. Every day 
a hundred brave men porishod and at nightfall tho headless bodies 
were loaded into carts, taken out of the city, and hung upon trees. It 
was not till Juno 19, that Bandah himself was led out to execution, all 
efforts having failed to buy him off. They drossed him, as on tho 
day of his entry, set him again on tho elephant, and iook him away to 
the old city, whore tho red Qutb minor lifts its proud he:ul of white 
marble ovor the crumbling walls of tho Hindu fortrescs. Iloro they 
paraded him round tho tomb of the late emperor, Bahadur Shah, and 
put him to a barbarous death. First, they modo him dismount, placed 
his child in his arms and bado him kill it. Thou, as he shrank with 
horror from the act, thoy ripped open tho child before its father's cyos, 
thrust its quiveiing flesh iuto his mouth, and hacked him to picoos limb 
by limb. 1

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CHAPTER VII . 

THK SECOND PETITION. 

During these two months the English made practically no progress 
with their second petition. The reason is obvious. Kh&n Daur&n, their 
patron, had done all that he was capable of doing. He could not pro¬ 
cure them the/armdus they required. §al&bat Kh&n. in whose house 
Surman lived, might well have told them the truth. But the old man 
was too eager to make all the money he oould out of his credulous 
clients, and too anxious to pose as their patron. He took good care, 
therefore, not to disabuse the English, and allowed them to attribute the 
delay in their business to anything but the right cause. It was said 
that Kh&n Daur&n was a man of dilatory habits. He never gave audi- 
enoe in publio to persons who wished to see him on business. The only 
way to speak with him was to catch him as he passed from his rooms 
to his palanquin. Even tjalabat Kh&n had very few opportunities 
of seeing him in private. 1 Consequently, almost all their communica¬ 
tions had to be made in writing, a slow, but by no means sure method 
of negotiation. Besides, the aggrieved subordinates, who had spoilt the 
first petition, were still unwilling to bring the English affairs to a 
speedy conclusion, considering that by gaining time they would also 
gain monoy. 1 

As a mattor of fact, though the English would not understand it, 
there was only one course to be taken with roforence to their irregular 
application for farming. As Kh&n Daur&n’s advisors correctly pointed 
out, it was not for him to persuade the king to agree to a second petition 
conceding the very points which had been just refused ; the wholo 
business should properly be referred to the tcatir. 1 In those views Kh&n 
Daur&n naturally acquiesced. One day, towards the middle of March, 
when Sarh&d, paying his respeots as usual to his patron, ventured to 
remind him of the second petition,the great man suddenly became frank. 
• Petition! ’ cried he, ‘ What petition P Have I not done all your 
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business P ’ Khw&jah Sarh&d tried to explain, but before he could say 
many words, KhSn Dauran got into bis palanquin ond went lawny.' On 
March 21, after waiting nearly two months, lbo English received back 
their second petition with the direction to apply to the mislr * The 
advice was sound, but the English would not tako it. They cluug 
obstinately to their original erroneous viows. 

Meanwhile, on March 19, the king bad left the city on the 
pretence of hunting.* This gave §al&bat Khan fresh opportunities for 
intrigues, ostensibly for the benefit of the English, hut really for the 
benefit of his own pocket. 

According to his own story, on March 23, having occasion to eat 
and sleep in tho ssruo placo with Kh&n Dauran, he took tho opportu¬ 
nity of enlarging upon the griefs of tho ambassadors. ‘It washy 
your kindness,’ ho told his lordship, ‘ that tho English after waiting 
many years wero encouragod to bring their prosont to the court and 
to enter upon their negotiations. You promised to protect them and 
to grant all their reasonable demands. All their addresses to his 
majesty have boon by your means. You yourself have had the credit 
of delivering ; n their present, the like of which has never been made by 
any European nation to tho kings of India. They are therefore natu¬ 
rally concerned at finding their papers turned over to the in/slr. How 
can they go to him with any honour to themselves, or to you Y "What 
can they expect except to ho treated as cast-off favourites? They are 
not aware of having done anything to deserve this punishment, and they 
hope that you will reconsider their ease. 'In short, thoy depend entirely 
on you, and are resolved not to go to tho teneir. If you will not prose¬ 
cute their business, they will leave Delhi, and negotiate no more. 
Moved by this discourse, Kh &n Daur&n, according to §alribat Kli ftn. 
agreed to tako back the papers, and got tho second petition sign'd by 
the emperor, aB soon as the hunting should bo over ; and lbo hnglish, 
with much satisfaction, resumed their misdirected negotiations. 1 

Twenty days later a fresh check occurred. A quarrel arose between 
the dependants of their patron and those of another great noble, 
Muhammad Amin Khan, as they were coming from audience with the 
king, which, as soon as their masters had withdrawn to their tents, 
developed into a down-right fight. The two sides assailed each other 
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for two hours with small arms, bombs and great guus. At lost, after 
some hundred men had been killed, they were parted by messages from 
the emperor and by the mediation of other nobles. But the emperor, 
incensed at. such insolenoe, reduced the dignities and privileges of all 
oonoerned, among whom was Khto Daur&n. For a moment it seemed 
that the patron of the English might be overtaken by the same fate as 
Mir Jumlah. But in a few days the imperial anger oooled and he was 
restored to his former position. 1 About the beginning of May, he again 
took into consideration the English petition, and promised to cany the 
business through, provided he oould get the vasir to act with him. * He 
knew, of course, that, without the intervention of the mrsir, there oould 
be no grant of farming, but the English ambassadors were still 
persuaded that it was all a question of personal influence and bribery. 
When, therefore, the articles of their second petition were again referred 
to the treasury, or ditcini, they determined to deal liberally with all the 
offioers conoemed. To 1‘tif&m Khto. the diiodn-i-f^uili^ah, they offered 
seven thousand rupees; to the head clerk, Bhog Chand, ten thousand 
rupees; and to the subordinates twelve hundred.* Surman and Ste¬ 
phenson were of opinion that no means should be left untried to secure 
the writers in the treasury, bnt Khw&jah Sarhad while he considered 
it beneath him to go to the offioe himself, refused to allow any Hindn 
vakil to be employed in the business. His obstinacy called forth a 
protest from Sur man and Stephenson at the beginning of June, but 
with little result.* For weeks the ambassadors were fed upon the most 
extravagant hopes by Sarh&d and the Indian officials. The most 
favourable remarks were recorded a gainst the articles in the petition, 
inoonvenient documents wv»^e to be withheld, and everything asked for 
was to be granted.* It was not till July 15 that Surman and Stephen¬ 
son discovered that the Armenian had deceived them throughout in the 
affair, and that the treasury was no more favourably disposed towards 
them than before. Their requests for /'arming had been flatly refused. 
The ducin-i-kbiliqah recommended that the grants to be made in com¬ 
pliance with the two petitions should take the form of orders from the 
wasir, which would carry no weight in the distant provinces of the 
empire.* 
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CHAPTER IX 

TIIK I.AST PETITION. 

It is at this point, L lake it, that the English threw away the last 
shreds of their long-perishing belief in Khwftjah Sarli&d and his 
. Armenian friends. Padre Daniel they must have found out as soon as 
ithey arrived at Delhi, it must have been protty clear, from the first, 
•that he was a liar and a rogue, who spent all tho money ho could get 
on drunkenness and dobauohery. As time went by at Delhi, Khwftjah 
Sarh&d’s character appeared in hardly any' better light. Without 
scruples as to truth or honesty, he evidently paid but little regard to 
the business of the English Company, and was intent upon his own 
interests, which required a prolonged stay in Delhi. 1 The delay in the 
negotiations disoonoerted him not a whit; one would suppose that he 
was secretly glad that it should bo so. Nor was ho the least abashed 
when deteoted in his ignoranco, or in tho lies by whioh ho tried to 
oonceal it. He avowed that he had deliberately deceived tho embassy 
as to the ill success of their negotiations in order that they might not 
be melancholy.’ Surman and Stephenson appear to have been at their 
; wits’ end. At one time, they allowed it to bo blown abroad that they 
were going away, as they oould not obtain what they came for.* At 
another time, they had thoughts of going to tho wazlr, whom they had 
taken very particular care to satisfy, as they supposed, of their respect 
towards him, though they still thought that ho had no real power. 4 
But in the end, liketrue Englishmen, they refused to admit their defeat, 
and determined to oontinue in pressing for their farmdns through the 
mediation of Kh&n Daurftn. 

Good fortune favoured their persistency. About the time that the 
<A»4n-*.4£d/ifdA gave the embassy its latest rebuff, disquieting news 
reached Delhi from Surat. The governor of the great western port, 
Haidar Quit Khftn wrote to the king and' Khan Daur&n that the 
English were seriously discontented, and that if they were not speedily 
satisfied they would withdraw, and Surat would be ruined. The letters 
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were sent by Haidar Quit to his agent at oourt, RAe KirpA Ram, who 
determined to turn these warnings to his own advantage. The Mughal 
government had always been solioitous as to the state of trade and 
navigation on the west side of India. Fears upon this score had, before 
now, made the great Aurangzeb lay aside his purposes against the 
English, and yield to their demands ; and there could be little doubt that 
similar considerations would influence the court of Farrukhsivar. Rfin 
KirpA RAm saw that the English stood a very good chance of gaining 
all their points. He, therefore, lost no time in throwing out hints that, if 
he were properly rewarded, he would be able to materially amirf. the 
embassy, and Surman, though aware of the real cause of .these overtures 
thought it well not to discourage a new ally. KirpA RAm’s professed 
help, though it does not seem to have effected much, at least served to 
show whioh way the wind was blowing. 1 The letters from Surat were 
delivered to the emperor, and to KhAn DaurAn, with the most surprising 
and gratifying results. After some delay, on August 25, Sarhad had a 
private interview with KhAn DaurAn,the first he had ever been granted.* 
The articles in the petition were read over, and the objections raised by 
the dliodni set aside. Then, after further delay, the Beoond petition 
originally drawn up in January, was submitted to the emperor, and on 
October 7, waa returned with most favourable orders.* In only two 
points were the English demands left unsatisfied. The government 
still hesitated to grant them the house in Surat and the thirty-eight 
villages in the neighbourhood of Calcutta. For these KhAn DaurAn 
recommended a separate petition, whioh he promised Bhould be favourably 
considered. The ambassadors accordingly presented a third petition of 
two articles, but, at the same time, determined to proceed with the 
articles already granted, without waiting for the results of the dilatory 
diplomacy of KhAn DaurAn. 4 They had at length learnt some wisdom. 
They knew that at the Mughal Court * every thing runs in its 'proper 
and set ohannel,’* and at the. beginning of November they brought 
SarhAd to confess that .their petitions must first go to the wanlr and 
receive his persual and approbation.* 

On November 10, the lists of articles were all submitted by tho 
d»*il to the tcoslr, who, after perusing them, ordered the c/ncOn-i.^alifaf- 
to carry them immediately to the emperor, to get them whioh 
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vu aooordingly done. 1 When onoe they had gone to the icaztr and put 
their business upon a > proper looting, it prooeeded with a rapidity 
whioh astonished the English ambassadors. So diffioult is it to jtor- 
suado men that it is really easier to go right than wrong. * We 
might have exoepted the traslr,' they observed, ‘ in whose power it was, 
would have stopped our business on this oocasion or caused many 
delays, the sure way to squeese a sum ol money, whioh must have 
been very large. But he has behaved himself with far more gener¬ 
osity, our papers no sooner reaobing his bands, than they rocoivod 
despatch’. 2 Yet in spite of thiB experience we Bhall find Surman and 
Stephenson pervorsely adhering to the view that the high Mughal 
offieinls were accessible only by bribes, and, still more perversely* 
expecting that Kh&n Dauran, in whose power it was not, could forward 
their business, while they turned to the irasir, in whoso powor it was, 
with the greatest reluotanoe. 

On November 20, orders were issued from the treasury to the secre¬ 
tary’s office for the preparation of three imperial farmAua incorporating 
the most important artielos in the petition, 3 and on December 27, drafts 
of these farmAnn were submitted to the emperor for his approval which 
ho granted throe days later. 4 The whole month of January 1717 
was taken up with making fair copies, and with proonring the imperial 
signature. A number of orders were also mado out enjoining the exe¬ 
cution of particular provisions in the farmAns.* 

On February 1, the farm Ana being perfectly finished were sent to 
Afzal Kh&n the sacfrot-s-gucftir, or imperial almoner, whoso business 
it was to sfiSx the great seal. 4 The seal it appears was actually kept 
by a began* or princess and, when required, was sent by her to the im¬ 
perial almoner by the hand of a eunuoh. These officials all expected 
presents, and the formality of cfiSxing the great seal cost tho embassy 
twelve thousand rupees paid to tho imperial almoner and his subordi¬ 
nates, besides other gifts to the began and her entourage .» On Moroh 
27, the tcatir’e seal was added on tho reverse of tho farm Am* and on 
April 10, they were placed in Surman’s hands by Khw&iah Sarhad 4 
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CHAPTER X. 


THE BETUBN PBOM DELHI. 

The ambassadors had applied for their dismissal on February 20 
as soon os they knew that the great seal would be planed on their 
three fanndna, but the end of their labours was not yet. No lees than 
three months were spent in wearisome and meaningless formalities 
without which they could not go. In conformity with the fartn&its, 
orders signed by the wazlr had to be issued to various local officers and 
theso were delayed by the clerks in the treasury office. A fourth 
t'arman in answer to the letter from Governor Hedges had to bo drawn 
up, signed and sealed. Lastly the Emperor, the icaz\r and Khan Dau- 
ran had each in turn formally to dismiss tho members of the embassy 
with suitable presents, whioh gave Tlse to many nice questions of distri¬ 
butive justice. 1 § alii bat Kli ftu was anxious, or professed to be anxious, 
that tho English should be dispatched with at loast tho same honours 
as had boon shown to the Dutoh and Portuguese in the previous reign. 
The Emperor and Khan Daur&n argued that tho example of tho usurp¬ 
ing Jahaudar counted for nothing, and that it would bo a dangerous 
precedent to mako too much of European ambassadors. On April 
18, when tho list of honours was announoed, it was found that while 
the Bongul president was to reoeive an elephant more than the general 
of llatavin, Mr. Surman and his companions were to got less than the 
Dutch. 3 In their eagemoss to go the ambassadors, though surprised at 
this treatment, after making a quadruple present, would have raised no 
objections; but j$al&bat Kh an, professing to consider that his honour 
was in question, angrily insisted that Surman should have au extra 
horse and a dagger, and in deferenoe to his wishes the concession was 
made. At tho same time the Emperor stipulated that theso presents 
should not all bo made to Surman on the same day. At one reception 
he was to havo the horse and dagger, and at the next his plume and 
robe of honour. The other members of the embassy were to receive 
dresses of honour only. 3 For these distinctions they had in the end to 
give handsome gifts to the superintendent of elephants, the keeper 
of tho robes, and tho jewel and perfume offices. 1 
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At length' on Thursday Msy 23, Soman reoeived his first instal¬ 
ment ot parting honours, the promised dagger and horse. 1 On the 
following Thursday the whole embassy repaired for the last time to 
the court of public audience, where the railed enclosures were as usual 
thronged by Indian nobles oovered with gold and jewels, glittering 
in the bright sunshine whioh the purple awnings only partially kept 
out. Once again the ourtains were drawn aside from the royal alcove 
above them and they saw the Emperor Farrukhsiyar on his peacock 
throne. John Sunnan was!duly invested with his robe and plume, and 
(Irenes of honour were put upon Stephenson and the othors. Then one 
by one they made their obeisance to the throne and passed from the 
Court, the last being Hamilton to whom Farrukhslyar was so much 
indebted. The doctor, though he bad been consulted by the tcazlr, 
hod not seen his imperial patient in private for more than a year, and 
seemed to have passed out of remembranoe. He was moving on like 
the rest when an order from the throno suddenly stopped him and 
directed him to resume his place. The robo bestowed on him morely 
betokened the royal favour, but did not permit him to leave. The 
King rose. The ourtains were drawn. Tho audience wsb over 3 . 

Only those who have spent long years on the burning plains of 
India can fully realise with what intensity the exile oomes to long for 
tho fresh breezes of his native land. Far over the seas at Bothwell, 
in bonnie Scotland, brothers and sisters, an honoured father, and a 
promised bride were waiting anxiously for the doctor’s return, and 
what oould the Mughal offer him to tempt him to stay away longer P 
Three times or more did old $al&bat Kh&n entreat him after leaving 
the court of andienoo to remain in Delhi, but Hamilton continued 
obetinate. * No’; he said, ‘if the king will have me he may keep me 
in irons. But I will not accept bis bread, much loss his service ’ Thera 
was nothing for it but to importune the emperor to let him go, and with 
their usual wrongheadedness the embassy turned to K~bftn Danr&n for 
help. That Mr. Lofty at first refused to speak on the subject or to 
have any thing to do with it. But at the persuasion of @allbat 
2£h&n he directed the ambassadors to apply to the tcazlr, as they should 
have done in the first instance, and promised to help in interceding 
fir Dr. Hamilton. 3 
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On Juno 4, the whole ease was laid before the wmr, who offend to 
use his utmost efforts to get the doctor’s nlease. He accordingly 
forwarded to the emperor a copy of Hamilton’s petition, enforcing it 
with a pathetio address of his own writing. The imperial answer soon 
came back. * Sinoe he is privy to my nakedness and perfeotly under¬ 
stands his business, I would very willingly have kept him and would 
hove given him whatever he asked. But seeing he is satisfied with no 
terms, I agree to it, provided that after he has gone to Europe, 
procured such medicines as are not to be got here, and seen his wife and* 
children, he returns once more to visit thin court. T^. tim go*! 1 

The English now turned their attention to the neoessaiy pre¬ 
parations for the journey back to Calcutta. Carts were hired for their 
tents and camels bought for their baggage. An escort of fifty hone 
and fou r hund red foot_ was oouaidared n&cees^ry to protect the caravan 
from the perils of the way 2 . Ou June 16, they were granted passes'. 
Soon after the farman to Governor Hedges was completed. The 
remaining orders relating to Calcutta and the adjacent villages were 
signed and Dr. Hamilton gave a formal obligation to return under his 
seal 4 . On June 30, they reoeived their dismissal from the toazir and on 
July 11, from Khan Daur&n*. On July 18, Mr. Surman after 
leave of j'Sal&bat Khan and rec ommending Mitr Sen, the TBn gK M K 
' attorney and representative at Delhi, to his favour, quitted the oity 
and arrived at Barapula where the tents were pitched.* There was, 
however, one member of the embassy who was by no means so eager 
to bid adieu to the Mughal and all his court. Khw&jah Sarh&d, who V>«d 
for many months been on bad terms with his oolleaguss, now 
that he could not go with them unless certain aooonnts amounting to 
nineteen thousand rupees were paid him in full. From the very 
beginning of the negotiations they had suspected him, and we have 
seen that as time went on their suspicions had been strengthened 
confirmed. Very Boon after their arrival at Delhi they had discovered 
that his influence with the Mughal oourt and his knowledge of its 
customs had been greatly over-estimated. The marks of consideration 
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and favour which he had procured for the embassy had been obtained 
by wholesale lying and by grossly exaggerating the value of the 
presents. The great nobles at Delhi neither knew nor oared for him. 
His Armenian friends wore worthless rogues whoso only object was to 
plunder the English as they had already plundered the Dutch. Don id 
was a notorious evil-liver and a scandal to his nation and religion. 
Sarh&d himself, though he professed to he ashamed of the folly add 
dehauohery of the priest, made no protentiona to virtue. ‘ If we 
sucoeed,’ he used to tell the ambassadors, * thero will be no enquiry into 
our conduct. If we fail, I shall go off to Persia, and you may go 
where you please.’ In practice he proved utterly incompetent, always 
promising but never performing. Ho refused to employ any of 
the Hindu agents whom the ambassadors brought with them. Ho 
persistently misled them as to the proper oourse of the negotiation. 
Hardly any part of the success which had been achieved oould bo said 
to be due to him. Now that the business was settled, instead of 
assisting the embassy, he was actually impeding its departure on the 
frivolous pretext of a difference about a few thousand rupees 1 ; his real 
purpose being, as the ambassadors believed, to get himself made an 
imperial merohant and to be sent to Europe to make various purchases 
for the Mughal. The ambassadors, therefore, having failed to satisfy 
him with an offer of fifteen thousand rupees drew up a protest in 
which they condemned him as disobedient and unfaithful, and deprived 
him of his dignities and allowances as an English representative 2 . 

On July 25, the English moved from Barapula to Farid&b&d 
whenoe they dispatched their protest against Sarhid before starting on 
their journey 3 . Final instructions were also sent to their attorney 
and representative at Delhi, Mitr Sen 3 . Beaching Mathura on July 30, 
they found the neighbouring distriot full of rebellious J&ts, and aooord- 
ingly orossed the Jumna and proceeded down the left bank of the river 
to Agra, which they reaohed on August 3*. Hitherto the travellers 
had been muoh distressed by excessive heat, but at this point the 
weather ehanged. Torrents of tropioal rain fell, leaving the roads 
deep in mud through which the camels and oxen slowly made their way, 
slipping and stumbling at almost every step*. The road, too, was best 
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with Mewattia. The fint day after leaving Agra, a hand of these cut¬ 
throats on horseback fell upon the tents, which had been sent on in 
advanoe under an escort of twenty or thirty guards. After a fight 
whioh lasted some four hours their chief received a fatal wound in his 
ehest, and they galloped off, and the English saw them no more 1 . On 
August 26, they arrived at Allahabad where the Hindu governor 
received them with much ceremony and twioe entertained them with 
a dinner of dishes cooked in the Muhammadan style 2 . On August 27, 
having made the governor a suitable present, they crossed the Ganges 
and proceeded on their way. The river was again crossed at Benares 
on September 5 s . On September 21, after much suffering from very 
bod weather and muddy ways, they reached Patna 4 . 


CHAPTER XI. 

THE END OP THE EMBASSY. 

At Patna the embassy of necessity made a prolonged halt. They 
had to wait for the boats which they expected from Calcutta for their 
conveyance; they had also to see if arrangements could be made to 
resettle the English factory and to reoover the outstanding debts of the 
Company. The English ambassadors had .represented to the emperor 
that in Patna, where the English haul long had a faotory, inafond Q f 
occupying a hired building with preoarious tenure they should be given 
a permanent habitation, and had aaked for the house of the late 
Muhammad Mufaffar, which was imperial property 3 . To this the 
emperor had agreed, provided they raised no additional walls nor any¬ 
thing like fortifications 8 ; and an order had accordingly been issued to 
the governor of Patna 7 . But Surbaland Kh an, the governor, was not 
on good terms with the English ambassadors. The Btory runs that 
Mr. Surman, alter all (he honoun he had received at Delhi, expeoted 
the oompliment of a first visit from Suxbaland Khfin. a concession 
which the governor, as the representative of the emperor in Bihar, 
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could not possibly make. The Diary shows that he certainly expected 
the English to visit him and aak for the house. Whoa the English 
vakil ap plied for it to the buyutit , Snrbaland Khtn is reported to have 
answered, 'Shonldlnow give them the house, what have I left to say to 
them when they make me a visit* 1 . But the English, it seems, deolined 
to make the visit, the reason given in the Diary being that a visit 
implied a veshkath o f six teen tho usand rugfifiBr ‘On these conditions a 
factory might be resettled here, but without any prospect of recovering 
the former debts, the persons being all either dead or insolvent.’ On 
due consideration the ambassadors found that their longer stay would 
be a fruitless expense of time and money, wherefore, on September 
80, they agreed to wait no longer for the convoy from Calcutta but 
to hire boats and leave the place with the utmost expedition 2 . 

On October 7, a letter arrived from the president and council telling 
them that a party of soldiers was on its way to escort them and 
directing them to await their arrival, and in the meantime to get posses¬ 
sion of the house and recover the Company’s debts. But the embassy 
were impatient and perverse. They again recorded that no compulsion 
could be used to recover the debts without the tunrdba assistance, but 
the nauib, so far from assisting them, would not comply with the king’s 
order permitting them to have the house. They could not have the 
house, said the natedb, unless they at onoe settled a factory in it and 
nnltma they gave a pethkiah of sixteen thousand rupees. So the 
English ambassadors decided that they could not wait for the fl«loutta 
boats which would probably take two months to arrive, very likely 
meeting with some trouble in the way, * which is not to be feared in our 
passage down seeing we have the king’s gurtbart/dr, e hglah, and dastaka 
to acco mpany us, besides the character his majesty has been pleased to 
give us in the list*./ 

On October 21, they left Patna and proceeded down the river. 
Tho rjurtbard&r with the elephant and hones ma d e the same journey by 
land, keeping pace with the boats aa far as Bijoahsl 1 . On November 
I, the embassy reached Gangaprasftd, where they met Ens ign Gammon 
with the boats and soldiers sent np from Caoutta. On the afternoon of 
November 3, they reached BfcjmahaL The gurabanidr with the 

■Was 
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* .ephant and horses was sent on to make the best of his way towards 
Hughli, ten days being allowed for the journey, and accordingly 
rejoined the embassy, on November 13, at Ambua 1 . 

The journey from Patna had been saddened, perhaps hastened, by 
the illness of the doctor, William Hamilton, who must hare succumbed 
to the hardships of the road from Delhi. Soon after leaving Patna, on 
October 27, at Surajgarh&, near Monger, Hamilton made his will, * on 
the boats going for Bengal’ 2 . The boats sped well and brought him to 
Calcutta, not indeed in time to sail by any ship to his native Scotland 
and recover life and hope, but at least in time to die amidst his friends, 
on December 4, and be buried beside Job Charnock in the graveyard 
south of the fort 3 . 

On November 16, it was decided that the president and four 
members of the council should proceed up the river to receive the 
farm A a and imporial gifts 4 . For this purpose it was not absolutely 
necessary that they should gc more than five or six miles from the 
fort, but in viow of the importance of the occasion they consented to 
go beyond even Hughli to Triveni. Before their tents, according to 
the proscribed custom, a spaco of some three hundred yards was onolosed 
with old screens. Within this enclosure, on November 20, the 
reception of the farin&n took place in the presence of a large and 
respectable body of witnesses. Besides the farmdn there were gifts, a 
vest, a dagger, a neok ornament and an elephant, with attar of roses, 
shawls and Batins. They were given with the far man by the 
ijMrnbarddr, and before receiving eaoh gift the president made the 
customary obeisance 9 . In return, costly presents were made to the 
Mughal offidalB 9 , and with these ceremonies the embassy ooncluded. 

At the dose of the Diary the ambassadors observe that ‘since the 
trade of Europeans in these parts there have boon sundry attempts of 
this kind, but the grants obtained have been of very little value though

It is true that m 
Bensal the English were for along while unable to make good tho 
privileges conceded to them by Earrukhsiyar. This may be explained 
partly by the aatutenem of tho nativo rulers, partly by the complication* 
which arose out of the struggles first with the Ostenders and afterwards 
with the Marthas, partly too by the natural unwillingness of the 
Company’s servants to quarrel with tho local government to tho detri¬ 
ment of their own private business. Nevertheless the embassy was a 
real step in advanoe. it legalised the whole of the English position m 
. i n Bengal it placed the looal government technically in the 
wrong so long as the farman and orders of the emperor were disregard¬ 
ed, and it consequently furnished tho English with a_standing quarrel 
which they might take up at any time. This they at last did after the 
oataetrophy of the Blaok Hole, and the withholding of the righto won 
by *»rn»n was the ground put forward by Olive, when he broke with 
Biraj-ud-daulah and entered upon the oonquest of the country, l’he 
in )fji. r completed and more than completed what the am bemad ox 
began.

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Charles Robert Wilson (1863-1904), 
historian of British India, was born In 
London and educated at the City of 
London School. Having gained the 
Carpenter Scholarship, he entered 
Wadham College. Oxford and graduated 
B.A. in 1887. Soon after, he joined the 
Indian Educational Service and served as 
Professor at Dacca College and later at 
Presidency College, Calcutta. Thereafter 
he was Principal of Bankipur College, 
Patna and Inspector of Schools. 

In 1900, he was appointed Officer-in-charge 
of the records of the Government of India. 
He became a devoted student of early 
history of English in Bengal, laboriously 
unearthing manuscripts and piecing 
together an authentic history based on 
original records. This work won him 
recognition ; he was granted Doctorate of 
literature at Oxford in 1902. Still in the 
midst of his researches he died after a 
short illness at the early age of forty one. 

Despite his official duties, Wilson’s 
literary output was considerable. His 
publications include several articles in the 
Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, 
dealing mainly with the tragedy of the 
Black Hole, and two works : List of Ins¬ 
criptions on Tombs or Monuments in 
Bengal, and Old Fort William in Bengal, In 
the Indian Records Series. But perhaps 
his most renowned work was the Early 
Annals of the English in Bengal, published 
in 3 volumes of four parts (V. I, V. II Pt. 1, 
V. II Pt. 2, V. Ill) two of them posthumo¬ 
usly.

An Account off our ffir*t Settlement att tort George with Seeerall priviledgcs 
granted ue from time to time att this and other placet on y* Coast off 
Cormandell. 

Anno 1643' Agent Ire Left Armagon to 8ottle in this place 3 , having a Cowl 
[ja*f] from Serangoe Royal loo [Sriranga Rayal] Jontuc 1 King off this Country, 
impowering us to build a Fort and Bulworks, to import and Export Custom 
ffree, only paying half y* Town Custom to y e Duan [dtu-Nu] the other half to 
be reserved to y® Company. The same Cowl \_qaul\ grants us all y L ‘ Ground 
belonging to Madrass, and gives ffull power to Execute justice upon our own 
Inhabitants and all others that dwell amoug us. The Govf off Fullimully 
[Pundamalli] is strictly fforbidden from meddling with any off our Inhabitants 
as are all Juncaneers* from stopping our Provisions. 

In case any off our Ships were wreck'd upon y c Coast, All Goods that were 
saved to be for our own Account, and the Said Raja obligos himself to protect 
us on all occasions to the utmost off his power. 

Some years After y e Grant off the Afforesaid Cowl {qaui\. Nabob Mcer 
Zumbla [Mir Jnmlah] having eonquored the Cornntn 'Karnaiah j Country, for 
y® Sing off Goleonda [Gulkhandah], confirmed itt word for word in Another 
Cowl [gauf] granted by himself.

However we shall pro ved to give you ns good an 
Account as wc can pick out off abundance off Books and papers which we have 
been obliged to goo through upou this occasion; off what has been done since 
Sir William Langorn* lime. 

Curing (he Government, off Agent Masters and President Gifford we find 
nothing new Except y' nettling off some small Faotorys to the Southward As 
Cuniincor [ Kuniinedu], Cudalore [Kudalur], and I orlo Novo under the Kajs off 
Chingee j.linji]. which places being withdrawn, (Except Cudalore [Kudalfir] 
off which we shall speak hereafter) there will be no occasion to say any thing ofl 
them.

Another Essay was made in Mr Higgisons time Anno 1696 to procuro a Fhir- 
maund [farw&n] when Zulphacor Caun fZu-l-fiqar Khanl was with a Camp in 
these parts Employed in y* Conquest off Ellore Butt all that Mr Iliggison oould 
procure was Porwannas [ parudna *] to confirm onr priviiidges aeoording to 
Bullabad [tSldlBd], and so this matter has rested (from that time to this, and we 
have been pretty Easy, only upon alterations off Government, Tho Great Men 
kavo been always troublesome and Exacting off money. Wo havo now given you 
a ffull Account of all that has ever been done, for securing our priviiidges in this 
Settlement. 

Port Davids and Cndalore [Kudalur] Wjere granted ua in 1G88 by Ham-Raus 
[Rums BAja] Baja off Chingee [Jinji], and ■ when Zulphacor Caun [Zu-l-fiqar 
jdhaUl conquer'd that City he was pleased to ■ confirm y e Grant off that and y* 
depending villages. 

Visagapatam was granted us by Nabob Seer Lascar in y e King off Golcondaa time 
Anno 1689 or tberoabouts, which we have enjoy'd ever since, butt never without 
great troubles ffrom y* Nabobs that govern the Carlingo [Kalingo.] Country.

We have been called upon to particularize y® Names off our-Villsges att Fort 
8* Davids and those 6 fformerly granted us by Doud Caun [Ddud Kli aiil' near 
tliis p'nco and since reassumed by y® present Nabob Sadutnlla Caun [Sa‘«lat- 
ullah Khan]. Accordingly in y« accompanying paper you will ffind them both 
ir. Persian and English, as near as we can bring them to their pronunciation. 

However we are nott suro iff y® naming so many towns and villages may nott 
cause a Jealousy off their being off greater value than realty they are -, Wherefore

[Gulkhnndah'J you will honour mo with sending your picture, which I will send 
to England, and have itt copyed by y' most Exquisite Limner in y- world, and 
order itt to bo sent mo hither, Bosidos I will erect your Effigie (finely cult in 
Marble with such an inscription on itt, that y-world may know tho Author off 
our happiness in those parts. 

I cannot butt blush when I think off giving you ffarthor trouble, which 1 
ennnot avoid since you are pleased to command me in n Letter apart, wherein 
you propose scvorall things that I think my duty to givo my thoughts thereon. 
Your Excellenoy gives us great hopes off the Kings Phirmaund {farmin'] when 
he comes to Golconda [Gulkhandah], where God send him safe and Victorious. 

Your Excellency writos that there must be presonts for all y ' Princes A 
somo off the Great men; iff you mean such as arc suitable to their birth and 
quality, 'tis impossible for us to purchase thorn with our Companys Estate, who 
you know are Merchants that run great risques to gott a little, & who often 
mcett with loss instead off gain. 8o hope, as y c presents we intend. are Suitable to 
our circumstauoes, they will meet with a gracious acceptance' from y 1 ',Great King 
and princes, which putts mo in mind off’what wo road in History-.That upon many 
persons making very rich presents to a King, There happened a poor man to 
como w ith a drop off water, which was as acceptable as any off their presents 
being according to his ability. 

Ana (for what Your Excellency is pleased to mention concerning Islands on 
y Const off Pequo [Pegu], Aracan, Fort off Pollicat [Palikat] &C9 we cannot 
trunk them usefull to us -. For that wo desire no more Territory's in these parts thsn 
wind are necessary to preserve our trade & Estatos from suddain insults off 
fifing armys Such as Morattas [Mahruttas] &c ! i Yett iff hip Majesty would 
bestow >n us ye Island off Diu [Divi] near Metcliclepatadfe^masulipatnm], itt 
may Encourage us to rovivo our trado in tnose parts, and Cultivato itt so as to 
make itt a proper place, to preserve itt where may be elsoAnadc a Good port for 
tho Kings and all Merchant-Ships to lye out off danger in y r time off the Monsoon 
whii it is very much wanted, there not being one on all this Cosst. Butt then yyp 
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lay what will wa give fur the flirst Seoond sad third year. Your Ksaellenoy well 
knows tbat along y* Sea Coast 'til nothing buttaheap off sand, and that y* - improving 
off itt is very Chargeable, off which we have large Experience in Chinnapatam: 
ffor that for 60 years itt was a vast yearly Charge to ns, and since brings in very 
iittlo more than what defrays itt’s Expences. So rather than making yo 
Phirmaund [farm* a] Chargeable to us. Wo by your Excellency* assistance 
hope his Majesty will grant itt to confirm our privilodges bestowed on us by hi* 
Hoyall Predecessors thronghout all his Dominion*, with those small addition* 
I made in my fformer Lettora iff they can without difficulty be obtain'd, & for what 
you say off St Thoma I understand itt i* lott att this timo for 6000 pagoda* per 
Annum including all y« Village, belonging thereto. Att which rate wo shall bo 
willing to take itt for a long term off years, & for no other end butt to procure 
our Quiet, A for Trivitorc [TiruvottiynrJ 1 iit is one off y five towns that Nabob 
Doud Caun [DAud KlianJ gave u* bis IWwanna [ parurSna] for ou bis departure, 
& hope wo shall have y'' Groat Caun Hollander [Khun Hahadur? to confirm 
itt hearing itt i* in hi* Jaggeer [jdgir]. 

As wo desire y* Phirmaund \ farmsn] to be generall 1 miisl lelt you know 
bow matters stand with us in llengall mid Surntl.

Our (first roquost iB in Gcuorall tcrmB, That his Majesty will please 
to confirm iu his Boynll Phirmaund [farmdri] all the Grants and 
priviledgos horotoforo Enjoy’d by our Nation, att all places in his 
dominions, whore wo now have or fformorly had Settlements, 
Especially those grantod us in the days off his Boyall ancestor 
Aurungzcbo [Aurangzeb], and since, this Generali roquost is already 
Granted us in Effect, In y* Ilusbul llooeum [hashu-l-hukm] Last receivod 
under y° Grand Viziers seal, which takes off y“ difficulty onco appro 
hended off gottiug y° sumo ffavour in a Now Phirmaund [farm&n]. 

Tho’ this request be gocerall and includes all places under y® 
Government till Bombay and Fort St Goorgo as well as this Presidency, 
itt must be repeated and roquosted for Each particularly. 

First for Bf.ngai.i.. 

That you may know what to ask for, Tis necessary you be well 
. inform’d what our priviledges are and on what terms we enjoy them. 

Instead off Custom we pay a yearly peeshoash [jpcsMosA] off three 
thousand SioecrRupees into the Kings treasury att Hugly, and we 
pay no Other Custom or duty on any Goods or merchandize whioh 
we import or Export, Nor on treasure Coined for us att y® Kings 
mint which was att Rajamoll [Rftjmahal] butt is now removed to 
Muxadavad [Maq?ud&b&d]. 

Our Goods or treasure which we send to our settlements or any 
off tho Aurungs [«m range] inland, pass on our Own Dustiok 
[Anlat] without Examination and back to us in y* same manner. 
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Our Merchants Factors or Agents whom we employ sit the Auranga 
\atimnga\ or Elsewhere are nott to he molested or called to aooount 
by email officers upon ffrivilons pretences, whilst they continue in 
our Service and are Employed for *us. 

Iff our Factors or Merchants Endeavour to defraud us tho remedy 
is in our Own hands, wo take them up and use such raeanea as are 
proper and necessary to make them pay what they justly owe us. 

Convenient places and paroells off Ground wore granted as to 
build and settle Factory* on, Att, or near Sovcrall inland places off 
Note As Iiiigly, Coasimbusar, Patna, Daces, Maulds, Kajamoll

firm all to us in his ltoyall Phirmsund [/ansa*]. 

Wo hold and Enjoy throe towns Namely,—Do [</•*»] Culoulta, 
Sootaloota [Sutinuti], A Govindporo [Govindpur], paying y* seme 
yearly rent for them into the Kings treasury, which the Jemidare 
[wimisdars] paid before they were granted to the English Company. 
Tho Grant wss made att Bordwan (anno 1698) in a Niahaun [itdi*] 
from Sultan Mahumud Asseem [Muhammad ‘A«lmu-eb-8hfcn], ffather 
off his present Majesty King Funruokseer [Farrokhslyar] whom God 
preserve.

him a proper person, lie is att present troubled with the Borbeirs, 1 
therefore as yett unfitt for any publiok address: However, we shall 
dispenoe with that for some time, in hopes of his reoovery; considering 
him the fittest person in this plaoe, and nott knowing any to oompare 
with him for snoh an Employ; Agreed that we advise the Honourable 
President and Councill of itt, and the reasons we had to ohoose him.” 


“ Agreed that the Vakile [rati/] visitt the Nabob, and that he take 
Oet ber i»t. One Gold Moor [wiuAr] and five rupees for a 

present, and ten rupees to bo disbursed among the

“ Pursuant to oar former Consultation, Our Yakile viritted the Nabob, 
where he was handsomely received; and the 
second visitt delivered the Hnsbull-Hoocnm, 
[ficubu-l-hukm] being assured that so soon as [we] were in a posture to 
leave this plaoe, We might depend on his protection, and that he would 
see us safe conducted thro’ his jurisdiction.” 

“ In the interim of these 3 days disputes, there h— been a rumor 
spread of Gyrutt Carina f Ghair&t Kh&n's] being displaoed, and that Ali- 
Esgar-Caun [‘All A?ghar Khan] 1 is constituted his suooeesour. Upon 
large Enquiry into the truth of itt, We have very Good reason to beleive

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are returned to their old station att Saniboe [Samba! ], and oouaequently 
as capable as ever to aot villainously, should they take a fancy to eeiso 
the person of Cojah Seerhaud [Khwajah SarhadJ, knowing he belongs 
to the English, whose boa tea have this two yean passed by force. 
We are nott well satisfled with the Goorzeburdara [gurzbarddra] 
protection: For all which reasons, and to discharge the duty inoumbant 
on us.

“ In the Wacka fs nqdyd '] sent us by tho Nabob, there is nows that, 
att the desire of I’adroe Daniel, Aurruff Chilah, 
[‘Arif chela J with a Goorseburdar [guraburddr] 
was ordered to Patna, for tho more safe conveyance of the English 
and Kings present to Court; Seeing tho Said Fadroe had complained, 
by Caundora’s ( Kh an Daur&n’s] means, that only the want of Carriage 
and assistance did now detain them. Cojah Seerhaud [Khwajah 
Sarhad], since his arrival!, has informed us; that he has advices from 
Padree Daniel of 50 days date, that ho has obtained from the King 
an order for a Chilah [chela] and Goorzeburdar [gurabarddr] to come 
to us, with seerpaws [aar-o-pda ] and a Oungee [ khanjar] . Also 
that the King outt of his great favour had sent orders on every Subah 
[sQbad&r] and Duan [diwdn] to defray our Carriages and ozpences; 
and by another letter from Cojah [Khw&jah] Petrus to his Gomasto 
[gumdahtlah] here, confirming that nows, that Papers wore sealed, and 
the Chilah etc. would be dispatched in a day or two. These advices 
have been renewed for this five or six days, all which time we have 
waited for their arrivall with impatience, reflecting that every day now 
lost is more than ten att another time: for whioh reason, and nott to 
be tardy in our preparations, whioh will att least take op six weeks, the 
Cold weather coming ou with our daily expenoes; and lastly if the 
Bang has issued outt such orders. We reasonably beleiving they will be 
to receive Specie and nott to have carriages delivered us, by which our 
Honourable masters may be no loosen, by any before-hand Preparations; 
Agreed, that we coalmenoe to hire Carriages, and that the Carriers 
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who have for sever&ll days presented themselves, be now sent for, and 
an agreement made with them for 100 Carriages.” 

“ Doondy Ohowdry [Dirndl Chaudhrl,] Cheif of the Carriers, with 20 
, others, has this day been with ns, and have agreed

Ordered that 
they give obligations for the above mentioned, and that 1005 rup"- be paid 
them, and the rest of the money payable before hand, in small paroellfl:

Cheif, itt was customary for all Papers to receive his impression, and 
that the Kings orders did nott so much rospuet the Seal as the 
ensuing Present. This nott proving satisfactory to ono insisting 
os a Servant on the letter of Said orders, M r John Surman, That 
our Honourable Masters might nott be impeded from receiving this 
bonofitt, offered as some alleviation.

The Charge off the 7 Carriage being paid out of the 
Kings treasure, gives an opportunity to Seerhaud att this present to 
oonsult his own private interest, and we although dissenting are nott 
capable of breaking any measures he has taken; He being ordered by 
the Honourable President and Oounoill to act as head Vakile [twii/], 
and from whioh we have no authority to suspend him, nnlam by a 
speoiall order from thence. Itt is now a duty inoumbant on us, in respect 
both to our Employers and our Selves, to be oleared off any ill conse¬ 
quence that may Ensue, which can be no otherwise effected, than by 
prostesting against Oojah Seerhaud [Khw&jah Sarhad].

“ Whereas the Hon Ua President and Council off Fort William, by 
171J their Generali instructions, dated May 13 th 1714, 

March 14th have Empowered Oojah Seerhaud [Khw&jah 

Nobatpore. Sarhad], to act in oonaort with us, as 2 nd In Oounoill, 

and head "Vakile; pursuant thereto he has been often called on to 
aot in that Station; which tho he never perfectly acquiesced in y° limita¬ 
tions off said orders; Yett his obstinacy was never more barefaced, and 
off worse oonsequenoe, than whatt attends y° Present Junoture off Affairs. 

“ 1st Att y° pressing instigation off Seerhaud, strengthened by Busies 
[bakhthi's] advice, (as he writes) we came to Pulwarry, and from thenoe 
to Nobatpore: The quarrell with y° Carriers being near adjusted, and 
that off y° Cohars [kahUra] already over; withall the Nabob having 
been prevailed on, to send 50 Horse and 60 Peons for our protection 
thro’ his provinoe. 

“Sodistenaran [Sidisht N&r&yan] has given assuranoes both to y° 
Nabob, and us, that he will nott touch y° Kings Present; butt only 
receive his Jemidarry 1 from Merchants Goods; wherefore should we stay 
any longer, the Quarrolls with y° Carriers and Cohars [&aAdr«] about 
demurrage would be rekindled; and how ready y° Kings officers are to 
pay itt, we ore very well acquainted—. Besides, y" meer Waiting for 
Meer Jemlahs [Mir Jumlah’s] arrivall, would disappoint our reaohing 
Court this Season; and so consequently very much hazsard ye 8uooesa 
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off our Hon No Masters buisnoss, by nott Striking while y° Iron is Hott; 
with this Certainty oil 6 Months Expenco altogether Unnecessary. 

“ That itt is more for our Hon w ° Masters Interest and Honour, 
to risque any Expence off y° road, than stay, and In y° least hazsard 
our buisness, by nott arrivall. 

For y e reasons above-mentioned, Seerliaud has been poBsitively 
ordered to leave Patna, and in caso ho did nott, or ocoasionod our farther 
stay, that he was answerable for all y° ill consequences that might 
Ensue. Soerhaud has nott only refused tlieso our ordors, butt has 
hindered y° Bootades Gomnsto [buyutAi’t gumilnhtah ’] from ooming to 
finish y° business off the Carriage; withall endeavouring to gett our 
convoy recalled by y° Nabob. Ho has nott thought fitt to givo any 
reasons for his non Compliance, (we boliovo there arc none) : wherefore 
he is occasion off our farther unnoccsaory Expenco, and all othor ill 
oonsequenoes that may aecrow by our longor stay; and aooordingly 
we Protest Against you Seerhaud Israel, and Your 1’rooeodings, for y* 
following reasons. 

1 st On y° quarroll that must necessaryly ensuo with y° Carriers 
and Cohars, [kahirs] for demurrago in oaso wo doo nott 
proceed immediately, or i ott arrive att Court this season. 

2 nd That on our leaving Pulwarry, which was by Beorhauds 
advioe, himself promising to como tho samo day; The pay 
off Horsemen, Peons etc' 1 Servants is doubled, amounting 
to a very great Exponce. 

3 rd That waiting for Moor Jomlahs [Mir Jnmlah’Bj arrivall, 
will putt us out off a capacity to arrive this Season ; Tho 
ill consequence off which will Lo y° damage off y° Present, 
A vast Expenco, and very probably y c entire overthrow off 
our buisness. 

4 th Being assured that Secrhauds Stay is occasioned by Mer¬ 
chants Goods ; Sovcrall Carriages off which aro arrived in our 
Camp, taking his name on them : Wheroforo heloivo ho has 
endeavoured to getty° Dustick [dentate] and convoy recall’d, 
resolving to wuite Mecr Jemlahs [Mir Jumlah’s] arrival^ 
when y° road may bo clear enough for his purpose, but nott 
consonant to our Masters Interest. 

For these reasons, and whatever else may, or can bo alledged against 
you, for your breaking y° orders, and instructions off y° Hon* 1 ** 
President and Couneill off Fort William, In our own namo to clear our 
Belves off any damage that may ensue and in y° name off Our Hon* 1 ** 
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Employers, We protest against Tou Seerhnud Israel, and Affirm and 
Declare by these presents, that you are y® actual 1 occasion of y® Double 
Ezpenoe which has commenced from our arrivall, from Pulwarry, and 
off all other damages off weight, and Charge that may accrew by our 
farther Stay iiere, and for which you are obliged to answer. 

Whereas uott having y® usuall forms off Protests by us, According to 
y* law; we Affirm that this ought to be, and is as good in every respect, 
as iff done in y® letter off y° laws off England.

* My True and well beloved Disciples, aftor the kind salutations from 
Padree Daniel, 1 advise you, that two years are now Elapsed, since 
upon your desire I first entered into your buisness. God be thankt, 
whatever orders You desired from the King, you have and will obtaine. 
God prosper Caundora Behauder [Khan Dam fin Bahadur] and 
Sellabutt Caun [Sayyed §alabat Khfin], who have comply’d with all 
my desires, introducing my petitions to the King as you will dearly 
peroeive by the orders already Sent. They daily enquire after your 
departure, saying that whatsoever you desired has been sent you, where¬ 
fore your long stay seemes Strange. By the Grace off God and the 
favour off the Nabob, the Charge off your Carriage has been obtained: 
A favour never before conferred on any one from the time off Tamerlane. 
This is purely owing to the Graoe off God and favour off the 
Nabob. Besides this our Enemies represent tbat the Charge off the 
Carriage will amount to near a Leek off llupees and that tbe whole cost 
off the present cannot Exoeed two. To this I answered, that an Enemy 
was nott to be beleived. That itt was the English Elohi \nmbanador\ t 
and that the amount off the Present oould nott be less than 10 or 10 
Leek. I was doing these things, as will more plainly appear by the 
Enclosed note; when itt Seems, within a small time Mr. J no Suzmans 
letter to Mona r - Martin arrived. He wrote tbat his patrons were the 
Yisier and Buxie, Omeerall Omrah ; (Amiru-l-Umarfi] and by whose 
mamif all orders that came were obtained: no letter off thanks either 
to Caundora Behauder [Khan Daurfin BahftdurJ, or Sellabutt Caun 
[Qalfibat Khfin] arriving; For which reason they hare been very angry 
with me; Tbat for your aooount so many orders bad been granted, 
which was never done to any Elohi, sinoe TamerlaneThat we have 
apply’d our Selves to your buisnees, and that after You had gained 
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your point such letters were very Surprizing. 'Tis for this reason, 
Caundora Bohauder f Kh an DaurSn Bahadur] is very much displeased. 
I returned answer that these were stories entirely raised by enemies. 
That I would dispatch a Cossid [ydsid], that should go in 17 days, and 
return in as many; andt hat whatever answer was given I would inform 
him off. Itt seomes there wore Severall things wrote in a letter to 
Zeaudy Caun [Zoyuu-d-din Khan] ; Said Caun [Sayyad Khan] sent that 
letter to Sallabut Caun Behauder [Salabat Khan Bahadur j 1 who shew’d 
itt me, at which I was very much ashamed. I represented that itt was 
entirely false; that the English Elchy hud no depcndanco on any one 
besides Caundora [“Khan Daman] and Sallabut Caun [ Salabat Khan] ; 
I farther added, that I was only a praying Faquir, and that ’twas nott 
my buisnoss to be a Vakilo; That indeed I had received a groat many 
Bettors from Cojah Seerhaud [Khwajah Sarhad ], who is my disciple, 
for whioh reason I entered upon tho English Elchys buisnoss; that 
these men are unacquainted with lyes, knowing butt one word, and 
Except the Assistance of this patronage, know no other; and iff they 
Employ me in this buisnoss, can know no other; and should the buisness 
in the End point to Jumdah-Tulmooluck 2 and Omeerall-Omrah, 3 yett 
all grateful! acknowledgment is certainly duo to the place off their 
first address. In what thing hns there been any neglect, that such 
letters are sent P Iff you have any caution on my account, for God sake 
acquaint me, that I may wash my Self clean off this buisness, and that 
I may nott a Second time be disgraced by Omrahs [ umard ], that are 
equall to Princes; Or iff you design Monsieur Martin for the 
Management off this buisness, advise, that I may have no farther 
trouble. Iff I am to have itt, then write an Arrezdaust [‘ arzddahf] 
to Caundora Behauder [ Kh an DaurSn Bahadur] and Sallabutt 
Caun [fjalfibat Kh an] gratefully acknowledging their Favours and that 
Padree Daniel daily advises of their oontinuanoe.

“ In our consultation off tho2d nl Tnst. There being a li tter produced 
from Pitdroo Daniel to M r Suruian arid Co jail 
Scerhaud [Khwajali Surhad], We have now very 
well considered itt. Agreed That tho following answer be given to itt. 
“That M r J. Surman never wrote cither to Mons r - Martin,or Zeaudy Caun 
[ZeySu-d-dia Khan] concerning tho management, off tho Cornpunys 
Affairs att Court, and much less concerning any tiling Asserted in his 
letter. That ho should uott eroditt things oil' this nature, without better 
grounds than what appeared att present. That asserting our present to 
amount to 10 or 10 Lock off rupees was a very great error, such expres¬ 


sions being highly impropor iu the Kings Durbar; Butt as we woro 
incapable either to add to, or diminish from the present wo had received. 
So on our Arrivall att Court the same should lie punctually delivered. 
He advising that ho has been obliged, tho Ex pence in obtaining tho 
Sevorall orders sent from Court Excepted, to give under his hand and 
Seal obligations to tho officers in post, for payment off certain Sums off 
money and Goods on our nrrivall: Wo desire to know by what authority 
ho mado this step) Cojah Scerhaud [Khw.ijaU SarhodJ denying tho 
giving any Such orders.’ That a particular account be given off the 
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reason off our Stay; and although we know no reason why Caun-dora 
f Kh in DaurSn'j and Sallabutt Oann [§alabat Khan] should be so angry* 
as he affirms, Yett according to his desire. Agreed that letters he wrote 
to them with a full aooount why we have been detained so long, and a 
gratefnll acknowledgment off Their Favours ; and that oopys off said 
letters be sent to the Honourable President and Oounoill. 

Being in a readiness to prooeed, whenever the Government will vouch¬ 
safe to dismiss us, we s’iall now make some addition to the pay off our 
Mutsuddys [muta&addis], and Persian Secretary; Agreed that Otmaram 
[AtmarSm] have 35 Rupees per Month, Kisaengiben [Krishnajivan] 
20 Rupees, and Momudy [Muhumdlj 30 Rupees to commence from the 
1st Instant. 

Omerseign [Amar Sing] being arrived in the Camp, is endeavour¬ 
ing to make up the buisness off the Carriers and Cohars [kaharti], 
whioh is so perplexed That they refuse to stirr on any other terms, 
than the payment off their demurrage from the time off our first 
arrivall att Pulwarry [PhulwBri]. We having also received answer 
from the Goorzeburdar [gurtbarddr'] and Yakile, that the Duan 
[rfiMde] had possitively denyed the payment of any demurrage, 
-withall itt being the Generali opinion that we shall nover obtain itt ; 
Agreed that we endeavour to oompose this buisness, still leaving 
roome, that in Case it should be allowed hereafter, itt may nott be to the 
Detriment off our Honourable Masters. For we are well assured, that 
a Neglect in these differences would in a very little time bring them 
past redress.

We are well 
assured ho has no grounds for Such advioes. However we sent him 
the Calculation he required; Upon recoipt off which, ho betook himself 
to this lost, but indifferent shift for farther delay : The Duan [diwdn]

We deferred 
giving answer at that timo in hopes to obtain an order on Sadatulla Cawn to attend 
it, but the removall of his Majesty from the City hindred us from commencing 
any business, so can only give your Honour Ac* an Acoount how things Stand 
at present. 

The 2 nd of July when we arrived within 12 Coarce [fco*] of tho City there came 
two Sofpaws \_*az-o-pBt\ from his Majesty which were received with the usual 
Ceremony, whon we arrived within S Coarce [>fcor] we prepared for our Entry; 
desiring if possible for the Credit of our Negotiation, that we might first pay 
obeisance to his Majesty and then proceed to the house provided for us which 
being concerted the 6th there came a Caun [Khan] of 2000 munsub [maxfai] with 
200 horse, peons, elephants and flags to conduct us to the City, when we arrived 
at the Outward Gate we were mot by Syud Sallabut Cawn Bahauder [Sayyad 
Salabat Khan. Bahadur] who carried us to the Kings palace. We carried with ua 
some raritys which we presented, Cawndora [Khan Daurau] introducing us to the 
Royall Presence. Considering the great State with the Adoration paid to these 
Eastern Monarchs, we were as well Beceived as any European has been for these 
many years. We received Serpaws [tar-o-pJ»]. There being a Culgee [iafpAi]* 
set with Jewells given to John Surman and a Cunger [k&amjar]* set with Jewells 
to Surhaud [Sarhad] likewise, when we came to our house we were by the Kings 
order entertaind by Syud Sallabut Cawn [Sayyad Salabat Khan. Bahadur] with a 
dinner sufficient for us and all our people three days after the King left the City 
under pretence of visiting a Sacred place about 6 Coarce [io»] from thence, but 
the true Season (we are of opinion) was to dear himself of a kind of confinement 
which he thought he suffered whilst in the Fort, afterwards on the petition of 
his Omrahs [wmarff] 4 to return to the City the time of the Bains being improper 
for travelling ; He shewed himself resolved to proceed either to Lahore or Azmere 
[Ajmer]. Neither could all the Arguments used avert his intended journey. 
This startled us considering with how great trouble and risque we had brought 
the present thus farr, and how to carry it on at this time of the year we were some¬ 
thing at a Stand. At last we concluded to give the gross of our present in not¬ 
withstanding the King was abroad. But in delivering some of the fine Clocks they 
were ordered to be returned and kept in good order till he came back to. the City, 
he having now determined only to visit a sacred place about 40 Coaroe [tor] from

of our goods. Bat Wo ooncladed that it was necessary to attend his Majesty in 
this Journey. We now continue in the Camp tearing M r Stephenson and 
M r - Philips to take care of what goods remain in the City and in Case that the King 
should proceed farther that they concert measures to bring the goods after us. 
We are in fhi* interval preparing petitions to be delivered to his Majesty hoping 
We shall do something for our Honourable masters that has not been yet 
obtained. The patronage and management of this Negotiation is in the hands of 
the greatest favourite at Court Canndora [Khan Dauran] ; and under him Syud

Meer Jemlah [Mir Jumla] whilst at Court, when he obliged his antagonist 
contrary to the Kings desires to remove from Court to Patna where by the 
interest of Omeerall Omrah [Amir-ul-umara] and his own mismanagement he 
is quite .Ruined, Wherefore we humbly Beeomend a very good correspondence 
with Omeerall Omrah [Amir-ul-umara] otherwise whatever We shall be able to 
do here will be off very little service before him. 

We have in a very particular manner observed what your Honour Acm 
have wrote concerning the pririledges and accordingly have Specified them in our 
petitions As for the Towns we cannot yet advise your Honour &c» what we axe 
Capable of doing till such time we find how the Court is disposed, however our 
endeavours Shall not be wanting in the minutest particular and above all for Diu 
[Divi] Island. 

Concerning Sadatulla Cawns [Sa'adatullah Khan*] taking the Port of Chingie 
[JinjI] We have examined and find that as soon as the news arrived at Court that 
Bajah Suropsing [Swarup Singh] was dead orders were sent from hence to his son 
to deliver up that Government to Sadatulla Cawn [Sa'adatullah Khan] he having 
orders likewise to receive it whieh the Bajah not thinking fit to comply with said 
Port was taken from him by force. This Victory in the Kings behalf has very 
much pleased this Court. We are endeavouring to get an order concerning the 
business of Port St Davids to be sent to your Honour Ao» by the ships from 
Bengali.

9. There was a Mint settled Att Madrass in y° reign off 
Aurungzebe: The money Coin’d att which place, receives So muoh 
pr Cent disoompt, before taken into y e treasury off any Subaship 
[ffiiaA], Altho’ off y e Same fineness, and Goodness with Bupees 
made in Snratt, whioh is a considerable detr im ent to y® Company. 
We hope from Your Majestys Favour, to have an order on all y® 
Mutsuddys [mutamddi] off Every Subaship [sfifoiA] in India, for¬ 
bidding that imposition for y e future ; that Said money pass like that 
coined att Surait and other plaoes ; and that they be received by y®

near y° Company’s ^ottlemont, 4802 Rupees is duely paid into y® 
treasury off Sitta Cole, 1 being y° Yearly rent in y° Kings books. 
Amongst these, Moza Perwanna and Wooda Ponda 2 towns which pay 
000 Rupees Yearly rent. Butt are too far from y° Factory; We humbly 
desire may bo returned, and that these towns Viz 1 - Alipour. Dundopour, 
Jogarass and Cuperah may be granted in their Stead; paying what is 
their Yearly rent in y° Kings books, Into y° Treasury. 

14. Divy Island near Mctohlipatam [Mnchhlipatanam] being in y m

We humbly petition, that y° renting off this Island may be granted 
to y° Company, that they make Settlements there, to y° great improve¬ 
ment off y° Island ; and by y® Currenoy off Trado> and inhabiting 
off Merchants, much Euorense the Customs off Metohlipatam Maohhll- 
patanam] : for whioh we will Yearly pay y® Aooustomod ront into y" 
Kings Treasury. 

15. Momud Caum Bucks, Assid Caun and Zulphacor Caun, 2 att the 
warr of Chingee* for Assistance in Bending all sorts off Ammunition, 
Cannon and provision to y® Kings Camp, After gaining y® Yiotory, 
As a reward for our Services, According to Aurungzehes [Aurangzeb’s] 
order, gave y® Company 5 Towns, Trivitore etc* whioh remained in 
our Possession many Yeara. Itt is now 3 Years that y® Kings Offioers 
have Seized on them; Since y® reign off Your Imperiall Majesty.

punish those who give us any molestation. 

17. Att tho Port off Suratt, The Company in y® time off 
8ha-Jehaun [Shah Johan] paid 2 p r Cent Custom, In y® reign off 
Aurungzebo "[Aurangzeb] 3J p r Cent Viz! 2 Custom, and 14 Gigea- 
In y® reign of behauder Sha [Bahadur Shah] 24 p r Cent was ordered, 
whioh Custom is paid att present. We have hopes from Your Imperiall 
Favour, that as we Enjoy y® privilidge off Custom-free in other Ports, 
We may have y® Same privilidge att Suratt; and that aocordingto y® 
Custom off Bengali, a Certain Yearly Peeshcash [peahkash~] may be paid 
instead off Custom. The reasons are, that for these 20 Years Elapsed, 
There have been now impositions laid on, and injustice done us 
Yearly, by y° Kings Mutsuddys [mutasa ddls~\. The goods whose 
value is 1 rupee they prizo att 2, and off whioh they take Custom with 
that Severity, that a duty is laid on y® very Cloths and ornaments. 
Wherefore helpless wo have been obliged for these three Years to 
withdraw that Faotory, wliioh cannot be resettled without some peouliar 
marks off Your Majestys favour; Suoh as have been Shown to Bengali 
etc? 

18. Our residence for many years in Suratt has been in one off the 
Kings houses, whioh we have rented, att present this house is gone 
to ruine; and untill Such time as Your Majesty is pleased to give itt us, 
we are unoapable to repair itt. We humbly petition a grant off itt, 
from Your Imperiall Majesty; as also 400 Beaguers [bigahs'] off 
Ground without y® City, whereon we may make a house & Garden that 
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bo We may Satisf&otoryly Enorease our trade, bless our Bcnefaotor, 
and wish him a long and Glorious reign. 

19. In the Subaships [$&6aAs] off Bengali, Behar, and Orixa 
with others in y° Kingdom off Indostan ; The Company have Sub¬ 
ordinate Faotorys where English Men reside. There are likewise 
some places, & Aurungs [aurang^ where English-men cannot be sant : 
for which reason, we make agreements with y e Merchants off y® 
Country, giving impress money; with which they goe to y* Aurungs 
[aurang ] & buy Goods. In some places y° Kings Officers molest & 
hinder y° buying off Such goods. Whereforo we humbly petition, 
that Pursuant to y° Dustick [ao«/ni] off y° Cheif off that Factory, 
the Merchants may be permitted to trade as Englishmen, and Enjoy 
their privilidges without any liinderanco.”

[Ziau d-din Khan] to your Hon™ &c» as likewise recommendatory Letters from 
each to Sudululla Cawn [Sa'datullah Khan] with whom Zooudy Cawn [Ziau-d-din 
Khan] protcuda ho has a particular froindship and acquaintance so lha! he oxpects 
^rcat deal of notice will bo taken of his Letter. 

Wo have advices here that Hossonally Cawn [Husain ‘AH KhanJ and Dowd 
Cawn [DaudKhan] are come to a Rupture in Barrampore [Burliuupurso lh.it 
it’s likely a battle will easno, the latter having engaged many of the Dccan 
Country to his party : it’s Whisper’d at this Court that this is a design laid to 
involve llosseinally Cawn [Husain ‘All Khan] in trouble, and retrench his 
granduer, which of lato has not been very pleasing. 

The King proceeding no further than Pony-Punt [Paiupat], return d to the 
City the 16th but being a little disorder'd in his hoalth has not made anypubliok 
appearance so that wo have not, had an opportunity to delivor the remaining

Without doubt the whole Deoan Country has Rung with the Engagement and 
Victory of Omeerall Omrah [Amiru-l-umarS] over Dowd Cawn (.Dadd Khftn], 
the glory that has accru’d to that great man on this Account has been a particular 
mortification to this Court ; but however we find he is little disturb’d at it, being 
as it were too nnweildy to be check'd, by any Court Favourite, or even the 
King himself. Being pretty well assured of this before, was the Season of advising 
your Honour Etc* in our formers to keep a good Correspondence with him: But 
that your Honour Etc* might have eome grounds to go upon we thought we 
Could not doe better then gain a Recommendatory Letter to his Brother the 
Vixier in favour of the Chormandell Factorys, the Letter with it’a copy for perusaU 
oames inclos’d.

“Sometime ago we received youra dated November the 10' h which we 
hitherto forbore answering in expectation to give some Account of our 
Negotiation*. 

Our first Generali Petition to his Imperial Majesty is returned and aigned, 
as to what respects the trade of 8urat is as follows. 

To the Free trade of Surat: ordered that in the 20th year of Aureng 
Zeb’a reign, being at what time the English paid but two pr Cent Custom the 
amount of Customs of the English trade in Surrat be examined pursuant to wliich. 
a yearly pishcash [pet\ha*li\ is to be made, and a Fhinnaund [farmtn\ given 
them that there be no farther molestation on that Account. 

To the ground Petition for without Surrat, and tho grant of (ho Kings 
house in it, the former part is left unanswered, and to tho latter, the house is 
granted to live in, the Mutsuddy’s [«*» tafaddU] of Surratt being ordered to 
permitt yon to build thereon, bht without any fortifications. 

By the grant of having a piscash [pethkatk] in lieu of Customs, we have 
hopes of gaining as good as a free trade supposing that tho trade might not then 
be so great as lately, and accordingly have been examining the books for those 
times the only year as yet taken out being the 18‘ h of Anreng Zeb's reign to our 
surprize amounts to about twenty eight thousand Rupees some pert of which we 
must attribute to the private trade, we shall endeavour by bribing the mntsuddys 
Zmutataddit] to aleviato the sum as much as possible before the Account reaches 
his Majesty, hut being nnder apprehension that it will not bo feaaable to bring it 
down so low as five or eight thousand Rupees, which are the sums limited from 
the Honourable President and Couneill of Bengali we take the opportunity to 
adviae you how affairs stand at Present withall to represent our opinions on this 
head. 

That in ” we can get a pishcash \_pe*hka*h] settled in lien of Customs we 
may add to the sum of 18 or 16000 Rnpees pr Annum which we beleive will 
prove no little advantage to onr Honourable Masters, and as this is extensive of 
all the English trade in general to Snrat, so it lies in the Honourable Companys 
breast to lay what duty’s they shall think proper on all private trade, thereby

Wo have given a second petition to the King concerning the house in Sunt 
and the ground without it for a -house and Garden, desiring that the first 
may be given to the English for ever and then permission to build upon it 
which we have hopes will be granted. 

Pursuant to your late instructions concerning Bombay Rupees, wo have 
likewise Petitioned for the Settlement of a Mint on that Island which we hope 
will be granted, but you may depend that all those Rupees must receive 
the King of Indostans impressions and be of like goodness with those of Snrat 
which we beleive will answer the desired ends. 

This Court has been put into some disorders lately occasioned by the return 
of Meer Jumlnh [Mir Jumlah] and his Army from Patna puting for the present 
a stop to onr Negotiations We hope in a few days to see all blown over when we 
shall pursue onr business with what energy we are capable of. 

We send this Letter by nimble Coasids [gdfid$] to Surat in hopes to receive 
an answer in 30 or 40 days at farthest which we desire you'l contribute to by 
the quickness of your dispatches and fair promises to the returning Cossids 
ZqOtidt].

Your Honour &c. m will perceive by the notations above that we have not 
got the full answers we desired to our Petition but as it is a thing customary 
at this Court, Wo wore not daunted at those artieles which were as good 
as denied, but drew up another petition which that it might not be bulky 
Wo left out all but what was of absolute necessity hoping to get our meaning 
explained in orders from the Kings Mutsuddys [mutajaddit] when it arrives 
to them. 


Our Second Petition contained the following Articles. 

1. A Confirmation of 'our Phirmaund [_/>am«r»] for a free trado in Bengali, 
Beharr and Orixa which was by a mistake of the mutsudys [mutasaddi*] bMke 
omitted. 

9. That tho Surat House bo given ns, otherwise we eonld not pretend to build 
upon it, and for the ground desired for a garden to show that we have had it by 
former custom We have mentioned that there was one belonging to the English 
which being taken in by the Walling of the City of Snrat hss since that time 
been lost at which time the Cheif of that Settlement petitioned Aurenge Zeb 
[Aurangseb] that the Garden stood the Company in twenty two thousand rupees 
which Sum .Aurenge Zeb [Aurangseb] orderd to be allowed in the Customs. 

S. We have petitioned for Divy Island showing that to waits for an answer 
from thence would add a longer time to onr Negotiation then we expected from the 
favour of his Majesty that the leting os have that Island wonld be a particular 
advantage to his Majestys dominions considering there was no Port for the har¬ 
bouring of Ships on the Coast of Chormandell but that in the Monsoon time they 
were obliged to leave his Majestys dominions for want of Shelter, Bengali 
and winter on the Coasts of Artacan, Pegu and the Island of Zclone, however 
in oase we were permitted to rent this Island of Divy we ahould make a Port able 
to harbour Shipping which wonld of a certainty be an addition to the trade of all 
thorn Country s and oons.equently of the Kings Customs that we dare not presume 
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to offer may thing to hie Majesty but matter of Feet humbly begging the renting 
of that Island may be granted us aooording to the truth of our Petition. 

4. We petition again for the Towns round Calcutta that at the granting of Cal - 
cutta Aa> S Towns it was first given in the Nishaun and .then bought from the 
Owners after whioh admission was given by the Duan of Bengali for the renting 
of them. That in oaae the Towns we desired were not first mentioned in the 
Fhirmaund, no one would permit us tobuy, nor would the Doan anywise assist us 
in it for which reasons we humbly petitioned that those towns might be granted in 
our Phirmaund that we would get the Consent of the Owners from tho severs 1 
Jemidars [* amindari\ and afterwards take admission from the Duan. [rfftodn]. 
To this Artiole we added a list of the Pnrgunnas. [parganat.~\ 

5. For Visagapatam Towns we hare likewise desired they may be inserted 
bat hare not laid so great a stress upon them as tho above Article for fear of 
giving to muob jealonsie, besides we bad no particular Aooount of the rent of 
those Towns which they desired in lieu of the old ones. 

The above articles are what we picked out from the former Petition not 
answering our purpose and to which we havo added two new articles, Vi*i 

6 To haro the liberty of a Mint in Bombay and that in case those rupees sro 
of the same fineness weight and stamp with those of Surat that they may pass 
Current in the King's dominions. 

The occasion of this Article was a Letter lately arrived from Bombay copy of 
which comes herewith. 

7. We havo petitioned for Bediess to those barbarilioa Committed by 
Hogues round Calcutta pursuant to your Honour Acs* orders. 

This laBt Petition has been delivered in some days but as yet wo have received 
no answer thereto, W> have hopes all will be granted except Divy Island of 
which wo-hare some mistrust We have been examining the boobs conoorning the 
Entrysof Custom for the English at Surat, We find it is much oucreased by the 
additions of private trado for tho 18<*» year of Aurenge Znb'n [Aurangzeb’sJ 
reign amounts to about twenty oight thousand Rupees. Wo are still examining 
other years to find the least which we shall deminish as much at wo can by 
bribing tho mutsuddies [mutafaddit] that we may by that moans answer our 
end in a Pishoash [pctAkaiA], It will bo a glorious thing for our Honourable 
Masters if it oan be effected, but Wo cannot losvo this article without offering 
something to your Honour Acs that has accru'd to o&r knowledge. The reasons 
of the great abuses committed on the English at Surat has been Cheifly occasion¬ 
ed by the many buyers and Sellers of Englishmen there, so that for these many 
years there has been a difference made in paying Custom from the Company and 
other English traders as at present the Companys Custom is 2| pr Cent whereas 
all other English traders pay p r Cent, for which Wo humbly presume that 
should wo get the Custom turned into a yearly Pishcash [petAkaiA] there would 
be an absolute necessity to lay aside any Snpra Cargo’s going to that Port with 
a full power to dispose of any goods, seeing this privi lodge will entirely devolve 
on the Company so that goods ought to go into their Warehouses and be disposed 
of by their Servants which will hinder any future impositions or differences, 
giving likewiseSn opportunity for the Company to lay any duty oa those goods 
whieh may contribute to the Payment of the yearly Pishcash [peihkaih] laid 
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OB that trade We ahould not have ao boldly offered oar opinion on tibia head had 
not the Interest alone of oar Honourable Hasten obliged oa to it and besides the 
onsuffemble impositions that for several years past have been all»on Englishmen 
in Sarat which we hope will be a sufficient excuse: farther we humbly desire your 
Honour &o» will please to acquaint us in your next whether we oaght or no to 
write the same to all the Companys Settlements in India. 

Your Honour Ao* will observe the notice that is taken of the Madras Supers 
as if they were of the same fineness with those of Sarat We are in some measure 
our selves informed that they are not and that some Essays have been made of 
them in Oalcutla ao that in case the advantages aro to be had from the priviledges 
we havo got there is an absolute necessity of refining that Mint We are humbly 
of opinion that if thoso Rupees were something hotter [than] ordinary it would 
be of no groat loss, wherefore wo beg your Honour &c* will please to advise 
the Hon b ! s Govomour Ac* at Fort 8* George on Hub hoad as we shall do by 
land as soon as we finish all the business of that Coast. 

The Mutsuddys [mutafaddit] here would have porswaded us that the King 
had granted sufficient in Respect to the Towns round Calcutta but we being well 
acquainted with Jaffer Cawna 1 Friendship towards us made us insort it again in 
our seoond petition that wo might havo better grounds to go upon. 

Our affairs being under tho patronage of Cauudora [Khan Danran] who is 
a very dilitory man, we cannot expeot to have finished our negotiation so soon 
as we at first hoped for. 

We have drawn a bill of Exchange on your Honour Ac* for Six thousand Six 
hundred Siocaes payable to M r - John Pratt being for value paid into us hero by 
John Sniman which we hope will meet with due Honour. 

Inclosed comes Account Cash, Warehouse Account, and Charges Generali with 
oopys of Consultations for the month of December.

« We wrote your Honour Ac* the 7 th - Ultimo since which we bare received 
no Letters. 

Your Hononr &c» will doubtless have heard by flying reports the troubles 
that have possessed this place for the past month occasioned by the ooming of 
Meir Jumlah [Mir Jumlah] and all his forces, as *tis said, without the Kings order, 
all the Tartarrs [i.«. Turanis] mutinously joynd to demand their pay which they 
gave out they would force either from the Yisier or Caundora [Khan Dauran]. 
This was certainly the grounds of gathering forces ouall sides the Yisier himself 
having not less than twenty thousand Horse all which continually filled the streets 
attended him when be want to the King, Caundora [Khin Dauran] and the 
rest of the Omrahs [wnarJ] with their forces, and all the Kings Tepe Gonna 
[IdplAdsoA], kept guard round the Fort for about SO days. The Yisier was 
obstinately bent not to pay the Tartarrs any ihing without very particular 
examinations and Accounts to be made up for the plundering the Town of Patna 
which conditions the Tartars did not think to comply with till such time as they 
the Yisier was not to be bully’d when they seemed to be willing to 
co me to a composition which was effected by breaking their party, and the Kings 
orders for Meir Jumlahs [Mir Jumlah's] proceedure to Lahore. The King 
ordered Chioklis Cawn Ac? * to go and see Meir Jumlah out of the City divesting 
him of all his posts at Court as also of his Munsub Jaggeers [maitfabt, jSgirt] 
with the glorious additional titles of Nosem Cawn Behauder Cawn Cawn 
Gonna Jannnoy Seer Walla Shay Zuffer Jung,* whioh are ordered for the future 
never to be used it is the general observation of this City that this has only been 
a B cbri"” laid if possible to entrap the Yisier, and take away his life, but He has 
been so continually on his guard, that nothing could be effected, so ones more 
all is much to hi* Honour and the entire disgrace of all Tartars in general, 

they being almost all turned out of service a few great ones excepted. Meir 
Jumlah [Mir Jumlah] is now 80 Cos of this place in his way to Lahore, at present 
without any Munsub rwanreb] or poet, but 'tie Be ported he will enjoy the 
former by the Kings favour; these troubles occasioned the shutting up all Ketchrys 
[toetoAH] for this month so that no business could possibly go on, in which ours 
met the same fate with the rest, being just in the same state as a month ago.

The great Bebel Goroo [Gurd] who haa been for these SO years so troublesome 
in the Subaahip [fiiaii] of Lahore ia at length taken with all hia family aad 
attendance by Abdell Summed Cawn 1 the Suba [fibakdlr, i.e. governor] of 
that province, some days ago they entered the City loaden with fetters, hia 
whole attendance which were left alive being about Seven hundred and eighty 
all severally mounted on Camelia Which were sent ont of the City for that 
purpose, besides about two thousand heads stuck upon poles, being those who 
died by the sword in battle He .was carried into the presence of the King, and 
from thence to a close prison. He at present has His life prolonged with most 
of his mntsuddys [mutafaddtt] in 'hope* to get an Account of his treasure in the 
several parts of his Kingdom and of those that assisted him, when afterwards Ha 
will be executed, for the rest there we 100 eaoh day beheaded. It it not a 
little remarkable with what patience they undergo their fate, and to thojlaat it 
has not been found that one apostatised from this new formed Beligion. 

Finding on examination of the Kings books as formerly advised that the 
Customs of Snrat exceed the soma we expeeted. We were under some appro, 
hension that in finishing this business. We should be obliged to advance a larger 
stun than Weyxe at present empowered to, for which reason We have wrote to 
Surat a full Account of the matter desiring their permission that in case we 
should be oblige^ to advance upon the sum they formerly mentioned that We may 
not be stinted to Ihsa than twelvo or fiften thousand rupees to which We hope Wo 
ahall have an answer before We have any occasion for it. 

We have lately had Letters from Bombay which give an Acconnt of the arrival 
of Charles Boone Esq? Govern? of that Island and Lsurenco Parkor his second 
both from England We have received some news from Surat by way of Aleppo 
copy of which comes enolosed.

We wrote your honour Art the 10 th Inst, advising the need full to that time. 

We have freqvvttly complained to your Honour Art of the strange dilator¬ 
iness of our Patron Cnwndora Behauder [Khan Danrin Bahidur]. Ho is never 
known to sit ont in publick and Beturn answers to any manner of business, so 
that what ean be said to him in the way from hia apartment to his Pallankeeu 
is all that can be got which it so very little for a man of great business that many

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days pass before an opportunity can be had even for the least answer, and to his 
own servants Syud Sallabut Cawn [Sayyad $al&bat Khan], who has the manage¬ 
ment of our affairs under him. and is as intimate as any one with him can do as 
little that way as other people,, wherefore the main part of all our business has 
been managed by notes, thirf has been a great occasion of the dilatoriness of our 
affairs all which we were obliged to bear with abundance of patience. Still 
having very fair promises that our business should be done to our satisfaction, nay 
Cawndora [Khfin Daur&n] himself very often both by word of mouth and in 
several notes .promiaod to do it. A few days ago when Soerhaud [Sarhad] went 
to pay his Kespects as usual to Cawndora [Khan Dauran] and put him in mind 
of our Petition, He was very surprisingly asked what Petition P have not I done 
all your business, to which Cojee Soerhaud [Khwajah Sarhad] answered, but the 
time and place not allowing of a furthor explaination He got into his Pallankeen 
and went away. This strange forgettfullnoss made us in very patheticlc terms 
inquire of Sallabut Cawn [$al&bat Kh ftnl what wo might expect after so many 
promises of having our business effeotod to our satisfaction when we had so long 
and patiently waitod and been at so great an exponce to be thus answered 
was very surprizing, and What we did not nor oould not expect in the least We 
wero answered that doily oxporionoe might convince us of the strange carriage 
and forgotfullness of that great mm, still bidding us not to dispond, bat that 
every thing would go vory woll after so many fair promises as we before had 
Beooived, this gavo us but small satisfaction and the rather made ua the more 
inquisitive which gave us this farther light. Viz*, that Cawndora [Khin Daur&n] 
bad been advised by his own Mutsuddies [mutafaddW], that it waa not hi* 
business to perswade tho King to sign onr Petition contrary to what He had 
formerly desired, bat that it was better to get signed upon it Cootbolmoolucik 
[Qu^bu-l-mulk] whoso business it was, as Vizier to advise'the King what things 
were proper to be grantod us. Wo find this was cheifly levelled against our 
Petition for Divy Island and tho ground round Calcutta now desired. We were 
in hopes that in case Wo could havo gut thoso Petitions grantod ns by the means 
of Cawndora F Kh &n Dauran] that afterwards tho Vizier would not gain say or at 
least by a little bribery it might havo passod, there has been severall endeavours 
made to get an opportunity to speak with Cawndora [Khan Daur&n] so aa to 
convince him but nono has boen procureable, Wo fear the Petition in this 
interim may be gone in and will come out signed aa beforementionod. 

Yesterday tho King contrary to tho advice of the Vizier and purely on his own 
will went out a hunting and all the Omraha [«mar<i] to their Tente, the place at 
present mentioned is about 18 Cos off, but God knows what may be the design of 
it, or where he will march to, this obliges us to follow him to morrow or next day 
leaving M r . Edward Stephenson and Ehilipa behind to take care of the Honourable 
Company® effects nere, should tho Petition oome out Signtfuret abovemontionod 
We shall be obliged to make a new Address to the King Which will not only 
profraot the Negotiation but must lay us open to a denial, and at the best very 
expensive. We shall advise your Honour Ac* as soon aa Wo hate any hopes of 
Success (which God send) or what We shall be obliged to reoeed from..

Asking withall where we lived.’—Sallabut Caun [§alftbat Khan] told 
him we lived with him.”

"Our last to your Honour Ac? was March the 21at giving a particular 
•Account how our affairs stood at that time, in the dose We informed you that we 
heard our Phirds [/aril] were signed but [Cut] bulnioolk 3 which was afterwards 
confirmed by the papers themselves, this put us into a serious consideration what 
was to bo acted in that Juncture. If the Papers wero carried to the Viseir and 
our business carried on that way. We should at best bo esteemed as Caundoras 
[Khan Dauran’sJ cast off favorites, turned over to the goodness of the other 
whom if it were possible to engage with bribes or otherwise to got our Petition 
granted yet Caundora [Khan Dauran] who is naturally disposed to do littlo good 
might even then dissorve us with his Majesty and ao inevitably ruin our business, 
for it is certain He has such an ascendancy over the King as to dispose him 
according to his own inclinations ; these thoughts induced us to make another 
Essay of Canndora’s [Khan Dauran's] generosity and give him an Account of our 
affairs, leaving the Vizier as our last Koservo, First Syud Sallubul Cawn | Sayjad 
Balabat Kh an ] at our instigation wrote largely to Caundora [ Kh an Dauran j con¬ 
cerning us, but this had not the desired Effect, however this was supply’d in some 
measure by the opportunity somo days afterwards to encounter him in privato (an 
opportunity never before happening for some months) when he discoursed him 
concerning ns and our affairs at large and to the following purpose. That this 
Present to his Majesty had laid by many years, no one having eonrage to proceed

own honour, aeing We could expect no other usage than of cast off Favourite* 
That we had not to our knowledge deserved ao severe punishment, and pecordingly 
hoped it would not be inflicted without a farther Scrutiny, and lastly that We were 
resolved whatever favours his Majesty would confer on ns, should be by his 
means, and that what was by him Bejeoted, should not induce us to apply to any 
other person 1 it seems He was not a little tiehled with this discourse, but pretended 
first misinformation, that our business belonged entirely to the Duanny [diwff at] 
tor which Season He turned it over thither for examination, bnt since it was our 
earnest desire he would reassume those papers, and get them signed, your 
Honour Ao^ will beleivo that after such melancholly reflections, this for the 
present a Little revived ns. 

The King removing about fourteen Course from the city we found our selves 
under an absolute necessity to attend him though it raised our expenses to a very 
great pitch, fearing least they might proceed to Lahore aa was publiokly given out. 
But his Majesty seemed wholly taken up with hunting, which used to engage him 
most days of the Weekend then from morning till night so that there was a general 
stop to business. It | was the Camp report .that this Journey was designed purely 
to entrap the Visier, However hia oaro and preoaution hindred any sinister 
Council! from taking effect, daring this Encampment Coja Seerhaud [Khwajah 
Sarhad] daily attended at Caundoras [Khan Daman's] Levy, whose only answer 
was (whenever he gave any) that We must wait till the time of hunting was over, 
when our business should be compleated, a full mouth has now elapsed in this 
condition; But in the interim Thero happened a Quarrel between the People of 
Caundora [Khan Daurin] and Mamud Ami Caun [Muhammad Amin Khan] as 
they came from the Durbar, which after their masters got to their Tents ended 
in a downright fight, wherein they fired with small Arms, Bonds 3 and Great 
Gunns for above 3 hours notwithstanding the Kings repeated commands to 
forbear: Tot was it at last made up after about a hundred men wore killed and 
wounded, the King was highly displeased with tho liberty they took and resented 
it to both of them: Out the Munsub [isasfai] of all tho actors took tho 
trumpet* from hia favourite, who was not admitted to his presence for 
three days, and threatn'd much more. But at present all is. made up, and hia 
Majesty again reconciled to them : This being likewise over, we reitterated our 
desire to Sallabut Cawn [SjalAbat Khan] to apeak to Cawudora [Khan Daurin] 
Insinuating that We could not longer support ourselves in our present necessity. 
It pleased God this morning he found an opportunity to apeak to Cawndora

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fgiw* Danin] (as He says) in a very ample manner, and was anavered that aa 
we had staid so long we must wait two days more when he would apeak to hie 
Majesty effieatiously in our behalf. 

We hare endeavoured to dive into the reasons why Cawndora [Khin Danrin], 
after all the world knew he was our Patron should fling our Petition to Cntbul- 
tnoolk [Qufebu-l-mulk], and besides put such a considerable Stop to our affairs: 
There goes a report (altho’ we cannot affirm the truth of every article) and not 
improbable that when our Petition first went to Cawndora [Khan Daurin], some 
of his Mutauddys [matataddit] who thought they had too small a Share in the 
profit Sallabut Cawn [Salabat Khan! had made of ua, on examination of our 
Petition rose several objections to Cawndora [Khan Daurin] That onr asking for 
Ground <fcc» was not fitt to be granted, this disturbed the affair so muoh that we 
were obliged to a second petition finding this out too late, Sallabut Cawn [Salabat 
Khan] as a means to accomplish the business, was obliged to ask their assistance 
toward signing the S'* Petition, which Wo are informed they refused, mying 
that what they had before contradicted, could not be now advised with any good 
face : and for Sallabut Cawn [Salabat Khan] himself he had some Apprehensions 
that ont of spight those Mutauddys [ssutafaddir] had acquainted Cawndora [Khltt 
Danrin] with onr Bribery, which prevented his appearing ao boldly, as He might 
have otherwise inclined, by this means the business was apparently stopped, Tet 
to rcleive which and keep ns in heart (Por onr obligation to Sallabut Cawn [$alibat 
Khlnl is oonditionall) the Jentue Bogues took this as a fitt opportunity to make up 
their mouths, and so sdvised the signing Cutbulmoolk [Qu^bu-l-mulk] telling 
Sallabut Cawn [$al&bat Khlnl and us, that things would be more easily effected 
there, than with Cawndora [Kha n Danrin], nay We are of opinion Sallabut Cawn 
[$allbat Khlnl privately consented to it Had We given onr consent, it is very 
probable things would not have succeeded, They having an opportunity to 
plunder us and perbsps our whole business in danger of being overthrown. Where¬ 
as foreseing to many ill conseqnenoet. We got an opportunity, without cognisance 
of the Jentu's to oonvinoe Sallabntt Cawn [Saltbat Khlnl. that We were in 
.the. highway to Bain; but desiring that by the first opportunity He would 
endeavour to work in the same manner on Cawndora [Kh an Danrin], which 
hapned according to the abovementioned Paragraph j yet was this impossible to 
be effeeted with the privity of the Jentnes. 

Your Honour Ao. has now received a full Account of our affairs, nothing but 
Patienoe can serve our turn seeing onr application at present to the Tinier or. any¬ 
body else would entirely Bain ns. 

We now oome to answer your Honour Ac’* of theVA March which lately 
came to our hands. 

Concerning Bsraa ss c seats [Varanasi Seth's] mony, and the Calculation your 
Honour Ac* are pleased to make of Allumgeery [ ‘MlmmfiH] Rupees, We cannot 
toll what agreement is made with him or how the mony is to be paid, whether 
Specie delivered here into Gash, or according to the Exchange of mony, the 
allowance of Exchange excepted. If the former, We have no difference here 
between Surat and Hosmnaa Bupeea, but are informed that the Bnpees celled 
hare Allumgeery ['ffamfiri] are the same as Pueee Hosasaas in Bengali, which 
ii iU except new 8urst Bupeea. If Sit latter then he is to receive Siam's in 
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Bengali for Allumgeery [‘ alamgiri] paid in hem, the difference here between 
Allnmgecry [' alamgiri] and Siam's ia from § to 1 per oent Currant mony of Dilly 
nine thousand One hundred and eight three Annaea, makes Allumgeery 
£‘alamgiri] eight thousand eight hundred fort/ two, fourteen Anna's six pee 
We beleive the above is sufficient to clear that Account. 1 

We observe what your Honour &o* write concerning Joffer Cawn [Ja*far 
Khan] with the trouble he has given the Merchants We are likewise informed 
that you have agreed to pay him fifteen thousand Rupees for the easy carrying on 
the Companys business in Bengali ; We formerly advised you that a complaint 
against him here would be to [no] purpose for which Season We have hitherto 
evaded it. 


Concerning the Madras complaints for those towns We formerly advised your 
Honour Ac* as also tho.Honb 1 ® Governour and Councill of Fort 8*- George that 
Omeer All Omrah [ Amiru-l-umaia - ]* takes' very little notice of any orders from 
Court and that a private letter from the Vizier was the only servicable method 
(sltho' the Towns are granted when the Phirmaund £farma»] is wrote) which was 
the Season we procured it and whieh We hope came safe to hand, being a means to 
ingratiate our H.onb'« masters affairs with that Omrah [umara] : We shall be very 
earefull to observe all instructions either from Fort 8‘. George or Bombay. 

About two mouths agoe arrived here Hossein Amidan [Husain AhmadP] Owner 
of the Ship taken by the Danes in Bengali, We are informed He is endeavouring 
to do us all the disservice in his power: Having here forged Letters under the 
Zereef [Sharif] of Mecca's Seal to the Sing, Vizier and Caundora [Khan DaurSn] 
that the English are Pyrats and, that the King will do well not to favour us 
Besides these there are aeverall other Certificates counterfeited whieh will be 
occasionally made use of: We shall endeavour all that ia possible to Bender the 
designs of that Impostor abortive. 

Inclosed comes Cash and Warehouse Accounts, Copy of Consultation and 
Charges General for February.”

[Sh&lihm&r] in which Place we continued till the 7th of May, his Majesty making 
his Entry the day following. 

This last month has elapsed with very little alteration as to the state of onr 
affairs. We having not proceeded a step farther except in the -fair promises of 
Oanndora [KhSn Daurftn], which of late have been very frequent. It's now about 
a fortnight sinoe Canndora [Khan Dauran] asked for 'the Petition, which was 
delivered him. We at that time hoped he would have got it signed without much 
farther examination but have proved to be mistaken, the Cheif objections made 
to the Petition were the domands of more ground round Callcutta, the Island of 
Divy, and the ground without the City of Surrat; it has been carefully instilled 
into Canndora l~Kh in Dauran] that grants of this nature may be one day very 
^prejudicial to the King of Indoetan, first in respect to Calcutta we shall have an 
opportunity of frequently quarrelling with the Phousdar [/biyrfffr] Ac* we 
being already too strong without any Addition, and for Divy Island, were we once 
in possession of it and ever came to a Bupture with them, no Sjiip would be able 
to pass to or from Bengali (We are informed the King has had particular notice 
given bi™ of this) lastly for the Ground at Surat, although it’s very certain the 
Dutch had a grant for it from Moaadeem* that the Present Government is very 
unwilling to allow it, your Honour Ao* may be very well assured ail possible 
««mh have been used to contradict these advioes, and We are of opinion that 
Oanndora [Khan Daurtn] may be something oonviooed of the reasonableness of 
onr Petition, but yet he is still apprehensive that he may be reflected upon, for the 
ill oonaeqnenMS, which has made him resolve not to do onr baseness purely on his 
own head as appears by his answer to Seerhaud [Sarhad], let me get the Visier 
first to consent and act joyntly with me in this a ff a ir and I’ll certainly effect your 
business to which he Added a very Solemn Asseveration. 

Onr last from the Honourable President and Oounoill of Bombay seem to 
make a very Slight matter of the Saint Business seeing they have orders from 
Mw ghmd to withdraw that Factory, bat for your Honour Ao“* mare Particular

over again is a double Folly and unanswerable. 

When our Negotiations first commenced we depended entirely on 
the power Syud Sallabutt Caun [Sayyad §al&bat Khan] had with 
Caundora [ Khan Daur&n], and the agreement we had made with him, 
whioh made us neglect some off the letters servants, who have had a 
great in perplexing our Affairs; purely because they were nott 
bribed, as they should have been. The persons meant are Rey-Beyon 
[Rde Rdyan\ Tun Duan {Tan Dvodn] and Nutmull [Nath Mail] 
Vakile. The latter, att the delivery off our petition the first time, had 
orders from Cauudora [Khan Daurta] (att their instigation) to give 
the petition to the Duanny {diwdnV\ to pass it’s examination there from 
the books and rooords. Itt cannot be deny’d butt that these remarks 
must .* particularly influence Caundora [Khan Dauran] and the King 
to grant or nott grant what we desired. Iff we were then oonvinoed 
off the truth off .this; Itt was to be sure att that time our duty, to 
take the neoessary precautions, and as most off the officers in this 
Country are mercenary, and for money will doe any thing that is 
desired s To be sure they should nott have been neglected, butt well 
bribed, that they might layi a proper oement to our Foundation. Att 
that itt is certain we were nott oonsoious off any Enemys in 

Caundoras [Kha n Daur&n’s] house, and did beleive the influence he 
might have in the Duanny {diiedni], might hinder the officers there from 
any partiality in their remarks.

what ought to be allowed off our petition. Itt was with a general 
consent Agreed, we ought to secure him by any methods; and a list off 
a handsome present was drawn out and delivered Seerhaud [Sarhad]: 
with instructions, that in case he found him mercenary to advance a 
sum off money more, off this our former consultation gives a particular 
Aooount, and Seerhaud [Sarhad] in that part followed his instructions; 
Butt says, he found Autusham Caun [I‘ti§Bm Khft n] free from tempta¬ 
tion : and gave our petition to his peeahoar, Rey Bokeohund [R&o Bhog 
Chand], whom we also have Agreed to bribe as before. He has thrown 
the petition into the Duanny [diioani] for a Second Examination, and 
seems to bring our Affairs to the same Crisis as before in that office: 
with this Exception only, that wo havo satisfied . Bokeohund [Bhog 
Chand], and he has promised to stand our Friend. Yett as ho will 
nott examine the books himself, and iff ho favours, can butt only amond 
any thing done amiss, there being still a method to be used by taking 
oare of the under-writers, whioh Seerhaud [Sarhad] cannot man ago 
himself, because ho will not submitt to goe to the office, noither is itt 
proper he should; being the buisness off an under-Yakile [mriril], who 
should Executo his orders; and to which intent we have had sevcrall in 
our service from the beginning off our negotiation.

He sooming unwilling to 
comply, and his disputing against itt with Such obstinacy (The main 
off whioh is that the Country Vokiles [vakils] are all Roguos and that 
where ho has any thing to doo no one shall attend him or will he give 
him orders) and the apprehensions there ore, that we may again feel 
the smart off this neglect, are willing to Clear our aelvos from the 
Consequence thorooff. 

The Undersoribers doe protest against this unnecessary obstinacy off 
Seerhaud' [Sarhad], and doe pronounce him answoTable for any thing, 
that may Attend his non-Complianoe j and that this shall be a wittness 
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'for us, and Against him upon the Examination ofi our Honourable 
Employers.

“ Wo wrote your Honour Ao® tho 20 th UIt°- giving an Account of our affairs, 
since which Wo received your Honour Ac:®*- of April the 18 th which We find

the Kinge signing. 

In oar last We advised your Honour &o» of oar keeping a good correspondence 
with the Honourable Go vernonr and Oonnoill of Bombay. We hrfVe not lately bad any 
betters from thence or had occasion of writing thither. As for the Honourable 
President and Coanciil of Fort 8‘- George, We hare not received a line from them 
rince our arrival! at Diliy, and ’tie long since We have wrote them, which was 
Cheifly deferred by Reason of the backwardness of our last Petition, and dispairing 
of any answer from thence in dae time, there was no absolute necessity for it. So 
soon as our Petition is Signed, we shall immediately advise them that their affairs 
may be put into such a posture as they themselves desire. 

We observe what your Honour Ac? write concerning tho omission of the first 
Article in the Petition, ‘tis certain We owe that to those people, in whoso hands 
the Phirds [/arrfs] were, being [not] from any omission of ours. 

We likewise observe what notations Your Honour make concerning the 

ground round Caloutta. We are endoavouring to pertwade the Mutauddys 
ImMtataddit] that the Kings signing should bo montiond in the Phirmaund 
[ farmer a] which they seem to object against as not fit till the ground was one 
own, where as at present We had not bought it. 

Concerning Patna house which is granted to live in. Your Honour writes that 
its not worth acceptance unless as a free gift. The Mudsudys [mtdafaddit] stiokle 
so much at that which We desire for Surat that Wo did forgoe that artido for fear 
of hindering that which was off much greater consequence. Besides our advises 
from Bombay and oommon Report have led us into a mistake In insisting that 
the Dutch bad a house given thorn within and liberty for ground without the City 
of Surat from the King, for upon Examination of their Phirmaund [ farmBnj, 
there is not a word mentioned of it, and only a Husbulhoooum [hatbu-l-hukm] 
under the Consommas ^khamamant^ Soal, to the Phousdar [ faujddr ] or 
Snrat, to let them have such a ones house, to live in, as likewise anothor in Patna 
they have likewise a garden without the City, as well as tho French but it a 
permission from tho Phousdar [faujdar}, not a grant from the King So that if we 
obtain a grant for a house and garden without Surat it will bo more than was 
ever yet given to any European nation. 

We very well Remark what your Honour Ao» write concerning Madrasi Rupees 
and the fineness thereof, thero will bo an absolute necessity to have them Kefinod 
to make them pats the treasury. It is a thing of that consequence that Autusham 
Caun [I*ti?am Khan! informs us that Jaffar Caun [Ja‘far Khan] had, in a 
particular manner mentioned it to him among other things, and that our Coining at 
7 J ni ^- r .. wa a very projudioiall to the King, and hia Customs which haa made 
Autuaham Caun [I*li?am Khan] object myre against our having Separate Mints, 
than any thing Else in the whole Petition, So that this granted will very well 
compensate the Refining Madras* Rupees: and we hope the Gentlemen there will 
be of that opinion 1 . 

If it God that We finish the payment of a yearly f iaboash {pethlcath] 

in Snrat According to our desire. We shall pursuant to your Honour Aca* 
orders, write our opinion concerning the private trade both to Madraas and

under write, that tho books for the 20th year 1 wore not to be found, with this veiw 
that tho making of that pishcash may be rendered tho more easy. 

Wo here inclose a particular Account of mony Ao^ that was given as a 
supply to M™. Woodvill but having no Receipt from her it comes attestod by us 
all, which We hopo will bo sufficient to Regain tho debt.

We received the papers oat of the 
Seteherry [kac\akrt\ from other hands, which He owned afterwards was 
known to him 3 or 4 days before; The only Season He gave for this unaccount¬ 
able concealment was, that since Attesham Cawn [I'tifara KhinJ had so deceived 
him. Ho was resolved not to be communicative, till he had tryed all possible 
means to rotriove it, and by that means hinder the great ooncern and Chagrin that 
must necessarily seize us on such disappointments; We are unacquainted with 
what answer ho can give himself, or our Honourable Masters, for such'an apparent 
breach of trust. In fine, after this was publickly known Seerhaud [Sarhad] 
frequently went to Attesham Cawn [I'tifam Kh&n] who he now owns, told him 
that if We had a Phirmaund [/armAn] already. We Should havo another 
according to it. 

We are very conscious tho Phirmaund [ /armJs] Wo have is of very little 
oonsrquonce and hardly worth being accepted; to Boocivo Husbulhooknms 
[4aiis l-tsini] would bo a President that was never undo yet, and would have 
a very bad influence upon futurity. Complaints wore mado to Cawndora 
[Khin DaurKnJ with as little Snocess as formerly, and likowiso to Syud Sallabut 
Cawn [Sayyad ijalabat Khan] from whom Wo expected little assistance: with 
all We wero so bold to threaten We would leave tho place. Bat since We were in 
hopes to llecoivo an answer from Your Honour Acw in so small a time. We esteemed 
it most proper, not toexeoutoso bold an Action (Wheroon depended the Welfare of 
all our Honourable Masters Settlements in India) till Wo had Received very 
Particular instructions from Your Honour Ac. We do beleive each an attempt 
might have good success, since they are sufficiently apprehensive, what damages 
We are able to do thorn at Sea, and We are assured it is only the fear of that which 
will ever bring them to a comply anco, without any notice of the great Presents, 
that have been made thorn, and tho long time We have been attending at Court. 
Wo desire your Honour Ao» will ploase to weigh every Step, Wo havo made from 
the beginning of this Negotiation; We have upon all occasions used the Utmost 
precaution, and what We hope has been approved of but at present We are at a 
Stand, tho many and suddain revolutions in our affairs from topsie tnrvy, give 
us warning to have very little dependence on the fair promises of these gnat men, 
So desire Your Honour Ac*? very particular Instructions in your first on ell that 
We have Wrote about. 
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Not knowing what Straights Wo may be pnt under or how soon the Ring may 
learo the City, We beleiro for oar Honourable Masters Interest, that the lea 
goods are left in their Oodowns the better, for We find the mutanddys feats 
faddit] are much better pleased with Beady money than Brjad cloth, since the 
vast quantity that has been disposed of m this City has made a mecr drug of it 
For whieh Season We have agreed and ordered Mr. Stephenson to dispose of most 
of the Honourable Companya Broad cloth, by the first oppertuoity at tho market 
price, that We may be light and Ready on all occasions. 

We have for sometimo been told, that thero was such a jx-rson as Bay 
Rirperam [RSe Kirpa Ram] in Caundora's [Khan Daurttn'a] house, upon whose 
words he laid a very great Stress having oftener access to his private Consulta¬ 
tions than any Onoelso whatsoever. Our affairs at that timo were so involved with 
Attesham Cawn [I'tiqam Khan] 4c* that Wo had not timo to try him till now 
which happened on the following occasion ; In our la,t Trotter to the President 
Ac* at Bombay, We intimated t hat an they had orders from Knglnnd to with¬ 
draw tho Surat Factory, We did boloivo had tho Cheif of Jurat insisted more 
upon his departure, when his Stay was desired by Hyder Cooli Pawn [Haidar 
Quli Kh an] ho would rather than let them leave the City have wrote to Court

Wo have observed your Honour &c*'» Notations upon what was formerly 
Signed on our Petition by the Duan Colsa l~ diwan-i-HJlitih 1. among which your 
Honour Acs conceive whore it is wroto, "write to the Dnan Subah[diicJ»-s- 
fiihak) or Fliousdar [/VnyrfJr],” that the business is Suspended for their Judge* 
monls, whereas it ia quite otherwise, whoresoever the King or Duan Colsa 
[rfiir«I»-i-i*Jfiia*] has wrote so it it perfectly granted, as your Honour 4c» 
will hereafter too, when the Grants ere wrote under the Vizier's Seal, they will 
be directed to the several Duau Subaha [rfiicffa.t-fSftaA], and those that followed 
them, that Such Petitions an granted. 

It is certain our Stay here has been longer than eould have been expected by 
any one, end theaeby the Expeuee of this Negotiation much enhauno'd, which we 
have endeavoured to retrench aa mueh aa possible from the very beginning, we 
have nothing but barely wbat is neoeasary, our Account be our Witnesses and 
your Honour Ao» our Judges, whether we have beau guilty of any Extra rag an. 
eies, considering the Place, tho Number of Englishman, and any attendance to 
maxe a creditable appearance at this Court. Cojah Bur hand f Khwaiah Sarhad] 
says 'ms Allowance U'too small and hopea to have an Addition to it now or at 
his return. 

Cojah Suxhand [Khwljah Sarhad] Solemnly protests that ha will never mingle 
any forreign affair with those of ear Honourable Hosiers, if he does he must be 
aata trabls lor it.

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[Khwkjah Sarhad] in his true Couloura, our publiqua Consultation Book and 
Diary will be found something ban on this heed by reason bis seeing and punning 
the whole wu onavoydabla to let him know we were Oonseaona to all hie Tricks 
and Villianie* and to have pen’d t h e m down in Pnbliok might hire made him 
desperate and thereby added fuel to the Flame with which he had been poaaaaaad. 
This has been Sufficiently remedied by our private Notations and pertioularty at 
large by the Secretary H. Barker. Twee these Considerations that made ns 
eonoeel from him oar knowledge of his Designs, past Transactions and . Behaviour 
being trurly satisfied that the day would Come lor our ample Justifications, and 
the Viltian be suitably rewarded, to this End we shall endeavour to sum ap onr 
Allegations against him with as mnoh particularity as our Notes memory and 
daily observations can instruct by entirely waving his personal deserts from us, by 
bis continued slights and abuses, and we take this Liberty to Assure your Honour 
Acs that no desire of revenge shall make us swerve from the Truth or by any 
fpigned Story to aggravate his Crimes to be punctuall in this and that yon may 
have a perfect Notion of what we’re agoing to relate, we must desire that your 
Honour Ac 1 . 1 look back on our first Arrivall at this Place from which Time we 
Shall begin our Intended Narration. It'a likewise necessary to remember the 
vain promises of this Gentleman that all was to be done purely by his Friends at 
Court alone whioh without doubt was the greatest Enoouragemont for the 
Honourable President 4o* sending the Present to his Majesty giving So great a 
Charge to Seerhaud [Sarhad] and the Promise of so large a Howard on Conditions 
of Suocess this seemed in some measure to be Confirmed by the receipt of those 
good Hasbullhooknma [fycub*ul-kukmt] that were sent from Court before hand, 
and next by tho gift of our Carriage from his Majesty Upon our Arrivall 
at Court we dived into the miitery at once We found Seerhauds [Sarhad'sj great 
Friends, such as Tuokerubcawn [Taqarrub Khan] Cawndora [Khan Dauran], 
Rail abut Cawn [ijalabnt Khan 1 ,and his Particular Friend Cojah Manour [Manawar] 
turned into a 8imple Armenian Psdree and two or three sharp Hogues to assiat 
him who having considerably ohowsod the Dutch in whoso Business they were 
imploycd had laid a design to serve sa after the same manner this scheem aeemod 
presently broken for the Padree who was their Choif discovered himself to be 
Suah an Ass at the first few visits we were obliged to make that not we alone 
bat Cojah Soerhaud [Khwajah Sarhad] himself was ashamed of him, and he who 
formerly extolled his Interest and Behaviour to Sneh a prodigious height was now 
perfectly abashed by such a mean disappointment add to this his extraordinary 
aottishnoss in being drunk onoo or twice daily with his disapperance which 
mado ua snapect much more and occasioned us to make a farther Enquiry 
when upon tho wholo we found ho waa a very lewd debauchee so not only a 
bams to hia gown but by his private walk to Brothells and such like places a 
meer Scandall to Christianity. 

On the intended beginning of this Negotiation we find he has received orders 
iron Cojah' Sserhaud [Khwajah S a r had] who sent him a Letter to Tucknrnb 
Cawn [Taqarrub Khin], Abdoola Cawn [‘Abdallah Kbanl.

engaged to have the present immediately forwarded that he would Accompany 
it and should have the Intiro management of it himself, disposing of all at 
his own ploasure this project took in Some places and liy the management 
of the Gantues with Monsf Martin obtninod tlioso lliiKbulliockums [A atb-ul- 
4 aim] which your Honour Ac* received and were immediately follow I'd by 
Socrpaws (tar-o-pii) and Gooraobudars ' to receive nnd Conduct tho 

present. Seerliaud [Sarhid] when in Calcutta had no reason to promise, that tho 
Carnage should bo given but having instructed tho Padrec to pursue it with this 
Threat the present should bo forwarded on no other Conditions, Tho Yackcels 
[u>akil*] were all at a stand till by chance they fell in with Syud Ballabut Cawn 
[Sayyad $alabat KJi.in], Moor Jumtah [Mir Juinlah] an 1 llosseiuully [ Husain * All 
Khan 1 leaving the Court at this Juncture Cawndora I .Khan IVoirau] liecame 
ambitious to show his Master his abilitys our present made a great noise at that 
time and was tlio more aggrandized by the J’adrees foil, y who accenting to tho 
humour he was in avowed it to amount to 15 or :i0 lack ilnkhj ItujKs-a all which 
he wrote in a Persian Letter he had been advised of and upon Syud Sutlabut 
Pawns (Syyad Salabat K’van’s! particular inquiry into the truth of it he offered 
a note under liis hand ns an enforcement to wliat he nsserted Tho ol.l Syud 
[Sayya.l] had too much scnco to permit hint however there was a Koto given 
iuto tho Consommany 1 that it amounted to Lacks which pleased Sufficiently 
after the Syud ]Sayyad] had satistie.l liis aval it ions Tastes with some prosaat 
brilvos and a Promise of a Larger withall to havo the entire management of our 
business ho iinbarkod in it nnd by his Perswasions prevailed on Cawndora 
fKhan Duuntn] to do the liko by this moans hi* Majesty was |>crswadod to giyo 
the Charge of the Carriage blinded with the Prospect of so largo a present at a 
small Xxpence The several Bills paid by your Honour Ac» and us with the 
Fadrcc's nolo for 25,000 itupees the amount kept Secret till our Arrivall wore 
the only Friends Soorhaud [ Sarhad J could get for this, anil the othor Concessions 
above mentioned, indeed we were afraid of Cnding larger Sums so compl'.ed with 
this designing to Change tho noto which was afterwards performed, but with tbe 
Addition of more broad Cloth seeing they insisted that that noto wss purely for 
the gift of tho Carriage when Cojah Srcrhaud [Khwajah Sarhad j first began to 
quarrell with this priest, wo wore now awl then diverted in the Padrco'a merry 
moods by his reviling Seerhand [Sarhad j with his lying Let tors, schecmes and 
orders, particularly ono which cannot bo omitted, hit writing to tbe Padree to 
petition the King that he had four Tears sgo brought this Present near Lahore for 
Behauder Shaw [Bahadur Shalt] whose - Doath interferring and Moeasudeea 
[Ma'ias-ud-din Jshandkr Shah] having sacrificed all his Brothers he was resolved 
the Murthorer of Arimuth Shawn ['Asimu-th-Hhan] should never have the 
Possession of it, bat that returning by the way of Suratt and from tbeaee to 

1 the XUwnast theoAra m dvpaftieaat at me Let toewasd, le sktak psrtslaX all the 
aor(k«im,s4 eisssitass tha pnntiMSiai ml seppblos ot tbs C«us*. 
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Bengali, tha Frelent waa reierred (or him alone Thia waa inch a notorious lye 
that even the Padree himself waa ashamed of. 

Parsnant to yoar Honour*’* &ce» Orders some Time after oar Arrivall we 
began to discourse with tbo Fadree concerning his Account that we might know 
how he had disposed of the Large Sams which he had received from ns the Delays 
that here ensued made us Oonclude that said Account was then to be made up aa 
they should think fitt among themselves Tho very demanding of it pnt the 
Fadree to a stand for having other Scheoms in his head he designed by the 
frequent Management of tho Business to have scotted of the Debts which hia 
Former debauchery and Polly had led him into in this finding his Mistake he 
fell roundly to work on the Account as the only way to bo revenged the first 
demand on us was for 1200 rs, which being rejected a month or two afterwards 
we heard to tho amount of 7000 rupoes and that the Account was delivered into 
Cojah Soerhaud [Khnujah Sarhad], we endeavoured by all possible Moans to get 
Sight of it, but to no purpose tolling Seorhaud [Sarhad] he would in the End be 
answerable for it mid that tho sura of 17,000 rupoes could not bo ballanced by 
saying the Kxpenco amounted to 24,000, wherefore thero was no other way for 
bis own clearance than by Submitting i* to examination this business at Last 
reached Sjml Sallabut Cawn’s [Sayyad Saliihat Khan's] Ears, who taking notice 
of it said he always took the Ptdrco for a man of Integrity but that now since 
he had made such Extravagant Demands there must Certainly bo a piece of 
Bo gurry in it, and as it was Impossible for him to have expended near that Sum, 
so instead of receiving anything he ought to be swinged tbe Nabob’s Mutanddy 
[mufofuifi] Kirperam [Kir pa It am] was of tho same opinion Mona. Martin took 
Care to let us know that Liquor and a Common Strumpet who had culled him M 
Carryod away best part of tho mony all this when told to Cojah Seorhaud 
[Khwajah Sarhad] had not the least Influence For there was no Account to be 
had, nevertheless the Pailree being in debt somo moans must bo fonnd out 
for his Rebut we then enquired of the Gentues that attendod him and had the 
main Hand in our business (one of whom wo had then Entertained) he waa 
attacked both with milenets and severity to discover what ho knew as to 
the Sums ha could give no Account, neither did ho know what Bills the Padree 
drew they being drawn and the Advises sent in the Armenian Language, ho 
aaya he frequently advised him to give a full Account to us in Persians, as ho 
did to Seorhaud [Sarhad] but without Effect Tn this he vis true for when¬ 
ever any Bill Came there waa never any mention of [it] in Persians and 
only what we received from Seorhaud [Sarhad] that so much Money had been 
expended on such n business it is certain we hindered the Draught of greater 
Sams by refusing Payment to one of the first Bills. The Gcntne whose n ame 
is Mittersein [Mitr Sen’, informed us thit what the Padree received here from 
his Armenian Brethren was in goods and uot Specie so *hat as 1* 0'i rupees was in 
hit distress depreciated to 4 or 600 rupees ready Cash tho debt with Interest 
and Ixchango was on the Contra advanced to 160j This was admirable 
dispatch, and what we Suspected to have some truth in it further he Confessed 
that when the Padree waa in Cash there waa always merry doings it being 
Supposed that the Gentue had given us some Information Soerhaud [Sarhad] for 
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S or 8 months has neither taken notice of nor employed him in any Manner of 
Business altho at first-picked ont hy himself as the fittest Person for his Assist¬ 
ance we Have hinted above that on the Payment of any Bill drawn by the Padree

Information on this Head so do heleive 3000 rupees to be the very outside 
during this Intcrvall the Padree tlirentued to go down to Bengali where ho 
would make his demands sometimes to Suratt and sometime* complain to his 
Majesty O: Hockuuzzor with the plea of Charily pressed us very hard in 
the I’adrees behalf but finding himself denyed was not a little disgusted last of 
all C: I'hanooso [ Khwiij ih I'mois] 1 was Esteemed the properest man to work 
upon us but the Padree not appearing according to appointment that waa Inid 
aside also however this man when nl-uic some Other day discoursed on that 
Subject in a method very foreign to what we had formerly heard.

from aoming any more near us, in short we have vciv good Information that 
Seerhaud [Sarhadj waa liberal in his Orders to the I’ndrea wherefore if his 
Account is extraordinary large he had Authority for tho Expending it For tba 
Honour of the Armenians in general! the Padree dares neither show nor publicity 
own it and Searhaud jSarhadj to screen himself frequently coaxes him with 
fair promise* at Least, for wo have Wen told the Padree threatens to advise 
the Church of it How tins Affair will bo Concluded we cannot judge but suppose 
the Orders Will he at last produced and Cojah ' Khwitjnh Obliged to become 
responsible this is t‘.e State of the Ca-e as if lias hitherto reached our Kn»wlodge 
and in which we havn Wen the m.>rc particular In having Home Hay or another 
Seerhaud 'Sarhad will be culled to Account for it. 

We observed in a Letter of Instructions from your Honour Ac* to us that 
Cojah Manour Khwiijih Manat rnrj is particularly recommended to have a great 
hand in the Management of our business wherefore we were to Coin|>orf our¬ 
selves towards him arrordingjy. To the Letters that were produced beforo your 
Honour Ac* as sent frortf him we toko this to bo the fittoal. opportunity to 
unfold the Cheat Coj-ih M inour ; lyhwiijali Manavvjr’, had never the ieaat hand 
in our business neither has he In on any ways capacitated during this Kings ifeign 

< KijwSjih Finns w.v* a painter brought ftom Hnrat to Court by Farmkhstvar's spwlal 
order. The Conn HistonnKraplier, Motumnid A brim, fj«H, has a long descant on tbo 
marvels of Fcnus’ pictures. 
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Hois one Thoui&nd Munsub [ J fantab,] and Governor of the Tombs in Agra, but 
as he is in disgust with the Court Seldom or Never goes near it, its no wonder 
that Seerhaud [Sarhad] produced Letters from him seeing he had the Impudonre 
to Confess to us that having all sorts of seals ready ho could make 1 tetters 
in what stile and from whom ho ploaRed which he had often done when the 
Honourable President and Councill were dispirited, there aro many men in the 
World that have been guilty of thoso tilings, but vory few who have been so 
enormously wicked and shameless as to own and defend it. 

Upon duo Consideration wo found tho Stress of our Business at first depended 
on Sallabut Cnwn [Salfib.it Khan] which made us the muro solicitous to oblige 
him and the old Uonilcmun being Jealous tluit we might make our Applieatiou 
elsewhere has kept John Surman in the best part of liis own house what means 
did Seerhaud [Sarhad] leave unattempted for his remove affirming it not to 
lay in this man's Power to Effect our Business sometimes applying to one some¬ 
times to another of Cuwudora’s [l(han Daurail's] Servants without any manner 
of Sucorss if we desired him to go to the i.'ny Lay a [Kao Kayftn] or Nutmull 
[Nath Mull] whom wc found to have obstructed the Business endeavouring to 
bring them over by Bribery ho would make na fair premises but was sure to 
forget it when our first Petition was delivered in and by Cawudora [Khan 
Dauran] sent to the Duanny \ /inani] records to receive its remarks, wo Earnestly 
desired Cojali Seerhaud [Kbwajnh Sarhad] to take Care that what was wrote 
thereon might bo in our Favour, to which ho mado the Accustomary Answer 
to bo sure novor tear, 1 will do it and at the same time never took tho least notice 
of it yet deceiving us with some Story or othnr (ill all was Spoild and then 
camo with tho Excuse, How could I help it tho ill Consequences of this have been 
long since apparent to your Honour &e* Vis 1 , tho weightyest part of our 
Petition ni t granted, and wo led in a String for 8 Months longer which wo 
passed over with a l>oal of uneasiness altho no Stono was left unturned for our 
Boleif All tho Arguments Seerhaud [Sarhad] could mnster for our forsaken (sir) 
Eiyud Sallabut Cawn [Snyyiul Salaliat Khan] provd fruitless now asserting his 
Incapacity and at another Time liis Roguery theso delays being only designed to 
squeeze rnoro monoy from us then again that Cawudora [Khan Dauran] wanted 
a Lack of Kupoes we bad vurious Solicems laid for a new 1'alion’[patron?] 
nay He carried tho matter so far as to Speud 7 days in drawing up a now Petition 
when nothing would Servo him bnt it must bo delivered to Etmaund Cawn 
[1’tiuiud Khan] one of tho Eunuchs and from which he was uot easily diswaded 
in fine his being so very Pragmatical in such like particulars has given us more 
trouble and uneasiness than Cawndora [Khan Dauran] by his delays.

Daurunj occasioned what we wrote your Honour Sr* August the C in which 
was a double Intention one to use upon the last Kxlrciui'y, and the other to 
make Secrhaud ; Ssrliid] become more Subject to our Command* for altho' ho

to their knowledge every thing carried this Face till the time came for our Papers 
to move towards the Duanny Ketcherry (diic3nl lachahri) and writing the 
Phirmaunds [/iarmffae], and Perwannaes [partcSnaht] when finding himself 
at a stand he was obliged to call the Gentue to his assistance to make Choice 
of ours was to fear discovering what he wished to Continue a Secret and 
perfectly lay open his Indirect Practices besides your Honour &c» must know 
he mightily effects working miracles and making tho plainest things appear 
mistioall 1 only to be unravelld by his superior Genius and Experience to supply 
this dtficienoy a Gentue of his own was provided whom he employd privately 
but that not Serving he was obliged to choose another of a great Rank who

What proves most grievous to us is his frequent protestations never to take the 
least notice of any orders that may Come from your Honour Ac® or any other 
Settlement nay not only to profess but Actually to be as good as his Word aa for 
us he has very little IJneasinoss. will tell only what he pleases and take our Advice 
as he thinks fitt. 

These things added together wo think picture out a man trnely discharged 
from his Conscience Honour and Religion with the fear of Punishment for ail which 
he has got some Convenient Logicisms For Koligion and Conscience he believes 
every man receives hi* Reward and punishments in this world so no Fear of

likewise, we have taken Copies thereof and now send them for your Honour 
Ac'>'< Perusal, ic being already finished by all the under .MuIImi,I dles 
we are under no Apprehensions of any Alterations to our Disadvantage. As soon 
ns it pleases God that Ihev come out Signed by Iiis Aluje.ty. wo shall lake care 
to dispatch the Good news with the greatest Fxpcdiiiim. but n >t evpceiimg it to 
reach the Bengali Shipping, wo do at ibis time dispiirh ■ lie same gr.-d news 
with Copies of the 1‘liirmiiiiiids I /\n-niii,.s) to the ll. ieui ruble the President and 
Council of ll.iiiibay, in hopes tint a Conveyance may be met wish from that 
Quarter.

Vis 1 , the Grand Yisiors Seal on the back, the obtaining of which took up the 
whole Month of March, considering the Kings bring in the Camp so near the 
City, the Muttsuddies [mutaeadJU] missed no opportunity to regale tliomsolvos 
at their own Houses, tho Kings going daily a Hunting, and sometimes the 
Visiers not Sitting oat may have been the causa of so great a delay, boaides this 
we cannot answer, bat the Visier may have had some small Sticklings wkothor he 
should on this Occasion requiro a Bribe or not, For the Phinnaunds [farmStu]

We wrote yonr Honours Ac? tho 9 th April to accompany a Bill of 
E xc ha nge payable to Sawbipariy [i3ti baopari\, for the value roceirod here from 
Marlidar, Bawsoin Deoanny Eay [Marlidhar fihao Son Dokhini Roe], and at large 
the 10 th D? carrying the good news that the Phirmaands [/armiu] were intirely 
finish'd and deliver'd in Ac? with enclosure of oar Accounts Ac? for the 
Month of January and Fobnuury, wo again wrote by M r . Cooek bound for Bengali 
the 16 th D,’ chiefly to accompany Copys of the Phirmaanda [farms**] which 
wero deliver'd him as (in our Opinion) a very safe Conveyance. 

We were in hopes by this Letter to havo given yonr Honour Ac? an 
Aeoount that wo had reooivod onr dispatches from his Majesty, bnt as there is 
very littlo to be depended on hero, so wo find onr Selves on this Account under 
no Small Disappointment having never Suspected this trifling matter oou'd have 
taken up so muoh time. Our Experience on this Occasion has taught us, 
the least Affair oannot be transacted here without the Solemnity of a long 
tedious Attendance, thereby enhaunching the favours they grant as to make them 
hardly worth receiving, onr Diary for the Month of April, may be a more proper 
Index, than what can be contain'd in this Letter. Wo hoped ell had been 
concluded with tho Month, not being much concern'd with the Kings deter, 
aination for onr Dispatches altho' not with the same Honour that was granted

June giving an Account of our baring 
received our dispatches from his Majesty Ac* we also wrote yon r Honour Ac* two 
Letters of the 6 th Inst, to accompany 1 Bills of Exchange, one for 19000 and 
one for 13000 Siccas then drawn, payable to Sawbipanry [tfla bmpSr\\, for the 
value reooived here from Qololohundaaw's [Onlal Chand 8a*»u's] Factor*. 

We found our Selves necessitated to take onr leave* in form from the Visier 
and Caundora [Khan DaurSn], whieh we have at last after Several! Delays 
effected, from the Vizier the last Ult and from Sams* me Dow lab* the 10*h 
Inst, after which having received the preeent order'd by his Majesty for the 
Honourable Robert Hedges Esq. we found it our business to leave the City whieh 
accordingly we did yesterday in the afternoon, first tshing oar leave of Ballabut 
Cawn [Salabat Khin] and Zoudy Casrn [^gyin-d-ttln Khan], There now 
remains nothing of any business to detain us. bat the Phianaund [/araJir] 
in answer to the Honourable Robert Hedges Raq.'* Petition. This has been 
writing and going on according to the dilatory way of Cojah Snrhand [Khw&jah 
Sarhad], above these throe months, which be promis’d to do .in 16 days and 
might as well have been finish'd In a Month as a year, bat it being the only thing 
He had the management of in our dispatches, ho is resolv'd to nuke that Sub¬ 
servient to his own Designs and we fear detain ns some days, it has received 
the filings and Visier's Seals, and Seorhaud [Sarhad] has likewise taken attested 
Copys which has been done privately, for it is to have X Cover on it and another 
Seal in Wax, to receive this it went about two or three days since, and is the 
only thing remaining, we protest against Scerhand Israel* for this unnecessary 
delay, and declare that llo is answerable for the Rx pea ora we are oblig'd to be 
at in the Stay wo make at present, for had we received the Phirannnd [farmdn], 
we could have proceeded today. It's very plainly his fault. for instead of 
minding that, he has all along ran after his own business, or otherwise had h* 
attended it, according to his own confession it might have bran done in a few 
days. We have told him very roundly on this oeranoo what be may expect, and 
what he is answerable for, for fear he might play us a Trick, of which we had some 
Suspicion, we did what we con’d to prevent it, by getting an order for the 
Uurzeburdars [tjurzbixriSn] to carry it with the Seerpaw [sor-o-pd], but his 
dustick [dattak] as yet not being ready, he eannot go to demand it, we shall 
make the proper use of tbir and get away aa soon aa possible, for our Stay must 
be very Expensive.

In answer to ihis we reply'd for the Wine if he wou'd be contented as others 
had given it the Company, Vizi about 60 rupees p! Chest, he should have it, for 
file Arrack he has expended and gave it away without our Knowledge, for the 
blaok eases they all oost about 600 rupees in Calcutta so the first exception is 
the extravagant rate he wonld impose, besides he was frequently forbid to make 
use of them on the Company’s Account who shou’d not pay that unreasonable 
rate, he was advis'd to dispose of them otherwise, excopting all this if any had 
been given it being without our Knowledge or Consent, we eou’d not answer the 
passing it, for the FalUnkeens Ac* we were willing to allow of, except the 
Gilding with Gold Bamboos Ends, Cul lasses* Aea. for which there was no manner 
of occasion neither was it seeming for him to use them, for the Camels we were 
willing to pay for them in ease of his proceoduro and have provided more for him, 
hut otherwise not.

For the Companys Horses and Camels we 
beleire part of them may go off at Cassimbasar, and for what can be dispos'd, of 
at Patna we shall Bell, but for to Stay on that Account will enhaunce the already 
vast Expence, we are and hare boen at Short Allowance of Liquor for some time, 
by the boats we hope your Honour Ac* will please to consider us. 

The Roads bctweon this Place and Agra on Account of the Rebellion of the 
Jaats-[Jats] are very troublesome by reason of their Excursions, not baring any 
other Company we are oblig'd to keep a good Force, for the Protection of those 
inraluable Jewells, but we assure your Honour Act nothing shall be added but 
what is absolutely necessary. 

Enclosed comes Accounts Cash Warehouse Charges general, and Copys of 
Consultations for the Month [of] May, what with the Hurry of leaving the City and 
the Indisposition of most of us, the Accounts for June are not done, but the next 
Oossid [gdffirf], which we intend to dispatch from Feredabad [Faridabid] shall 
carry them. 

Enolos'd we send your Honour Act 3 Copys of the General Phirmsunds 
Ifarmant] as also 20 of the Sunnods [rasod#]. 

With muoh ado we hare got a Gurzeburdar [gurzbardSr] to carry the Chief 
of Surat’s Seerpaw [ tar-o-pd J for the Goremour of Mad rasa the Gurzeburdar 
[purzbarddr] that goes with us has orders to carry it so will be dispatcht from 
Bengali. 

When we received our dispatches from the Vizier Aseem*, he told us die 
Portuguese at Goa had been guilty of a great many misbehaviours, but parti¬ 
cularly in abusing the Mahometans, and making them Christians by Force, which 
his Majesty having very often Complaints of it, was now resolv’d to have 
Satisfaction, he said the Forces would be order’d to besiege that Port, that he 
expected we would give them Assistance to punish the Kings Enemies. We 
modestly answered it was not in our Power, neither durst we break the Pesos 
upon any occasion, that we oou'd not Assist upon any other Conditions^ than being 
at War with Portugal in Europe, notwithstanding this answer he seem’d net 
satisfied, and then proposed the French to Zeudy Caun,* who it's now reported 
will be made Duan of the Decan and some other Ports, he answer’d that this 
affair, were it left to him, he was able to manage. This is all that past, or that 
we have yet heard of, but not knowing how it may be pursued, and how our

They 
fell too without much Ceremony and fought for about two Gurreys, [p*«ri]* and 
tis supposed that their Cheif having received a mortal! Wound in his Breast was 
the Season they Bun'away without any Other Damage then the wounding a 
Woman and 8 or 4 Osen. They have been so kind aa to keep out of Sight ever 
Since.

1 Bill 6000 rupees payable to Kiaaaray Gololehund [Kishori Gulalchand], 
received from Gowoldaas Gosaaulray [Ookd Die Khu ahhai Rae] to both which 
we hope your Honour Ao* will give due Honour. 

We were in hopes that the Frequent Advices we gave Your Honour Ac* of 
our departure from Dilly and in our way hither might have arrived time Enough 
to have Budgerows Ac* sent up for our Carriage down to Calcutta, We fear 
some of the CoeaidB [gSfuT] may have miscarry‘d and so prevented it. We have 
waited in Expectation of a Letter, - but not Coming to hand Wb have taken a 
Resolution to leave this Place with the Utmost Expedition by getting what 
Boats Ac? we can hire aa the onley Expedient to finish this Expensive Journey. 
For any Business to be done here, in getting in the Company's Debts which 
your Honour Ao> formerly ordered we find nothing to be done with Seerbolund 
CSswn [Sarbuland Khan] without Expenoe. If we should pay bim a Visitt, make 
a Present and move to settle a Factory here as be thinks fitt we beleive the 
Possession of the house might be obtained but aa Yet we ean get no answer. 
Your Honour Ac* gave us particular Orders to' acquaint the Sabah [fiiai^rr] 
and Doan [Aefs] on what Conditions a Factory might be resettled. The Dnan 
[iiala] and all. other Offioers have not the least authority nnder Seerbolund 
Cawn [Sarbuland Khan] who manages every thing himself and instead of the 
Cut-Barrers’ which was formerly paid to the Prince, he has laid the same Imposi¬ 
tion on all the Merchants here under another name called Budrueka.* From the 
Dutch he has taken instead of .their former Poeahoaah [jwiihui] of 10.0CO rupees 
18,300 rupees After imprisoning their .Servants 8 months and stopping their laden 
hosts above one.

“Th* 7i£ att night arrived a Letter from the Honourable President 
and Counoill, Dated September 19th importing 
October 10th Patna. ^at a party off soldinre with Budgerows was 
ooming for us; and that we ithduld remain in Patna till their arrivall, 
getting in the mean time possession off the house, and recovering what 
debts due to the Honourable Company. The many fformer Letters 
from the Honourable President and Councill giving intimation, and 
our own desires Spurring us on, to come to a Conclusion of this Charge¬ 
able negotiation ; we resolved to I^eave this piece with all possihle 
Speed: to whioh end we have already laid out u.oney for Boates, to 
carry ns down ; and entertained best part off the peons and Buxerys 
neoesaary for the oooasion. Wherefore our readinose to leave this 
place will be in a Weeks time. 

The Honourable Companyt Debtors are either dead or insolvent. 
As for compulsion there is none to be need, without the Nabobs 
a • whioh is so far from being Granted ; That he does nott 

Comply with the Letter off the Kings orders in permitting ns to have 
the house. Saying, “ Itt was nott given ns to be Lett out, butt that a 
Factory might be settled therein; on whioh oonditions we might have 
itt.” Butt +EU most be understood css the payment off the former 
16000 rupees peshcesh [jxeAtes*]; and nott what the Honourable 
President and Oonnmli are in hopes of. So the design of settling tbet 
Factory is rendered Abortive. By whet is abovemention’d. Oar 
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ffarther Stay in Patna plainly appears to be of no servioe to Onr 
Honourable Masters affairs, butt will on the Contrary prove Ex¬ 
pensive. 

Two months must be Elapsed before the Culcutta Boates ean 
possibly arrive att this plaoe; Very likely meeting with some trouble 
in the way; which is nott to be feared in our passage down, Seeing we 
have the Kings Qoorseburdar [gurzbardOr\ y Chilah [chela] and Dustieks 
[dastake] to aooompany us, besides the Character his Majesty has been 
pleased to give us in the Last. We oonolude and Agree to depart 
hence with the Utmost Expedition, Conoeiving itt most for the Interest 
of Our Honourable Masters.

“To the Honourable Bobert Hedges Eaq? Governour of Fort William and 

President of Affairs of the Honourable Company of Merchants of England 

Trading to tho East Indies Ace Conncill In Bengali. 

Honourable Sir and Sirs 

Wa wroto your Honour &e» the 20th December very particularly concerning 
the Behaviour of Cojah Seerhaud [Khwajah SarhadJ during the Course of **>«■ 
Negotiation to that Time. We find our Selves obliged to oontinue the Thread

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of that discourse to the finish of it which now God b® thankod it happily oomo 
to pus. 

Wo shall pnrtue it with our wonted Ingenuity and for to make every thing 
the more plain first add to those things which Seem to be left unfinished in the 
last, and then enlarge upon what farther Misdemeanours he hat committed. 

Consenting the Entrance into the business we tind nothing to add. lint the 
first remark we hare to make is on Padree Dnniell Who nft®r a great many Hufft 
and Threatnings of what he would do in Case we did not comply with hit 
domanda becamo very quiet Secrhaud [Sarhiid] used to tell us ho had satiafyed 
that he had paid him about 800 rupees down in hand and had given him an 
Obligation that in Case he had not full Satisfaction from the Counoill of Calcutta 
he would pay him out of his own Pockett the Sum of 3000 rupees, we seemed 
very well satiafyed with a this and indeed told Cojrih [Khwijalij it would be for 
hit Honour not to suffer him to Complain in any Durbar f liarhllr^ of us altho* we 
could not Agree to his unreasonable demands, nnd to hope to get any redress 
by Complaint he knew was but a Folly which Advice I belcivc be took after ho 
had tryed his own Strength and found he was able to do nothing. The J’adreo 
suspecting Coj&h [Khwujah] at our departure from Hilly seemed to Lave a deairo 
to oomo along with us, and indeed did offer that in ratio we would premise our 
Endeavour to procuro him satisfaction he would. Our Answer was that it wat 
our Opinion ho had much better follow Hncrhuuds [Sarhad’s] Fortunes if h® 
had any Intentions for Bengali, aud that we think is all we cau add to this 
Business. 

"When we woro on our Departure and lie squabbling with us for money 
amongst the rest (but not mentioned in his demand) he wanted trucly us to pay 
for the Vackecl [eaiil] that ho bad employed very barefacedly affirming ho 
deserved a handsome roward. We were very well acquainted with tlio man 
who had been a good Spy to Us, lmt could not wrong our Judgments so much as 
to Consent to it when wo had ns grwvl Servants in the House in the Honourable 
Company8 pay, and we could at That Time tell him his own and how much in 
this particular Case ho had broke through the Honourable President and 
Councilla Order®. He answered thnt it was very well, since wo would not he 
would do it himself, and as for anything Else he had very little Apprehensions. 

We wrote Your Honour &c» at largo about the new Kirperam [ Kriparam] 
Our Agreement with him and wlint we thought of that business, since the 
writing of that Letter, wo found ourselves strictly pursued for a largo Sum of 
money nothing less than 1000 Child Moors [muhrt] would appease. A great 
many reasoning And excuses were made use of but to little purposo Secrhaud 
[Sarhad] insisting cither to give the whole sum or else a finall Answer refusing 
at any Consultation to givo his Opinion of tlio matter, at tho Same Time threatening 
what great mischeif would attend his disgust that Ho much money was In reality 
too much. But what Sum he deserved and would Content him he would not 
Name yet was Continually bringing Duns to our door as a proof bow mueh he 
wae plagued. For tho Conclusion of this Affair we humbly referr to our Consul* 
tation July the 161*1 Our True lleason for Consenting to the Payment of so much 
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money «u the Apprehension we had that 1 he might de some dig-service to the 
Factory at Suratt. The entire Government of that Province being under Hydera 
Cooli Cawn [Haidar Quli Kha.nl and hia Business solely in the Hands of the 
Kirperam [Kpparam]. 

Concerning Seerhand'e [Sarhad's] proceeding to England and buying Barietys 
we have wrote at large in that Letter. The true reason of his staying behind 
is to pursue this projact without any Apprehensions of being hindered by us. 
Zeaudy Cawn [Zeyau-d-din Khan! at last has been the Cheif Protector of this 
scheme and had at about the time of our departure proposed to his Majesty 
something of this Story Again and that a small matter might be sent as a Present 
to the Honourable English Company. He intimated to us that he wished we 
would Stay to receive it but we were too well acquainted with the Expense of 
Dilly and the Time Trouble and Charge there would be to get it after granted 
as well as the small Value the Things would be of, for any such Bait to take besides 
we Considered what little Credit was to be given to the best of them all. We 
since hear Seerhaud [Sarhad] in the Pursuit of his Old scheme has brought his 
Ends about. The [King?] has granted as follows—

But refused to give him his so much desired Phirmaund [/ansds] till such 
Time he arrived in Europe procured the Barietys and advised of their readyness 
when he should have it Sent him, but for the present only a Hnsbullhookum 
[kas&a-f.ftutuni] is ordered. Seerhaud [Sarhid] is not contented with this, but has 
drawn up another Petition and has taken Care to make this appear quite different 
to his Bretlieren in all Places that they may resound it to his Creditors but what 
we have lost above is the last advice from Mittersein [Mitr Sen] 

In our Former Letter amidst such a Tract of Villainies, we Could not Accuse 
hint of misemploying any of the Company* Money or Goods, but we have 
found by the Sequell it was only for want of an Opportunity. For in the first 
Sum of money which was designed for Boquechund [fihogchand] out of ISOlO 
rupees he had a design to steal 10,000 rupees. The neeeasity there was for the

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Agreement our Consultations will witness Knowing what great Service that Mut- 
tuddy [mutafaddi] could Do us at that Inst, we did not heiitate in the Least to 
Comply with Seerhaud's [Sarhad’sJ demands when he said it was necessary and 
Indeod 8000 rupees was reckoned a very small Summ for so great a Man. So 
Seerhaud [Sarliad] had here a good Opportunity to-do as his inclinations directed 
him but it was impossible for him to do it So privately but that it Came to our 
Knowledge before ho could have the Impudence to ask for the money or indeed 
that we would give it, he was apprized of our Knowledge of the matter. We 
were well pleased to find It hindered him from his pursuit, so in a sort of a 
bravado of what he liad done for the Honourable Company in saving them so 
much money (which was never lost) ho delivered back the obligation and owned 
the other deceit of 5600 rupees with the Sudder Suddool [sodra-s-fn./dr] 
which was of much worse consequenco than the Other, for the Phirmnutui 
[far man ] was detained about 20 days in a very Ticklish time which must be pure 
design of delaying for when we pul him to it in an hour’s Time 'twas made up when 
he bragg'd of his Dexterity in doing it and showed great aatisfaetion in having 
(as he thought) deceived us. We are satisfyod your Honour Art will take this 
Story aud everything else in its due Sense. 

The strange delays very much hindered ilie business and so Knhauneed un¬ 
accountably the Charge. It’s impossible for us to give your Honour Ae» a 
Kelation of every two or three days that he has l>y his ill Humour and obstinacy 
flung away, when his Majesty was in th. Camp and nor business on the Tenters 
nothing could hinder him from his feasting and .Tunketting which two or three 
days Every weak were Sacrificed and once eight days together, and at that Time, 
Enoitoola Cawn [Tnnyatullah Khan; was upon the Point of In-ing made Jlusn 
falsa [iliwan-t-lhalifah ] and tho Phirmaund ] had not received the 

Viziers Seal, Besides this the Calcutta Towns with Six other 1'erwannc [y-'ettas- 
g»] were refused to be signed by tho l)uan Colsa and so very 

near sacrificed, being at last done clandestinely by Attesham Cawn [l'tifiim Khan] 
the Lord knows how snd the money that was expended, had it been taken 
Care of before hand might b ive been Saved, and they securely done with the 
rest. So he deserves to pay for his Obstinacy and all that Charge must be 
placed to bia Account. 

Nothing would serve for one while but that ho would gelt a Phirmaund 
IfarmSn j for Divy [Divi] Island, Patna and Suratt house, Bengali Mint and 
Fort 8* David Towns instead of the Dtianny Sunnoda [<fiiodnt samaji) which 
we had obtained He never went upon any such new invention, but we presently 
suspected he had some other design than the publick good. Wo consented so 
far to it that in case it might not be prejudiciall to the main Affair otherwise 
sot we esteeming it a Thing noways feasible. This matter was carried on some 
tame and we heard no more of it till about two Months after a hen he was hot 
after it again even to the neglect of onr great Affairs So he wes forbid to pursue 
it any farther. He promised to obey: about twenty days afterwards he seemed 
ready to burst with the news, ssying he bad got a (frant for the Phirmaund 
[ farm**]. We were very well pleased with the Thoughts of his having once 
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in bis Li Co done good by breaking of orderi, but alau when we Came to examine 
into it nothing bnt Flash. 

After this he Cenld not be contented but he must have 36 Villages more 
which wore the 400U rs. [P] we left oat and to make it the more easily granted 
ho wonld got them in the Honourable fiobert Hedges Phirmannd [/trais] 
notwithstanding we told him to desist, for since there was no hopes of Obtaining 
them it was only exposeing us. However he still privately panned it till 
he was baffled and if ever he does procure the grant it Cannot be otherways than 
Clandestinely. 

Every thing being finished we had pannick Fears concerning the Original! 
Phinnauuds [farms na] and 8unnoda [faucets]. He nevor directly denied the deliv¬ 
ery of them but by bis put offs from today and tomorrow, still koeping Something 
undone under pretence of delivering the whole together made us suspect ho had 
some ill design that way and there waa no method to hiudrr them from Coming 
into his hands. We nsed a great many arts to get them from him. It pleased 
Ood that we had no Necessity to use rougher means for he delivered them ail 
with this Insolent Saying If he had a mind to plagne the Company there were 
means enough and they oonld never eeeape hi* Hands. That more had been 
obtained for their Service than his Contract obliged, so bo would have a 
Proportionable Howard or Else he might be troublesome to them. 

In his last Demand for money Yonr Honour &c? will soo ho Chargee for 
Black Cases 3400 [rupees] besides Arrack ond.his Wino. The Black Cooes he 
brought np from Calontta and Cost thero about 600 rupees. We questioned 
bis Intention from the first of being very unreasonable in any thing the Company 
might be obliged to buy of him so was always upon our Ouard to hinder hint 
and for all the many Pretences ho mado that nothing Else would go down with 
the "Mutsuddys [mutofoddlt] we Knew it was only a trick to get them off, so 
by no means we would uot Consent to it, bnt told him tho Company would never 
pay him at so Extravagant a rate and advised him to dispose of them among his 
Brethercn where he pretended be oould have 40 rnpeos per Case. Except what 
be drank he ditpoaed of none for at least 16 months when [all] at onee wo heard 
they began to fly about to every ono that wanted liquor and then required of 
us to pay for them at his own Hate. 

Coming upon the Bnaineas of onr dispatch from his Majesty, our Intentions 
bring to proceed with the utmost Expedition whether we roerived those acrais- 
tomary Favours or no and his being quite different was the reason wo employod 
him as little as possible in that Affair, So he had only tho Phirmannd [farming for 
the Honourable Bobert Hedges Esqt to get ready, which your Honour Acf! will find 
by our Former Letters waa ao long delayed that he had an Intention either we 
should Stay for it or Else leave it behind, when we fonnd an Evasion for that by 
getting an Order for The Goorseburdar [yurtbardtr] to receive it and when ho had 
it in his possession. Seer baud [SarhAd] would have fain brought him to his Lure 
by fair promises, bnt we had prepared the Qoorxe border [ywrr6<mi#r] who knew 
b\m very woll that ha did uot betray his Trust bat brought the Fhtrmaund

Onr last was October the 7 th after which dispatch came to hand your Honour 
&cf* dated September the 19 th by this we observe your orders to wait in Patna fop 
the Arrivall of tho Soldiers design'd hither for our Convoy. We find our Letters 
dispatch'd in the way wore very long in their passage: so that the boats will not 
arrive so soon as wish'd for. After waiting some time we Surmiz’d your Honour 
Ac? might think tho Sending boats and Soldiers unnecessary, tho accustom’d 
troubles of tho way from hence to Itojamall [Rajuiahal], being inuoh clear'd by 
tho present Subah [fuiaAdar], and finding we wore able to doo nothing for tho 
Service of Our Honourable Masters in Patna for reasons mention’d in our former 
Letter, wo took a resolution to leave the place as tho only way to save Exponces, 
and accordingly had advanc'd money both for boats and men before your Honour 
&OV Let tor arriv'd when it was too late to recede. 

Since our Factory has boon withdrawn the Merchandize of Salt petre has luid 
Chiefly in tho hands of the Dutch ; So most of our Undertakers are immediately 
Employ'd by them. The Common prizo of Petre the last Fear has been from lr. 12a. 
to 2r. 8a. nay 12a. and (as wo are inform’d) They have been able to buy none 
without Daduey [rfJrfni] The very Top of their Undertakers having left Consid¬ 
erable Debts behind them. It is the Custom of these Sort of Merchants seldom 
t o Clear such Debts but ruu on sometimes more sometimes less seeing the Buyer 
is not able to bo without them, and if the business happens to bo stopt or the 
Factory withdrawn or the Kings Death, they generally a!l sink very little being 
to be recovered afterwards. 

The Kings Phirmaund yfarman ] and the most Severe ordcra are little 
minded by Soerbulund Cawn [Sai bulaud'Khan] as wo have Experienc'd, we left 
no way unattemptod to give him notice on what Grounds the Honourable Com¬ 
pany would resettle a Factory. Wo do beleive be has heard of it. But we could 
nevor get any Assurances of. having it t Effected, seeing all to whom we made 
Application absolutely denyod to move therein, representing it as an Affair im¬ 
practicable. Aa for tho House the Bootade [duyatJtJ gave us an answer: That" 
tiie Subah [ftiioArfJr] order’d the House should be given us in Case we resettled 
a Factory, bat that the King did not give it na to be let to bire. 

We wore told by everyone the Nabob Ejqwcted we would make him a Visit 
and withall a present. But we having no orders, and boleiving it only money 
flung away we ended cno and Sav’d the other, which has not a little nettled him. 

Tbi* totter to to bs found in the ’Copy Book of Letters received from H' Suraum ke » aa 
before. 
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We bad very atriok orders on him Contain’d in the Gonrarburdare [gmrtbardiv'a] 
and Chiiahs dusticks [ekelah's dattakt ] to Conduct us with a good Force thro’ hit 
Jurisdiction. But these met with the same reception as the rest, he absolutely 
denying to give either guard or dusticti But saying as we were on onr 

way we might Securely goe about our Business without any molestation Notwith¬ 
standing all the noise our Goorzeburdsr [gurzbardar] Could make he could 
not gott admittance to his Presence, but received the above answer from without, 
by all this your Honour &c» will judge whether it is feasible to settle a Factory 
during his residence. Wo are ordering the Vackile [roit/J to make a heavy 
Complaint att Court, and have likewise order'd the Goorscburdan [ gvrzbarJSr] 
to write to his Droga [darogiak] who will iuimcdiatcly petition his Majesty, 
most orders that Came from Court, are as little regarded, 10 that there are vast 
Numbers of Complaints against him drily. And ss ho does not Iske Caro to cbligs 
any one Officer at Court, It is next to impossible lie Should remain long here. 

We are moving down and intend to mako our Stage to day at liar [Barh] 
and that the Goorzeburd&r [garzbarddr] with the Klephant and Horses make 
the like stages with us till our Approach, near Kajnmoll [ Uajiuabal | when we 
shall Concert measures that liis and onr Arrivall may be about the 
Same timeiat IInghly by p[roper], Advices given [F giving] your Honour Ac* 
time[ly] notice to add what fuller Ordors you may Judge Convenient. 

Inclos'd comes Accounts Cash Warehouse and Charges Generali with Copys 
of our Consultations for tho months July and August. We should havo added 
September but the Sickness that attended us as well as our Servants on coming 
off our Journey must plead cur Excuse and rrferr ua to the next conveyance. 

In our last Letter from Mittorsein [Mitr Sen], he acknowledges the Receipt 
of ours wherein we Complain'd that Jaffor Own j J s'far Khan I had not allowed 
the Mint nor the Calcutta Towns, of all wliiah he gave a particular Account to 
our Friend Sallabut Cawn [Jjalabat Khan] who had given him his word to 
acquaint Cawndora [Khan Dauraa] of the matter proaecuting it to tha utmost. 
To this Intention he had received the Petition the Vackeel [vakil • had drawn up. 
What may bo tho Consequence he has not yet advis’d, ilo farther writes that 
about this Time Cmwndora's Vackeel [Khan Dauran's vakil] had been very inqui¬ 
sitive after the Copy of our Phirmaund [farmdn] to which Mitterseiu [Mitr Sen] 
replyed he had it not, but for any particulars he might have them in his own 
Books. This made .the other Suspeet something thst ought not to be was upon 
the anvill Upon enquiry into the Duanny Ketchersy'-| diwdni kachakri] he 
oould meet with nothing. But from Cawndore’s [Khan Dauran’s] mooneby

[snMf] in Dilly advising the King had received a Letter from the Grand Segmor 
com plaining that he assisted thb European, by letting them have the Merchan¬ 
dise of Balt Petra and that he hoped he would prohibit them thatrCommodity upon 
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t!h» the King hid given orders to prohibett it which may bo expected here in some 
day*. We do not assert the truth o£ this Story, Our own Vackeel [ea/tii] not 
writing about it, but as theirs are the latest advices it may be so. To make it seem 
tho more probable, there is an .Envoy froht tho Zeriff [s/iarlf] of Mecha [Mecca] 
(called Hadgce Sauln) [Hiiji Salur] at Court who brought 76 Gno Horses and who 
m very great with Euoiloola Cawa [‘Inayatullub Khan] lately arriv'd from Mecca. 
This last being a great Stickler for tbeir Superstition may possibly have obtained 
this order from the King. The Dutch likewise Show’d us another Paper being a 
sort of Address from the Pliowsclar [faujddr] of Metchlipatam [Masulipatam] to 
his Majesty that they had notice tho King intended to grant us the renting the pro¬ 
vince off Divy [Divi] that in former times all Europeans had endeavour'd to gett 
the place offering vast Summs of money for it and that in Case we hod it granted us 
it would ruin the Port of Metohlipatam [Masulipatam].

Shaw [Bahadur Shah] as likewise a Genorall of Sumtt, but never heard that They 
made a Journey of 12 Coarse [io*],jrot for ail that as your Honour Jlte» have made 
a late preoeedent in this Part of India upon so small an (location as receiving a 
Vest alone; should not the same Respect bo Shown upon this Account it might 
be taken by the Government of this Country as a Slight of the Kings Favours, 
and if ill reprosontod to his Majesty be of bad Consoquenco which Consideration 
we humbly Conceive may Countervail the loss of tho Time and Charge that it 
may take to come ao farr. We hope Ensign Gammon will bo with you some tim e 
to morrow. The Budgorows wo shall empty and send away immediately waiting 
your farther orders at this place.
